As before stated, we cams to anchor under Grand 
(Jape Mount on the evening of January 2Gtb, ju*t in 
time to receive a deputation of welcome fiom shore, 
to exchange congratulations, newt, etc. The night 
was calm and serene, rather dear for the dry sea- 
son, permitting us to distinguish even the little 
North Star just above the ever haxy horixon. The 
heavens seemed -crowded with brilliant coattella- 
tiohi, amongst wliich, not the least conspicuous, was 
the great Southern Cross, at an elevation of 45° 
south, ever an objeot of interest to the voyager from 
ihe northern hemisphere. On the land tide loomed 
Cape Mount, around the base and on the side of 
which, twinkled the light from the Receptacle and 
the many hamlets of the settler*, and the breaking 
of the turf on the shore was just sufficiently per- 
ceptible to harmonise with the tranquil scene. 
Twos a difficult matter for one to leave the deck 
and turn in that night — at least we felt it so. But 
turn in we did, and slept soundly till daybreak, 
when the word was given, “ turn out and tumble 
up, all hands.” Long before the sun peered above 
Cape Mount, our boats were underway for the shore, 
loaded with pilgrims to their fatherland, or mother 
earth, whichever one pleases to call it. But to the 
earth they went, and were welcomed ; occasionally, 
too, that welcome was sanctioned by a baptism in 
the surf. The first day we busied ourself in super- 
intending the debarkation of passenger*, baggage, 
etc. The second morning we visited the shore lor 
the first time, and the first time we ever set fool on 
C ipV Mount territory. As before retnatked, this 
luLt! long bein a slave mart, a kind of adjunct to 
li illinia. The chiefs in the vicinity were generally 
very intelligent, influential men. and had uniformly 
been favorable to the interests of the slave dealer*. 
One or more factories had generally been kept here, 
and cargoes of slaves were often marched down the 
bench from Gallinss, to be shipped from the Sugiry 
or (’ape Mount Rivers. A number of renegade 
cobnuts at one time connected themselves with the 
Cape M >uhi chief*, and became more or less inter- 
ested in their traffic. 

But Ollier influences have also been operating in 
this Ucighlwrhood. Lott Carey once established, 
and for u long lime maintained, a school in one of 
the large towns interior to Cape Mount, as agent of 
the Baptist denomination of Christians. John Ree- 
vey. a name ever to he remembered with respect, 
was for several veau its very industrious and use- 
ful teacher. Why the school was broken up, we 
are unable to say, most likely on account of the 
death of Carey and the' lack of funds. The Vey 
people, who inhabit the region urouhd and interior 
toCipe M>>unt, are decidedly the meet intelligent 
of auy tribe in the vicinity of Liberia. They are 
better formed, more cleanly in. their person* and 
habits, and better dresud than their neighbors. 
They are more or less connected with the Foolah* 
or helatuhs, many of them professing the Moham- 
medan leligion ; although it is not to be supposed 
they appreciate or fully comprehend the more sub- 
lime truths of the Koran ; but use scraps of it in 
Arabic characters as fetishes, in lieu of “ Eye of 
newt or tongue of frog," crammed into a deer’s hoof 
or goat’s horns. With them, ths solemn ascription, 
Allah Achbar, is jocularly blurted out iu one word, 
as Allalcn-bar. t'he settlement of Cape Mount by 
the Liberians has long been a desideratum. The 
land being fer tile and elevated, timber plenty, and 
water pure and abundant, were ail favorable to the 
scheme. The trade in camwood and ivory, too, 
was very comidt ruble. A good settlement here 
will always be a check Upon Gallinas, and enable 
'ho Republic the more readily to extinguish any at- 
tempt at a rmewil of the sUve-trade. There has 
always existed an apprehension that some foreign 
power would be like y to seixe upon so prominent 
a point of the.co.<»t, possessing so many natural ad- 
vantages. Possibly this might hive been tXecase,' 
had the Liberi rnt not decided upou settling it. 
Whether it will he of any great advantage to the 
1 epublic, iu the present *uto of emigration, is ex- 
dUely doubtful; the' colonies on the tea coast 
t ing alretdy too numerous, notwithstanding the 
«. xirablcne** of maintaining the right of sovereign- 
ty, to the exclusion of all other powers. It cer- 
Uinly will for some time materially increase the ex- 
penses of the government, and render them liable 
to wan with the neighboring tribes. But be the 
.suit what it may. we hare seea few apotsof earth 
i^jre charming, or p o ss ess ing more interest than 
./rand Cape Mount; and ire an gratified that the 
Iberians ban honored both it and their yet fore- 


most man, by giving to their new seUlemeai, on its 
verdant side*, the name of Robert* port. May the 
name and the mount exist coeval. There it little 
to interest one on lending; the formation of the set- 
tlement being of eo reoent a dale. In fact, in all 
African scenes and scenery, more than elsewhere, 
*• distance lends enchantment to the view." Scarce 
ever do we there find that green turf and sward, 
which seem almost essentialtu a near view of a ru 
tal landscape. Here, nothing* was green but the 
bush and the growing crop*, of vegetables in the 
gardens of the settler*. Ffom the recent clearing 
and cutting down of trees, there was much atubbie 
and brushwood around. We first visited the Re- 
ceptacle, wheqo the emigrants are lodged and 
1 boarded during the six months they are supported 
by the Society. In this respect e new system has 
r been adopted the past year. Formerly, ration* of 
i meat, breadstuff*, groceries, eto., were served out 
to families and individuals weekly, and were dis- 
posed of as each party thought fit. The system 
, now adopted U to have the food cooked for the pen 
sioners of the Society and served uu at a common 
table ; or in cniq of illness or inability to meet at 
table, the patients are supplied at their several 
room*. There are advantages and disadvantages in 
and to each system, whioh it would be superfluous 
for us to discuss at this time. We cannot but ex- 
prees our gratification, however, at witneasing the 
perfect order and regularity maintained by the su- 
perintendent of the Receptacle at Robertsport, for 
all of which credit is mainly due to Mrs. Ralph 
Moore, the matron of the establishment, ooe of Mr. 
Sej a’ j udicious appointments. The house was kept 
clean aud well ventilated, the table arrangement* 
were very simple, plaiu, aud good ; personal clean- 
liness was moat rigidly enforced, often to the great 
annoyaaoe of the new emigrants. ” Lord, Miss,’’ 
said ene of our little flibertigibbets, who on the 
passnge out had acquired the sobriquet of Topty, to 
one of our party, " they gets us up before sunrise, 
and won’t let us have nothing to eat till we has 
washed us, and combed us, and don’t you think, 
cleaned our finger nail* too— ’lit awful" — and 
cleaned the little jilt seemed to have been, probably 
for the fiiat time in her life. 

On leaving the llecentaole, we ranged through 
the settlement on the tide of the mountain. Thirty 
or forty houses hud been erected, some of hewn 
limber, covered with shingles aud split cotton- wood 
clapboards, others with crotched posts stuok into 
the ground, wattled and thatched. All were sur- 
rounded by little patches of oaaaada, tweet potatoes, 
plantains, and other troploal vegetables and fruits. 
The people teemed to be of the poorer olast, but 
industrious. We were told that the emigrants who 
were left here by the Elvira 0 wen — the only new 
settlers landed from the Uuited Slates before ours 
came on shore — consisted mainly of two families : 
Waters, the name of one, and K lly, the other. The 
latter were all said to be indutli lout and doing well,

Mamma Sally, certainly is no ordinary woman. She 
appeared to be about thirty-five year* of age, of 
good site, considerably inolined to obesity, had a 


sufficient tinge of yellow to indioato that slaver* 
were about, ere she was born. Her hands and feet 
were very small and beautifully formed, limbs 
round and smooth as polished ivory; her counte- 
nance very pleating and prepossessing ; voioe soft 
and musioal ; her manners, inclination of head and 
gestures, when converting, very easy and graceful : 
suoh was the person of Mamma Sally. Could she 
only have been of the right oolor and trioked out 
in the trappings of civilisation, she would have had 
few superiors In the oitimalion of the 4th George 
But her dress or fixings were, of their kind, in very 
good taste. Her garments were mostly ootton 
fabrics, of brilliant color*, not gaudy or flsunty ; 
they covered enouyk of her person for au artist at 
least,’ or for modesty and deoenoy, although possi- 
bly not for fashion. Her ornament* were mostly 
of plain gold, Urge, and peculiarly fitted io her 
style of beauty : but the crowning glory of the lady 
was the arrangement of her hair. A description of 
it it out of the question.

ginally crisp negro hair, but no one could believe 
it ; it mutt have been the life business of one person 
to dress it ; the fine braids, tome apparently not 


latter were all said to be tndusli lout and doing well, 
one only having died of the fever; wbilejthe Water* 
family were, almost to a man, indolent, inactive, and 
averse to all control and diiociion, and near one 
third of them had died. They were said to be oi 
Indian, and not of African descent. This might have 
been the case with movt of them ; but of the two 
who relumed to the ship, one was nearly or quite 
black, evidently a negro, jet wa* apparently iudo 
lent and thriftless. The other, Jkff, who hat be- 
come such a lion at the South, because he would 
not live in Liberia, was nearly white, probably with 
a little admixture of Indian blood ; he was, so far a* 
we could judge, a clever, shrewd, Isiy fellow, well 
calculated to gammon Maasa Huokra, might have 
done well in Liberia or anj where elae, and no doubt 
has done well iu going home and being lionised by 
the cohged man’s good fiieudt and master*. The 
fate of these Waters people it certainly lamentable, 
and ’tin a pity they were ever sent out ; as a general 
rule, those batiug Indian blood are unfitted for Li- 
beria or the African climate. 

After visiting the new Millers, we wended our 
way through bush and briar and old casaad* fields, 
overgrown wjth tangled graat, to what they termed 
the Garrison, or caotoumeat of the troops sent up 
from Monrovia to clear the lands and guard the set- 
tlement. Tuis consul* of a olustor of thatched hut* 
on the border* of the Gape Mount River, around 
which it a ditch and tome slight embankments; 
neither of which, how ver, form* any Mriout ob- 
stacle to free passage of man or beast. Tne Rev. 
A. 1). Williams, so well known as one of the early 
settlers of Liberia, the companion and friend of Ash- 
muu, Carey and Johnson, now the Superintendent 
and Governor of RoberUport and the Cape Mount 
territory, was almost the only oocupant of the u Gar- 
rison.” It was a pleasure to meet one whom we 
had known so long and well— ooe in oonneolion with 
whom we had labored more than a quarter of a oen- 
tury ago. When we first visited Monrovia in 1831, 
Williams was assistant agent of lieutenant gov- 
ernor, the counsellor aud a**i*tant of Ur. Mechlin, 
then agent of the Society in Afrioa ; and a most 
faithful and useful officer he proved himself to be ; 
but he was never more usefully employed than at 
pieaeuL He is well known to the chief* and head 
men of Cape Mount, and by them much honored 
aud esteemed. Perhaps he ctn do more to prevent 
collisions and strifes between the colonist* aud 
native*, than any other oiusen of Liberia, and we 
hope he will long he continued in his present posi- 
tion a* Superintendent of RoberUport 

An interesting faot iu connection with thisgarri 
son, is iu looalioa on the identical spot on whioh the 
fatnou* Captain Canot established a foolery, whioh 


he designated as Now Florence, and from whioh he. 
shipped several cargos* of slaves. It waa probably 
selected as a site for the garrison, from the same 
cause which occasionally induces a congregation to 


buy out a theatre for publio worship in our country : 
Treiuont Temple, in Boston, for instance. Canot, 
however, in Ma “ Twenty years in the Sieve-trade," 
asserts, that he established himself ei this place 
solely with the view of proseonting lawful com- 
mons for ivory, eemwood eto., in eooordeaoe with 
e treety made between Um end the Irtish Com 


having a dozen hair* in them ; the beiutifullv ar 
ranged plaits and puffs in the form of shells, 
leives, and even fruiU, were astonishing to behold. 
Muuma Sally was very oivil and oourteout to the 
Udiu* of our party, uvited thorn to her houie, 
allowed them hor spring of water, her tlsvet, her 
stockrof fowl* and gosu, all of which oon**ilu’.e Af- 
rican wealth and luxuries ; whit wu more, she 
gave us all a gooi dinner, prep trod impromptu, 
rather soaut to be sure, but enough for a lunch, 
consisting of rice, palm-butter and fowls. Our two 
hours' iuierview with Mirant Silly wu, Bit only 
(o our individual self, but to those unused to Afri- 
can life and fashions, very agreeable, and she left 
upon ut all the impression that we had met a lady 
of goxl breeding and refinement, and we all parted 
from her with regret, foiling not, however, to repay 
her civilities and hoipiuliiiro, in full, when we got 
on shipboard. Wu finished Uuding our emgranis, 
effects, provision*, aud all freight intended for 
Cape Mount, in two days, and immediately got 
underway on the evening of the 22d.— • Hd. Col.

Aa said in our last, we left Gspe Mount on the 
evening of the 1 2d January ; wo left there some 
eighty of our two hundred emigrants, and there alto 
we left the hearts of some eighty more: for never 
were any poor wanderers for a home more fwoi 
nated with a place, than were our emigrants with 
Gape Mount. Of those whom we did leave there, 
several had bean minumiited on ooaditioa of going 
to Liberia, and they embarked not with the view 
of permanent settlement, but to gain their freedom, 
and determined on remaining on board the ship 
and returning to the United Status. But when 
they hsd spent a few hours onshore, thsy changed 
ihmr minis and decided on permanent »ettl*.went. 
We found it very difficult to persuade many wh > 
were destined for Monrovia to remain on board till 
we reaohed that plaoe, to much were they charmed 
with Robertsport and the surrounding oouatry 
This was particularly the case with those intended 
for the interior sett'ement, of whurtTL will be 
necesiary to speak, as that formed ooe of the mda 
feature* of the voyage.

I shall be very happy to make the attempt. Bui

Thus the woik of reform has begun ; we preach 
the Gospel in as plain a manner as possible, for we 
regard them u> children, and roust take them by 
the hand. Thyy begin to observe the Sabbath,

1 the Moravians in ‘Greenland. I shall put up

I am anxious for some good, faithful colored brother 
to come and take possession of thia station, and let 
me penetrate the interior yet further : for one of 
the important objects of our operations is the pene- 
tration of the interior indefinitely. I feel a full con- 
secration to the work of God, and expect to push 
the work on from point to point, until we have en- 
compassed a large section of country. - — 

Another object we have, via; : to trade in barter 
with our people in aid of the work. Wherefore, 
any intelligent mind can see and discover that Af- 
rica has the meant of her own redemption withio 
her own grasp ; but it will be worse than useless 
if not directed in the proper chsnnel, whioh is our 
object. Thus there is a difference between us and 
the Liberian missionary in general ; for some col- 
lect to house, but we with to collect to scatter. 
Again, we wish our colored brethren in the United 
States to take thia thing in hand ; for as the pream- 
ble states, we believe the time hu come for them 
to begin to send some blessing* to their brethren 
in darkueu.

A eity or 
town that distance Interior would be in one of the 
most healthy locations in the world ; and, there- 
fore, there is everything to promise success. 

In the third plaee, I would remark, that the 
agricultural intereat of the Republic would be en- 
hanc< d by interior operations ; for, in the first place, 
the resident is beyond the inducements to enter 
into trade, aa encouraged on the eoaat ; for every 
intelligent mind can see that It will require an out- 
lay beyond the ability of ordinary individuals, and 
that very fact will secure that branch to a few, 
who may be capable to prosecute it with vigor — a 
condition of things that should characterise every 
prosperous community. In the second place, they 
would be in that part of the country where the 
cotton plant grows most luxuriantly, and assumes 
the character of a good-siaed tree, producing the 
best staple in the world :— and who does not Know 
that Liberia must be a manufacturing country be- 
fore she can be out of the bounds of imposition ; 
and the whole world may send their surplus cK th 
goods to Africa for many years yet, and still the 
cry will be not enough. Agriculture, aa conducted 
in Liberia at tbia period, taxes the energy of but a 
few ; whereas, to he profitable, everything should 
be cultivated that will add to the comfort of a people 
—and for two important reasons for Liberia: and 
that it, first, it vnll save a very heavy outlav for 
foreign article* annually ; and, in the second plaoe, 
it wul afford the means of public improvement 
Whereas, the present state of affairs is an indnee- 
msnt to indulgence, and in process of time, perhaps, 
to crime ; and nothing will, in my humble opinion, 
so soon and so effectively revolutionise tbe present 
condition cf thing* in Liberia as the pursuit of agri- 
culture in the Interior. These elevated, healthy, 
cool, and salubrious regions ere well adapted, very

The actual receipts 
of the Societv since the last anniversary have 
amounted to 897, 384' 75 ; all old debts have been 
paid off, and one half ((0000) of the Graham Leg- 
acy has been safely invested, as well aa #20,000 of 
the most generous donation of Mr. Hunt. 

The -Mary Caroline Stevens has proved an admi- 
rable vessel, for all the uses and purposes of the 
Society. 

In her two voyages she has conveyed to Liberia 
420 emigrants, moat of them emancipated elavee. 
She is now on the African coast, having taken on 
her third voyage 163 emigrant! — nearly fifty of this] 
last company are destined for Carey shurv. 

Gerard Ralston has been appointed Consul Gen- 
eral of Liberia, resident in London, and baa done 
much to promote the commercial interests of that 
Republic. The English Government have con 
sen ted to te pair the aimed vessel, formerly presented 
by her Majesty to Liberia, and the Emperor of 
France has given a similar vessel to that Republic. 

The foreign relations of Liberia are entirely 
friendly, and peace prevail* with all the native 
tribee. Notice is taken in the Report of the zealous 
labors of the Rev. Geo. L. Seymour, a citizen of 
Liberia, to establish a mission station about one 
hundred mites north east from Basta. A full de- 
scription of Pessa people and country, where Mr. 
Seymour resides, appears in the January African 
Repoeitory. The report notices the rapid multipli- 
• cation of missionary stations and laborers in many 
parts of Africa, and the wide diffusion of the light 
of civilization and Christianity. The exploration of 
the Riv. T. G. Bowen in the Yoruba Kingdom and 
adjacent countries of Central Africa, are of the 
deepett interest, and it is stated that a country 
high, salubrious, with fertile soil, and the greatest 
advantages for trade exists, almost without inhabit- 
ants (having been depopulated by civil war and 
the slave-trade), a little, north of Leges, and near 
the hanks of the Niger. 

The Report mentions the slave-trade in terms of 
utter condemnation, and suggests that a few small 
'steamers might be advantageously employed in con- 
nection with our African squadron, for its suppres- 
sion, and that it is to be desired that (in accordance 
with a resolution submitted by Hon. Charles F. 
Me rcer of Vs., many years ago to Congress, and by 
the House of Representatives unanimously adopted, 
this traffic should be made piracy, by the law of 
nations. 

On the whole, the Society has occasion for grat- 
itude to Almighty God for his favoring providsnee, 
and to go forward with strong faith and better 
hopes. 

The proceedings of the Boar 1 of Directors were 
of more than usual interest sud importance. They 
have deUrmintd to make preparations for the es- 
tablishment, with the sanction of the Liberian gov- 
ernment, of an interior settlement on an elevated 
tract of country, purchased some years ago by the 
friends of the cause in New-Jefsey, and hs soon as 
ptaclicable in other places also, to consider the pro- 
priety of planting settlement in the Yoruba country, 
a measure so strongly recommended by the Kev. T. 
G. Boweu '

“ I am pleased to infora you, that 1 havs nearly 
succeeded in clearing and planting the whole tract 
that was out down, and think that at the end of 
November, if nothing prevent, to be entirely through 
with that duty. 

"I formerly mentioned to you the progress 
made towards having the Receptacle, completed 
We hope to be through m about four week* Con- 
nected with the Receptacles, I have some of the 
laborers employed in clearing the ground annexed 
thereto of stump, and roots, leveling up the 
same, preparatory to having the premises fenced 
for garden and other purpose*. In this labor, _ 
though arduous, we have succeeded very well, at j 
which I am sure you will be pleased. 

“ I beg to inform you of my haring the large 
tree, near the Agency House, sawed into lunroer to 
be shipped by the M. C Stevens on her return 
voyage. I am confident that it will reward hand- 
somely for the pains and labor of shipment. 

“ I beg again to oall your attention to the neces- 
sity of having a good road from this to the water- 
side, and other facilities needed for easy communi- 
cation. This is indispensable to the prosperity of 
Careysburg; the character of which, for health, 
variety of scenery, and prospects in the distance, ex- 
cels all that we know of in Liberia. 

" You will be pleated to ltarn that the surround 
icg natives continue to be as peaceful towards us 
as ever, and that 1 spare no pains to keep ou 
friendly terms with them. 

" You will not be surprised to hear that on the 
morning of the 9lh the thermometer was at 08 
degs." 

fc In a letter of the 15th of October, Mr. H. W. 
Dennis, agent at Monrovia, among other things, 

says: 

"Cape Mount and Careysburg are important 
places, as well as healthful ; and I do hope the 
Society will be able to sustain them by sending 
large companies to each place annually. In refer- 
ence to the latter, 1 mav here say, that before we 
can have emigrants ana their baggage and their 
six months' stores transported there with regularity 
and safety, it is important that a good road be 
made and proper vehicles be seenred for trans- 
porting them and their effects. Having visited the 
place, I can see the advantage this would be over 
the preeent mode of conveyance." — Africa* Repo- 
titory. 

EMANCIPATION IN RIIIIIA. 

Thk Cur of Russia, Alexander II., by a ukase 
dated December 13th, 1667.hu provided a scheme 
for the emancipation of (he serfs in the dlstriota of 
Wilns and Gorodno, on the borders of Prussia, in 
the province of Lithuania. If it Is found to work 
well, the plan will be extended throughout the 
empire, giving personal freedom to twelve million* 
of ilave ». Every American will feel an interest in 
watching the results, and wish it abundant success. 
Perhaps the people of Liberia will find in this 
scheme a solution of not a distant difficulty, when 
they come to deal with the native population 
around and within their present territory. 

The plan is simple. The serf for three years is 
confined to the land or estate of his former muter. 
Meantime he may bargain, if he can, with the 
muter for a house and garden plot u a freehold, 
am tor a copyhold of not leu than thirty sores for 
a farm. Should the parties. not agree, provision is 
made for a decision, under the eye of Government, 
by a committee appointed for the purpose. Thus 
gradually is Christianity elevating the muses who 
were by br.barirm depressed and robbed of 
liberty., 

It is fair to remark, that in Russia personal lib- 
erty does not carry with it, u it does here, political 
and consequent social elevation. The entire sue- 
oeu of Alexander’s generous ‘effort would not de- 
monstrate its adaptation to the diverse race# of the 
Southern 8tales. The homogeneous population of 
Liberia would better avail itself of the lesson.

1 miles s6uUi tower up Path »nd Gero, with their 
numerous spurs and nffshftot*, while east, west, 
nsreh, and whatever direction one turn* between 
these point*, as far u the eye can reach, hill peep, 
ovev bill, and mountain over mountain, in every 
variety of stot and shape. And at every point, 
whether on hill, mountain, valley, or plain, culti- 
vated fields, or palmy groves, or dense forests stand 
o»t to view, in the same rich emerald dress. 
It is a glorious mountain, and the whole region 
beautiful *« the garden of the Lord. 

The town oss Niue Lu is about 800 yards in 
diameter, and ha* a population of at leut 2000. 
It i* the capital of the Webo tribe, which may have 
an average diameter of forty miles, with a popuU 
lion of 80JNKV - The villages are generally small, 
and from Nitie Lu appear nestled on the tops or 
sides cl the mountain.,, or in the valleys below. 
And, beyond Wtbo, to the distance of a hundred 
miles, are numerous tribes (named on the map) 
with who's i the people of Nitie Lu have intercourse. 

A full report of the voyage up sod down the 
Cavalla River by Bishop Payne is before us, with 
a map of the region around. Reminded, while 
reading it, of tbe first visit by-e white man of f hich 
we have any knowledge, made by Dr. James Hall, 


the eastiirt bail The land Koomes 
more derated than any yet paseed 
Eu-dou re-v oua, a town at soase distance from the 
river, on the west side, is situated on an elevation 
ot three hundred feet. We had not a fair view of 
it until our descent. At Loo tbe native# said we 
must and should coeoe%o shore; being rather 
weary l yielded. Here I was much less annoyed 
by the natives than I expected. It is a beautiful 
place, and I spent a very sguresble afternoon in 
contemplating the variety of the 


After breakfat-t, October 27th, and taking a half 
hour's palaver, we departed oo our voyage. A 
few miles further up, we bove in sight of tbe Yapah 
Mountains, on the east side of the river, eoneiaer- 
sbly more elevated than Najiro. About four miles 
from Loo, we passed five small towns, on tbe easi 
side of the river, scattered about on the peaks of 
little sugar loaf hills. Some, as Detne sad Uto, 
were considerably elevated— say from one to two 
hundred feet. Oq the weet side, a little pwat these 
towns, we bove to a moment wider the banks of 
the sweet little town of Nanya. I have never seen 
any town that could at all corn par* with it. The 
homes are externally plastered with a light yellow 
clay ; they are located at a

INTERIOR MISSION ON CA VALLA RIVER. 

ArriR twenty jests of missionary labor on the 
sickly tea- coast at Cape Palmas, Liberia, Bishop 
Payne, on the 29th of last * ' h, using an appro- 
priation of a few hundred dollars for that purpose, 
made a V0j of sixty miles up the Cavalla River 
to the Fall*, accompanied by a native candidate for 
orders, Thomas C. Brownell, who was left there 
to conduct a school and open tbs way for a large 
iuterior station. A few weeks before this journey, 
Mrs. Jane Bohlen, of Philadelphia,, bad, on her 
dying bed, requested her children to give a part of 
her estate to found such a minion, the importance 
of it having been let forth in an appeal made by 
■Bishop Payne in 1850. The children of Mrs. 
Bohlen, John and Catharine, to honor the memory 
of their mother, appropriated #26,000 for the ob- 
ject. The Bohlen station thus founded, ii located 
at Nitie Lu, a native town three miles from the 
river lading st the Fall*. 

The native town, Nitie Lu, situated on the sum- 
mit of a hill 800 feet b ; gh, wu of difficult access, 
but charmingly located. Bishop Payne remarks : 


Colony : we have looked up the reoord and repro- 
duce some portion ol it in the following article : 
Cavalla River, Oar* Pslats*. 

Da J auks Hall's exploration of Chvalla River in 
October, 1886, published in the Maryland Colonira- 
lion Journal, January, 1880, and republished in tbe 
new series of that journal Mareb, 1843, was full of 
interesting incident. 

It was briefly as follows : After several unsuc- 
cessful prior attempts, Dr. Hall left Cape Palmas 
early in October, 1886, in a canoe by sea to 
Cavalla River, fifteen miles eastward of the Cape. 
On the 17lh of the irionti), at Robookah, situated 
four miles east of the river and on the sea shore, 
he made a treaty with King Tom for his territory . 

Mvntlsy, 19tb October, at half-paai 6 A. M., weie 
under way, and at 9 A. M., or after three and 
a half hours’ hard paddling against a strong cur- 
rant, made eight or ten miles to Plorpb, on the east 
side of the river. On the 22d, a treaty of union 
was completed at 1'lorob. At 4 P. M., Dr. Hall 
left, ad at sunset, or in lest than two hours, had 
made a distance up the Cavalla River of five miles 
to Haidee. Here a death ad funeral, and the ever 
attendat ordeal of tassa wood, detained Dr. Hall 
till the 24tb, when the treaty made at Ploroh was 
confirmed. While at this plaoe he visited the 
Grand Devil, and heard the priest growl. At 8 
P. M. of the 24th, he left Haidee and ascended 
three miles to the creek whioh bounded on the 
north the territory just secured by purchase, ad 
passing Nspatoe, Nehero, and Bluroh, arrived at 
Denah at half-past 0 P. M. Of Deash ad the 
Cavalla River Dr. Hall remarks : 

The town of Denah ir located ou the apex of a 
rocky hill, something like one hundred ud fifty 
or two hundred feet above the river. In contains 
about two hundred houses, and perhaps fifteen 
hundred inhabitants. The river here turns sud- 
denly from north to east, forming opposite the 
town a beautiful water-bound plain, cover* d with a 
luxuriant growth of our tropical vegetables., You 
have a full view of tbe river in the south as far as 
Nehi-ro. * This is really a splendid, charming situ- 
ation.

Picture to yourself a majestic deep river, moving 
smoothly onward, with a ever calm, unruffled sur- 
face, banks elevated from ten to forty feet above 
its level, indicating, bv their frequent ruptures, an 
incredible depth of the richest soil that ay com- 
bination of earthy matter is capable of forming. 
Fancy, as you glide down the stream, alternately 
on either side, the top of the bank, skirted with a 
heavy thick growth of impenetrable spear grass, 
the ready successor to a crop of vegetables or grain, 
or perhaps still teeming with its rich waving har- 
vest of nee, interspersed with oecasional dusters 
of India corn. Occasionally, on the very edge 
the bank, you are astonished to behold one of the 
huge trees from which the natives exoavate their 
immense canoes, left, as if to declare to the inauir- 
ing passenger, we are the original possessors of the 
soil. On the opposite side you are no leas charmed 
with nature in nature'/ own garb. The banks, not 
less elevated, are covered with all the varieties of 
the Afrioan forest trees, from the very tops of 
whioh a broad expanse of net-work descends and 
sweeps the .passing current. Beyond this beau 
tiful green drapery fancy alone ou penetrate. 

This is a correct view of the Cavalla from l)enab 
to its mouth. Of the face of the country back 
from the river I know nothing from personal ob- 
servation. I should think, however, from what I 
could learn, that it was neither elevated nor marshy, 
but a continued extenaive arable savanna, capable 
of yielding successive heavy crops of the most ex 
hausling produce with comparatively little injury 

Before sunset, October 2flth, the eaoes were in 
motion, ad from this place the appearance of tbe 
country was quite ebaged ; and we give Dr. Hall's 
description of the scenery to the Falls st Nates* 
and from that town in his own words 

After pasting up one or two miles from Denah, 
we taw no traces of cultivation, or of the labors of 
mu. The land was much less elevated than what 
we had hitherto passed, occasionally shelving to 
the water's edge, ud skirted with mangrove, si 
though no indication of marshes were observed. 
The toil also appeared more sandy and rocky. 
Perhaps this may account for its not being tenanted. 
I could, however, perceive from Denab, that there 
appeared to be an elevated ridge back from the 
river. Aleut seven miles up, we pasted a beau- 
tifully elevated spot on tbe eastern bank, a curve 
of the river here forming a deep, spacious bay. 

About eight miles from Denah, we breakfasted 
on tbe Ai wytH-jco rock, which runs shelving 
into the stream. From this, one mile brings you 


for oooe urged by my kroomen to dispaleta. We 
procured a canoe to conduct us through the rapids, 
which oommenoe immediately on leaving the town 
We bad very strong pulling the rest of the way. 


About two miles from Nays we come

The whole valley of the river, from 
the falls southward, was covered with a dense, 
well-defined fog of vapor, perfectly tra. quit, and ao 
strongly refracting tbe flood of light now breaking 
in the east, that no other aaauraaoe than tbe foot 
of having the day before passed through the valley, 
would have eonvtneed me that I stood hot on the mar- 

e of some romantic wood-bound lake, dotted with 
umerable little circular green isles, with here sad 
there a majestic forest Una, rising in solitary gro- 
deur above the serronndiag Ao <3. I had hardly 
time, as I rounded the norther* extremity of tbe

did not particularly examine the eastern branch. 
We took the western, which, after a very dangerous 
passage, brought us immediately under the foam of 
threat (tract, io Faye, a small beautifully looated 

towu, belonging to King -, of Netea. Froo* 

the t>esl information 1 could obtain, I should judge 
that there were a succession of falls and rapids for 
miles up the river. The lower one allows a 
fall of water of about ton feet — perhaps less, ud 
forms one of the most perfect natural mill privi 
leges 1 have ever seen. Tbe soft rock ©n tbe 
western bank could be easily excavated as aflame, 
and the water supply a wheel perfectly free from 
am danger Irom freshes or floods. The privileges 
for any kind of mills or machinery st this, plaoe 
must be innumerable, from the repeated succession 
of falls, ud the division of the river. That they 
will at no very distant period be occupied to soene 
extent, I think we baye great reaaon to hope. 

After lading our oanoes and luggage at Fay*, 
word came from the head king, of the country, at 
Netea, that we must virit his tdwn, said tn be clow 
Having concluded that neither funds, 
time, nor duty *ould admit of my farther ascend 
ing the rivet, 1 determined to visit Netea. Leaving 
our swivel, ammunition, chest, and some heavy bag- 
gage st Faye, oarrying only our small arms, we set 
off for the bush town, six miles through a thick 
undergrowt h of hush and brier, following a xigssg 
bush path. 

After ascending a mountain of from four to six 
hundred feet elevation, we arrived at the Urge 
town of Netea, which completely covers the apex 
of this perfect cone. Tbe ascent wu in some 
placet extremely difficult, abrupt, ad broken. Our 
foothold, however, wu always good, u we followed 
the water course ; or rather, the water from the 
heavy rains followed the beaten track, clearing the 
rooks completely of their shrubs ad soil. We en- 
tered the town amid a mingled shower of rain ad 
musketry, the increasing roar from thousuds of 
extended taws, and the deep heavy bombing from 
their mighty palaver-house drum. I have often 
endeavored (although in vain) to give you u idea 
of the. uproar ad oonfusion caused by my entrance 
into a native town, therefore I shall not again at- 
tempt it. But suffice it to uy, I never before uw 
the human countenaoe indicate astonishment, 
wonder, or admiration— I never before heard a full 
chorus of human voices. I felt that my whole life 
hud been that of still monastic silence till the ar- 
rival o' this hour. 

Tbe whole town is well seoured by a high strong 
palisade of riven plank, on entering which we were 
c- nduoted through a long narrow street, enoloeed 

00 both sides in the same manner, ooouionally 
passing little openings or doors, which led to the 
separate enclosures of the different families belong- 
ing to the town, each enclosure containing from 
ten to twenty houses. The great palaver-houu is 
built on this main street, in Uie very centre of the 
town, ad on the highest point of the mountain. 
They turned us into one of tbe enclosures, or pew, 
containing the king’s houses and family. Here we 

1 from the combined evils of fatigue, hunger, 
.. ithes, rain, ad uproar, not to mention the 
extreme dager of suffooation. We were obliged 
to keep a breathing passage dear at the doors 
with bayonets. Finally, teeing that we would 
not really prick or injure them, this foiled, and 

1 waa obliged to issue forth, cudgel in band, 
and play upon their naked cranium* : this I did 
so effectually, that the slightest movement from 
me would, afterwaids, clear the

1 had an opportunity in the morning to yiew^he 
extent of the town ad the peculiarity of its loca- 
tion. As 1 before said, it occupies tbs entire sum 
mil of the mountain, is completely seourtd by pal- 
iiades, is at least one mile in circumference, and 
ss thickly studded with bouses as the earih will 
possibly admit of, ud contains st least three the* 
sand inhabitant*. The river, from either side, was 
romantic ad beautiful beyond deaeripUon. I have 
said so much of the scenery on tbe river, even from 
my first outset in the deluge of rain to this place, 
and been so lavish inmy terms of admiration, that 
1 fear you will think it mere habit, or a desire to 
excite u undue interest in the matter ; and I would 
bere spa:e you, if I could in justice, but I cannot. 
There was a world of beauty, magnificence, and 

S andeur before me, such I never before witneaaod, 
e view of which abondutlv repaid me for my 
yesterday’s toil, vexation, and confusion. On the 
loulb was my favorite Najiro, although tar lens in- 
teresting now, that it bad so many competitors 
claiming my admiration. The whole western pros- 
pect to tbe distal borison we* ch< qnered with hilts 
and dales, the little patches of rice and greensward 
surrounded by the dense dark forest With the 
aid of my telescope, I could here and there detect 
one of the kaumerabh hilla before as 



beauty of this scene, ere the broad, bright sun ap- 
peared suddenly to heave himself above the high 
eat peak of Mount Yapah, and poured down hie 
rays with uncommon iatmsit) . Soon the hereto- 
fore tranquil mass began to undulate : small por- 
tions became detached, and asoending, soon be- 
came lost in tbe clear blue eeniib Tbe dtsunet 
outline was no longer risible, the smooth bright 
surface was broken up, and tbe whole became but 
rolling masses of vapor, soon to melt ad expand 
The illusion indeed vanished, but tbe 
Yapah and Najiro, the little 
: rjdges, the roaring eats- 
brook, the smiling fields, 
sained : enough remained 
this one of the moot enchanting spots 
ever formed by the beoeficent hand of nature. 

The next day, Out. 28th, the Doctor began his 
desoeat of the river, embarking in the canoe* about 
nooo, ad arriving at Denah at sunset, six hours. 

At daylight, Ocl. '29th, they were again under 
way, .sod reach tbe mouth of the river at i t A If., 
making twelve hours in all from ih» falls to the ana. 
Ai the nver was- swollen, and five miles per bow 
would not be too large aa estimate of speed, the 
distance ie about sixty miles by tbe river, or thirty- 
five m.’IcA in a direct line. Of thn results of this 
exploration Dr. Hall remarks : 

It ha* developed to »* the reeouroe* of the val- 
uable tract erf country bordering upon this impctr- 
isnt ud beautiful river, which we now know to be 
navigable to tbe extent of fifty mile* ai least far 
vessels of soy draught of water that evar css be 
required for exporting thk produce of the country. 
In fact, iu the bright of the dry season, I do not 
thin bib at the current in ay place would give leas 
than two fathom* ou tbe soundieg tide I found 
not lest than four from side lu side, sod generally 

The is is now secured to the ooiony tbe unlim- 
ited control of thirty miles of soa-eoast. encoding 
from ten to fifty miles into the interior; is tact, ex- 
tending to uy distance that the exigencies of the 
ooiony will ever require, or as far as it ou afford 
protection to itself or Use native inhabitants. In 
one word (which ia exactly expressive of my mean 
ing), we have all we wut. 


MBTMCBIST LVRERIA MISSION. 

In the Ckrietian Advocate, January 7 th, 1858, 
b find u interesting review of the Liberia Metho- 
it mission. As we oast our eye over the Ust of 
missionaries— their arrival in Liberia, the death or 
return in Ul health, and the brief remarks aa to 
their labors — many recollections of our personal 
acquaintance with nearly all of them came throng- 
ing upon our memory. With the devoted Mel- 
ville B. Cox, we knelt in prayer in the cabin of the 
Jupiter, at Norfolk, just before she sailed, when 
his voice waa but a faint whisper. 

We again met him at the wharf at Monrovia, 
and lent bis tottering steps our arm to a 
steep path to the Government house, 
and Wright, with their amiable companions, ac- 
companied us in-onr second voyage — so, too, of all 
tbe catalogue— a melancholy, yet not unpleaeut 
impression remains as of noble Chrieiiu martyrs, 
now no more. 

We would gladly make room for the entire arti- 
cle, but must be eooteot with a few extract* : 
Liberia i* our oldest foreign missionary field. 
From the time when the America Co Ionisation 
Society bagu iu work in Africa, the attention of 
the Church wan called to its settieasenta an appro- 
priate missionary ground. May of the oolooieta 
were known to have been members of our Church 
in this oountry, ad everything in the character 
ud oonditioo of tbe colonist* seemed to promise 
suooeas to well-directed missionary work - among - 
them. At the teasion of tbe Virginia Conlwetioe 
for 1 882, Rev. Melville B. Cox waa appointed a 
missionary te Liberia, ad accordingly sailed for 
that plaoe in the autumn of that year, and ar- 
rived out early tbe next spring. Hit career ia 
Africa was very brief ; for, only a few months af- 
ter Lie arrival, he fell a victim to the ooaat fever. 

Of all Liberia’s benefactor, none i* more truly 
deserving *uf honor than Mr/. Wilkin/. Her 
tohool at Mil It burg has been among the moat effi- 
cient agencies for good in all that oonntry. 

It appears from the foregoing fummary, that 
thirteen different white men have been employe# 
as missionaries, or missionary teacher*, besides a 
physician and a printer; of whom six died in the 
work, or very soon after leaving it, most of whom 
performed vctj little actual bervice. and the re- 
mainder left nearly nU on account of Ul health, 
after rendering more or lean service, averaging for 
the whole between one and two years. Of nine 
nDusionsr.es’ wives, two died ia Afrioa, and the 
others returned with their husbands, some of than 
greatly emaciated by the effects of the dimate. Of 
the five white female teachers above named, Miss 
Stanton arid Mka Brown died la Africa, and Mrs. 
Wilkins recently ia this country. Mrt. Kilpatrick 
is still in Afnea. These female teachers have 
been among the meet efficient and successful agents 
of tLe Missionary Board ta that mission, and the

Much valuable information lins been derived from 
Dr. Hall and the special agent of the Society, Mr.

It has been this constant referenced Europe to 
the Slavery of Americs, keeping, as it bss done, the 
snbiect of our common labors, gentlemen of the 
Board of Managers, *o prominently before me that 
has ltd me lo desire to extend this letter beyond 
the limits of a mere apology for absence. 

Never having had for thirtyjears many doubts 
c.i,roi*givii>g*a* to the importance of Colonization, I 
certainly did not come abroad,, to have my convic- 
tions in regard to it corroborated ; but. had they

MARYLAND STATE ACTION. 

As act of the Maryland Legislature, passed at 
It* late session, appropriate* 85000 per year, for 
the space of four years, to the Manager* of the 
Maryland Colonisation Society for the general pur- 
poses of said Society. It also au the rise* th* Comp- 
troller to pay seventy dollars for each emancipated 
slave or free negro, male or female, above the age 
of ten years, sent by said Society to Africa, and 
thirty five dollars for each negro, etc., under ten 
years of age, to be paid if sent by said Sxiety to 
Afrioi within two month* immediately prerodiog 
the date of a written certificate of the fact fiom the 
Board of Manager*, which must be filed with th* 
Comptroller. The payments made per capita are 
not to exceed an additional sum of five thousand 
dolUrt pe/annum appropriated by the act for four 
years/ ^

COLORED EH I® RATION TO CENTRAL 
AMERICA. 

Late in February there was a meeting at Keokuk, 
Iowa, of colored people, to consider the beet method 
i of alleviating their condition, and they oondudod 
that “ all the free colored population of the United 
SUtee ought to emigrate to Central America " The 
following is one of their resolutions : 

Reioived, That we seek a oountry where we oan 
»oome a nation, and every man a citizen Of his 
country. 

Th* action of this meeting wm communicsted to 
Frederick DouglMs, with the hope of securing his 
approbation, by a correspondent, who closes his let- 
| ter thus : “ We have every confidence in your un- 
tiring energy In advocating the cause of the colored 
■ man. Despite all your efforti, the progrm it too 
slow for this enlightened people, and we want to 
bo in a country where a man i* not known by his 
color but appreciated according to his Uleot.” 

The editor of Frederick DougUu*’ piper, in th* 
Mirth number, dissenU from the idea of emigra- 
tion, and states hi* reasons, which are briefly 
these : 

1. Ad eiodui of tho free blacks would be 

end criminal, inMmuch m the emancipation of 
toiling millions depend upon their efforts her* ; such 
abandonment could not be compensated by any re- 
flex influence from a foreign land. 

2. Beoause such an exodnx i* a virtual ackuowl- 
j edgmeot that they have no hope here. “ We ihua 

abandon oar osus* in despair.” 

3. Unfitness is an obstacle, which he stele* In 
the following word* : “ Were we M a people to 
emigrate, we would doubtless drag our old asso- 
ciations with us, and be choree teriied by th* same 
petty jealousies, parly bickerings, arf 
antagonisms which distinguish us here. 

Wc have known thst the first reMon assigned 
by Mr. Dougina* was accepted by the free colored 
people almost universally, yet. t" our mind, nothing 
can be more fallacious. To leave out of view their 
relations to Africa and her millions, and the mighty 
influence which a large nation, with political, social, 
and religioua institutions, founded on the Gospel, 
mutt exert, if loc.ted io tropicsl Afrios, in remedy- 
ing the chronic evil* ioduced by ages of Pagan 
and Mohammedan despotism— the reflex influence 
of such a government, if successful, must be im- 
measurably greater than the overshadowed effort*

*Tne Court inriructed the jury, that the charges 
contained iu the publication were of a very grave 
character, aud if not true were libelous, and would 
entitle the plaintiff to serious damages. That the 
' charges must be proved to their fullest extent. And 
the important question for the jury to determine was 
whether they were so proved. If they were, the 
plaintiff could not recover. 

The jury, after fifteen minutes absence, returned 
a verdict for the defendant, thus establishing the 
truth of the alleged libel. 

On the rendition of the verdict, the defendant’s 
counsel moved that the Judge's notes of the plain- 
riff's testimony, Rnd certain subscription books 
produced on the trial, be laid before tho grand 
jury with a view to thp indictment of the plain- 
liff for perjury. It wait found that the plaintiff' 
had left Court with the books. The Judge 
directed the evidence to be placed in the hands of 
the District Attorney, and made an order that the 
plaintiff attend in Court on Monday, and produco 
the books.

j Id consequence of the scarcity of palm oil and 
| other native product#, Undo is dull, and money very 
j scarce with us ; and with respect to money, I be- 
lieve, a few months ago, the same was the esse oft 
your side the water. But 1 thank God we have 
an abundance of cassava and potatoes, and a pretty 
good sprinkling of rice ; and there is not that dan- 
ger of starving in Liberia, that some seem to sup- 
pose. It is true that for u month or two, during 
the last rainy season, " chop" was ; very scarce ; no 
one here, however, enteitained dreadful forebodings 
of Liberia’s annihilation. 

Is there a country in the world where, at some 
period, provisions, especially breadstuff's, have not 
been scarce I And will it be denied that various 
causesj beyond humau control, conspire at times to 
produce these seasons of scarcity ? Why is it ex- 
pected that Liberia should be an exception ? For 
in her esse it seems to be put down to no other 
c -Uou than the result of iudolence and improvidence 
on the part of the inhabitants. Now, I nm no apol- 
ogist for the idleness of the people of Liberia, for 
l Know wo are not as industrious as we ought to be, 
but at the same time I must say that .the scarcity 
of breadstuff's last year was not entirety attributa- 
ble to tho indolence of the Americo-Liberiaus, but 
to other causes— such as the war at Sinou, which 
deprived tho whole inhabitants of tbat . country of 
their usual supply, ns their farms were entirely de- 
rived ; and tho rico crops among some of the 
native tribes — especially on the Kroo coast — fell 
short. And, therefore, more than the surplus of 
other parts of Liberia was required to supply these 
imperative demands ; for never before have the poo- 
plo of Liberia been so intent on agricultural pur- 
suit#. 

One word with respeot to Liberia College at 
Cape Messurodo, which, I observe, you disapprove, 
on tho ground of " health, economy, and justice.” 
Now, sir, I think you have arrived at this conclusion 
hastily. As to tho "justice,” I do not know how 
you intend that to apply ; but as to "health and 
economy,” these were questions fully dismissed by

Dear Sir:-— I am happy to learn that a gal- 
vanic battery has been sent out to our Pessay Mis- 
sion, which, however, we htve not received as yet, 
but shall very likely on the return of the vessel 
from- the leeward. I hopo to be able to learn the 
name of the jtind donor, as I am always anxious to 
give some expressions of gratitude. I forwarded 
. some months ago, somo iron ore, and ore and 
dross to ycurielf, in a box directed to Mr. Tracy of 
Bostoa, which came from the Pessay country. I 
;tm about to undertake on exploring tour to the 
interior^ Liberia,’ and will be absent about tour 
months from my station ; but I have no works 
upon exploration which might aid me much, if 
favored with the possession of some late tiavels. 
1 tope )oj will remember ibis part of Liberia as a 
ahsion fit hi. that is interior, for we must penetrate 
tack to accomplish the work assigned us. 

Again -l will remark, that we hive made some 
little picgiciA. We have boys who read in the A, 
B, C, and talk English, and act as interpreters, and

thav way. We have up a cane mill, and have 
ground some cane for syrup, and we have alto a 
good garden of about two and a half acres 
f land, partly enclosed with pidm hedge, in 
which we have phnled the coffee, cocoa, color 
and a variety of fruit-treea, as also vegetables. Oar 
dwelling will be, whe*. completed, ®0 by 28, two 
stories. We have ap our turning-lathe, smith- 
shop, md our carpenter’s operations, etc., etc.

Yrom Mr. Birds*’* Letter. 

Monrovia, Feb. 1, 1858. 

I regtel to learn that the reported " famine in Li- 
beria has operated to the detriment of Colonisation 
interest in the Uoited States; that a statement so 
destitute of proper foundation has deterred from 
coming to Liberia many who bad made up their 
minds to do so. But every good cause must meet 
with opposition, and perhap* it is well ii I# so. 

Ilev. Alexander M. Cowan, who hat been to 
"every settlement in the Republic,” and who has 
manifested an inquisitiveness which some have not 
been disposed to eulogise, will doubtless give you 
all the faots of the present condition of Liberia, so 
far, at least, as they develop themselves to a tran- 
sient visitor. lie will, in all probability, " mightily 
convinoe" you that we are not starving, or likely 
soon to starve, if he can produce thst largo potato 
from the 8L Paul's, weighing, I should think, over 
a pound, which I taw him forcing into his ooat 
pocket, on the very dsy of his arrivsl. 

During the month of December, U-21, the Na- 
tional Fair was held in this city. The introductory 
address was delivered, exempore, by President Ben- 
son ; it wu a noble speech. The number of ex- 
hibitors, the variety and excellence of artiole* ex- 
hibited, imparled a character to the fair, exoeeding 
in interest the expectations of the most sanguine. 
The " oldest inhabitants" confessed that they never 
before " saw it on this fashion” in Liberia. It was 
altogether a great affair, and hu doubtless made iu 
mark for good upon the rising generation. This is 
a sign of progress. 

It is now certain that the Liberia College will be 
loosted on “ Mesurado's heights.” The comer- 
stone was laid on the 20lh ull ,by the Masonic As- 
sociation. Rev. Francis Bums, President of the Li- 
beria Conference, then in session in this city, and, 
by the by, Missionary Bishop elect of the M. E. 
Church, ia Liberia, introduced the ceremonies ' by 
appropriate religious exercises. Hon. D. B. War- 
ner then delivered a most eloquent speeeh, followed 
by n similar one by Rsr. James S. Payne. Quito

INTEL -LIUKNCE F/U O M LIBERIA.

Prisi'miso that s word of news from our little 
Republic may be interesting to some of your reader#, 
I send you a few item* which mtv partially indi- 
cate the state of our affairs at present. 

With the exception of a slight financial embar- 
rassment, the affairs of government are moving on 
prosperously. Our President, S. A. Benson, pos- 
sesses in an eminent degree the ability and qual- 
ification to administer pubis affairs, and by his 
utbanitv and courtesy lets rendered himself era- 

C halically the people's President, lie euooutHges, 
y every advisable means, the development of the 
country a resources, and by precept and example 
— being himself a practical fNrmer — ho excites the 
people to generous rivalry in agricultural pursuit:*, 
so >lhat this branch of iudustry has received an 
impetus greater than hat ever been experienced 
previously. 

Thc St. Paul’s River exhibits the appearance of 
unusual activity; several large forms of sugar <ane 
are being cut, keeping Mio small steam and three 
ox mills iu constant operation. About one - half the 
cane cut from the farm of the lute Mr. UicliArdson 
has been ground, yielding 8000 pounds of sugar 
and about the same number of gallons of syrup. 
This estate, the most important iu Liberia, is now 
conducted by an enterprising young man from 
Wilmington, lJel., named Anderson, who has proved 
to possess the qualifications neoessairy to conduct 
it suooettfully. lie expects soon to erect the 
large steam sugar mill ordered by Mr. Richardson 
just previous to his decease ; after this is accom- 
plished, Mr.' Anderson expects to furnish large 
quantities of sugar and syrup for exportation, 
which he bai heretofore been unable to do in con- 
sequence of limited facilities for grinding cune. 

Goers* is now picked in abundance, but it is 
painful to witness the vast amount of this valuable 
product that is lost and lift to rot upon the reed ; 
out it cannot be avoided at present ; the expense 
of preparing it for market is great, the labor being 
performed dv hand, with the occasional assistance 
of such rough machinery as individual ingenuity 
can devise. It remains for some of our enterprix- 
ing agriculturists to introduce suitable machinery, 
which may obviate these difficulties, and enoourage 
the cultivation of this important commodity, which 
will tend to increase the revenue of the Govern- 
ment, and also enrish the producer. 

A Cotton Farsi has just been started on tho 
Junk River, by Hon. D. B. Warner; should it be 
successful there will be a large yield, which will 
doubtless induce others to make similar experi- 
ments. 

, The corner-stone of “ Liberia College" was laid 
January 34lh, with the Resistance of the Masonic 
Grand Lodge of Liberia, and its subordinates. I 
have not teen a plan of tha building, but judging 
from the extent Of the foundation and such casual 
description as I could obtain from th* builders, the 
edifios will be the most imposing in Liberia. There 
was great delay in selecting a suitable site, caused 
chiefly by looal interest and prejudioe,but the final 
decision has located it in Monrovia, the policy of 
wbiob baa been doubted by many, the ohief objec- 
tion being that such an institution should not be sit- 
uated near a large town. 

Tbb Liqislatvkx adjourned January 23d, after 
a session of six weeks. One of the most important 
bills pused during the session related to the French 
plan of proouring emigrants from this coast. I am 
unable to give you a synopsis of the bill, as it hu 
not been printed as yet, but the restriction which it 
imposes will have the tendency to abolish the sys- 
tem from that part of the cout over which this 
government maintains jurisdiction. The course we 
have pursued in regard to this system hu so affec- 
ted the French' government towards us that she hu 
retraoled the gift of a sloop-of-war mode sometime 
since, although we had sent an agent to Franco to 
receive it according to agreement. But it is prefer- 
able to lose the vessel, which is much needed, than 
to be remiu in frowning down a system whioh hu 
proved to possess but a very few more of the attri- 
butea of humanity than the slave-trade. 

The Methodist denomination, of Liberia, hereto- 
fore under the jurisdiction of tho American Bishop, 
hu increased in prosperity and importance to such 
nn extent that it was deemed expedient to have a 
Bishop especially fur this country, one who wu n 
eilisenof the Republio and idsatUfisd with the inter 
ut of the people ; accordingly the Conference whioh 
hu just adjourned elected to that position the Rev.

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Tiir comparative quiet attending the biennial 
election 6( President, Vice-Presidept, nnd the Le- 
gislature in May, 1858, i* noticed - with commen- 
dation-. Attention is invited to the aotemn trust 
conferred upon them, nnd their obligations. to seek 
Divine guidance in discharging their duties. He 
acknowledges God’s mercies to them in the follow- 
ing emphatic language : 

Providence has blessed us with favorable sea-' 
sons for the abuadant production of the necessaries 
of life ; and shico the return of our troops from the 
county of Maryland,' peace has prevailed through- 
out the Republic to an extent equalling auy former 
occasion. The principal, and I may almost aay the 
only disturbances worthy of note among the abo- 
rigine*, have been excited by the emigrant eyetem 
prosecuted by ioreiga vessels on our coast during 
the year, and which have now pretty well subsided 
through the interposition of this government. The 
general health of the Republic, with little excep- 
tion, has been good. Many of the churches have 
b i n f ivored with a gracious outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit, and Urge ingatherings of souls. In 
all these respects wo have been favored far beyond 
anything wo have deserved fiom Ills bountiful 
hand ; and it becomes its individually and collect- 
ively t*> feel profoundly grateful for the multitude 
of lint unmerited mercies. 

Tlic scarcity of food and the pecuniary pressure 
were not the r 'suit of defective seasons, but attrib- 
utable to enures for which the people are respon- 
sible), and which they can remedy by more indus- 
try wid economy. The President had visited the 
new'soolion of tlio Republic, and settled some dis- 
turbing question* among the ohiefs, and found all 
disposed to quietness except a tribi nt Oarroway, 
whose turbulence is eqieoially brought lo the notice 
of tlio Legislature. Tlio President considers the 
acquisition of Msrylsn l county, wnu a set cout of 
141) miles, nu event on which it i. hardly possible 
to place too high an estimate. If? sjiys : -' 

It embraces the most densely inhabited sec- 
tion* of this IL-publio, and, from whst I have 
learned, is second to none in point of bo tuly, fer- 
tility, and commerce. Though there ha* been 
considerable failure in the rice crops aloag the coast 
for the l*.f three years, and the additional fact, 
that th at p-sri of the coast is so constantly visited 
by fore i g i traders for procuring oil, dyewoods. 
is ory, grajn*, etc., etc., yet one of our principal 
merchants residing here informed m? a few weeks 
ago, that one of his vessels in the mouth of Ooiobfcr 
took in within n few days, and that pretty much at 
one point within and near the north eastern boun- 
dary of that county, about 2000 kroos of rice, ro- 
ving on board several days on an nverage 400 
os |wr day. 

t is my wish trvmake a visit as low as the ex 
no extent of the Republic, so soon after the 
do*JP of your session as may bo practicable, to hold 
trienAfly interviews, especially with those ohiefs in 
the n«ywly acquired territory who reside beyond the 
Cape ; lo hive sketches taken of the most prom- 
inent points, and have a map of the Republic ex- 
ecuted as accurately as may be practicable under 
the circumstance*. 

An ap plication will be made to the African Steam 
Company to make Cape Palmas a point at whioh 
the Rfitish Commercial Steam Line will call, and 
also for a lliitish Vico Consulate at that point. 

Sinou and Hassa counties h tve pissed by the 
crisis of want, and vegetables, excepting rice, have 
seldom ever been cheaper. 

Thie fact, together with the excellent rice crope 
at Cape Mv>unt aad vicinity this year— the result 
of adjusting the native difficulties up there list year 
— warrant us in the belief that the supply of do* 
naestic provisions will ftr exceed the demtnd dur- 
ing the ensuing year. Tuis u uot only as it should 
always be, but as it may always be, if as a people 
we will cultivate a spirit of due eelf-reepect, by the 
constant employment of the appropriate means of 
industry and frugality, so as to evetpe so humiliat- 
ing a dilemmi iu the future. 1 have alto bees in- 
formed by tbeir respective Superintendents that 
there are undoubted signs of gradual progress in 
each county. 

The Britisk and Frenck migration 
ni« prominently referred to, uad while thn opinion 
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is expressed that the. French Government had no 
design to injure Liberia, or promote disturbances 
among the natives, the evil effects actually result- 
ing are dwelt upon fully, especially the wan and 
kidnapping: 

You aro no donbt aware that the enterprise was 
rigorously prosecuted on our coast by British sub- 
jects a few years ago ; but upon the issue of a proc- 
lamation by this government — whioh was impelled 
by the constant predatory wars fomented by Ike 
system —requiring all suoh emigrant shipi to repair 
to this port before clearing the ooast, for the pur- 
pose of complying with the law enjoining the pro- 
curement of passports, that ascertainment might be 
made by this government as to whether suoh emi- 
gration was voluntary or constrained, tkey vdun- 
tardy discontinued the enterprise, having keen con- 
vinced of tke evils it created among tke aborigines, 
notwithstanding the purity of motives by which tho 
employers were ao lusted. 

kf. Chevalier, a French citizen, commenced pros- 
ecuting a similar enterprise on our coast in 1852 
or 185:i,and I regret to havo to say, that suoh have 
been the intolerable evils resulting from "the same, 
that this government has been compelled more 
than once to adopt paoific measures for their re- 
pression. By tkis system tears kave been fomented 
among native tribes tvitkin tkis Republic to msku 
prisoner* with whioh to supply emigrant ships ; 
and though these msy not havo been intended nor 
fully known lo some of the masters and owners of 
suoh ships they are nevertheless facts within the 
knowledge* of our own oitisen* as well a* of for- 
eigners trading on our ooast. This gave rite to the 
renewal last year of the proclamation by this gov- 
ernment, enjoining upon all such ships a strict com 
plianoe with the law requiring the procurement of 
pasaporu, which, it was hoped, would havo some- 
what remedied the evil. Hut on my arrival at 
Cape Mount last March, I found M Chevalier there 
in a ship— arrived two days previously— proseout- 
ing the same business between Cape Mount and 
Galliuas (both inclusive), and had refused to allow 
a boat sent off from the settlement of RiberUport 
to board him. I immediately directed Ciptain 
t'-ooper to dispatch Midshipman Harris, of the 
Lark, to the said ship, with my compliments to M. 
Chevalier, and to inform him that it was legally 
and indispensably requisite that ho touch at Mon 
rovia, and procure of tho Secretary or State pass- 
porta for all emigrants obtained within the juris- 
diction of this Republic, as also to settle the duties 
accruing on all merchandise landed or disposed of 
by him within tbe same. I also addressed him a 
note to that effeot by the same conveyance ; with 
all which he assured me there would be a faithful 
compliance by hitn. In about ten minutes after 
Midshipman Harris left tho emigraut ship on his 
way back, and when about a hundred yards dis- 
tant from her, he espied and overhauled a-canoe 
near to and making for said ship with a man on 
board securely bound with cords, whom Mr. Har- 
ris released and brought on board the Lark ; and 
whom I subsequently brought to this city on my 
return in the Lvk. This man reported that he had 
been unexpectedly seized on shore that morning at 
Rugaroe — distent only five miles from liiRrUporl 
— bound with cords, thrown into a cso-h-, and was 
being involuntarily token off to M. Chevalier as an 
emigrant. He was incessant in his expressions of 
gratitude lo his reaeuer*. 

. M. Chevalier preceded me some four or fivedayt 
to Monrovia, and had left before my return, having, 
a* I learned on my arrival, evaded while in this 
port a compliance with the .passport law 'without 
*“*~ly refusing weh eornnha

leewtrd, touching at different poiata along the const 


within our jurisdiction, for the purpose of procur- 
ing emigrants, and leaving the tribes of eeeh point 
at which he touohed in a slate of hostility with 
neighboring tribes and clans. 

The return of M. Chevalier lo the ooast again in 
August with an additional number of vessels, 
steamers, and their aotusl engagement in the 
business, generating thereby intestine wars i 
system of kidnapping among and by the natives 
within the jurisdiction of this Republic, both to the 
windward and leoward of this city, induoed me io 
the same month (August) to communioate directly 
with the Frenoh government on the subject, sottiog 
forth the main fast* in the case, and requesting that 
prompt action be token to oause Frenoh subjects 
lo desist at onoo from the violation of our statute 
laws, as well as express treaty stipulations subsist- 
ing between thft two nations. 

1 feel impelled by a sense of duty, gontlemen, to 


specially invite your attention to the neoessity and 
propriety of so providing by law at this session, as 
will effoetnally put an end to this system of pro- 
curing emigrante of our aborigine* for foreign coun- 
tries. There i* no good io it! ’.It t* antagonistic 
to our avowed principles, and must be revolting 
to the feulingi ol a humano Christian world I I am 
fully aware of the difficulty and apparent incon- 
sistency of restraining voluntary emigration in a 
Republic ta government ; but when the moral, in- 
tellectual, and sooial condition of our aborigine* is 
considered, we (lad ourselves necessitated to a great 
extent to aasume the relation of guardians to them ; 
which relation tho claims of humanity and justioe 
dictate we should sustain to them, at least until 
they attain to a grotter moral, social, and intel- 
lectual elovation. 

Tne numerous evils that have already to our 
knowledge resulted from the system, and whioh 
have so repeatedly and at so much expense re- 
quired the interposition of this government to re- 
press, plaiuly diet ile to us that we must either sus- 
tain the relation of gutrJian* to them to a consider- 
able extent, or else renounce our political juris- 
diction. We must judge for thorn in this case, and 
by law put an effectual stop to a system that will 
ever — while buiqg proseouted — prove destructive 
to their poaoe and welfare, and that will ealait a 
disgraoe upon our land and country. 

The change of site of the Liberia College from 
Clay Ashland, on the St. Paul’s River, to a point a 
few hundred yards to the south-cut of the light- 
house on the summit of Cape Mcssurado is re- 
ferred to and explained. It appears that the ma- 
terials for a college building whioh had been 
shipped from Boston in the summer of 1856 and 
arrived in Liberia in December of that year, had 
lain unused for a year because of a division of opin 
ion as to the best location for it. Men are now 
electing tbe building. Tbe schools in the recepta- 
cles are referred to with approbation. The teaoh- 
era are paid from the inoome of the legacy of 
$10,000 made by the late Augustus Graham, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Tbe President refers to a treaty of amity, com- 
merce, and navigation in process of negotiation with 
Belgium, and as an argument in favor of well-eoa- 
tidered treaties, remark* that— 

Excepting our national infaooy aad weakness, 
whioh with all magnaniui m^ nations are our main 
protection, I know or no greater safeguard — ii 
j mentally speaking— to tbe exercise by ns of e 
notional f one liana, and of proventhm the practice

malignity — than the negotiation nnd 
ratification of treaties whose stipulations have been 
well considered and bued upon tbe safe— the Di- 
vino principle of reciprocity. 

The question of Revenue ii dioeuued at length. 
Evidence had been presented to President Benson, 
showing that Urge amounts of merchandise were 
yearly introduced Into the north-western portion 
of Uberia from Sierra Leone, through the Boom 
Kittam River, aad its oonuected lagoons, thus 
evading the payment of duties la like man- 
•, large amounts of merchandise are landed at 
potato eastward of Ctpe Palma* without payment 
of duties. The amount ao introduced muoh ex- 
ceeds that at port* of entry ; thus, at the same 
limn, injuring 1 the Liberia merchants by an unfair 
competition, and diminishing the revenue. 

The remedy of thU state of things involves se- 
rious difficulties, which are thus stated : 

To attempt an enforcement of our revenue Dws 
in those sections of country, this government would 
have to employ a number of agents of her beet aad 
most discreet oitisen* to b; located at different 
points, whose enforcement of the law would at beet 
be imperfect, and alteaded with difficulties of no 
ordinary nature for a number of years ; difficulties 
that would likely involve us ia war with some of 
tho tribe* inhabiting that section of oountry which, 
for many other consideration* as well ns those of 
humanity, we should by all justifiable means try 
to avoid. 

Under these circumstances, it has been suggested, 
and President Benson urges that a treaty be made 
with England to aooept tbe privilege of absolute 
unrestricted free trad* with Liberia for ten years, 
for the annual sum of $100,000. 

The equity of securing au income, as well as its 
general advantage to commerce, are stated as roa- 
ns on which to base the proposition. 

The President asserts; that with suoh an income 
secured, the interior explorations, and the instruc- 
tion of the native tribes in the cultivation of cotton, 
coffee, ' etc., etc. by agents of the Liberia Govern* 
ment whioh would follow, would, before the expira- 
tion of the ten years, double the aasount of im- 
ports and exports. It would hasten the forming 
of new settlements to the north-west and south- 
east boundaries of the Republic. U would put an 
end to the murmuring* of a class of coast-wise 
traders, and it would enable the Republic to open 
highways to facilitate trade from the interior. 

The proposition has beeo made to the British 
tvernmeot, and is nndcr consideration. The 
President gives the Legislature a gentle hint con- 
cerning a fault whioh seems common to all legisla- 
tive bodies, by urgiag attention to tho important 
publio business early in the session. A dosen bills 
tailed to receive Executive approval, being pissed 
so late in the session as to prevent exsminstion and 
requisite modificstions. 

A now compilation of their laws had just been 
effected, aad 000 copies bound ns pimphlets pre- 
pared by the government. 

Rome recommendation of legislation on important 
subjects are submitted, as follows :

provide for voluntary colored immigrants from lb<- 
U exited States, as well as such recaptured African* 
as may be brought ia hy American cruisers, not « v 
ceeding a definite number annually. 

T -.annot doubt that a proposition for such an ai - 
rangement would commend itself to the judgmen, 
of the irteiligent and philanthropic of both Govern - 
ments. By this arrangement, ibo Socirty, inde 
pendent of such aid and cooperation a* it would 
likely receive from that government, would te 
able with iu usual annual income to convey four 
times the number of immigrants to' theae chores - 
and Liberia would be prepared to receive them 
that it cau under tbe present system ; for then their 
I here and expanse would cease so soon e« the imnv 
grants and their effect* were landed. It Is a faa 
that cadTkH be successfully eteilro verted, that the 
Amentum Coioaixaticti Society and- their agents in 
Liberia haw, as » general thing, been unremitueg in 
their effort* to comfortably provide in every rest*, i 
for immigrants during the first six months of Uteri 
residence here ; they have acted! nobly ; they h%\ 
dose well, considering the inadequate system -ow- 
ing to an insufficiency of fundi— under which tii«*> 
have hitherto operated. 

But the immigrant* under the proposed arrang. 
ment would-be » every respect better provi d«i 
for, and, consequently, more success would attend 
their passing through the ordeal of acclimating, 
because that most imported part of the enterpria,- 
— which must be contested Is that which is con- 
ducted in Liberia— would be prosecuted under a 
well-digested system, inaugurated by and und<-r - 
the immediate supervision of thi* government. 

Such an arrangement would enable this govern 
ment, looking to th* great extent a* well a* im- 
portance of future immigration, to ordain and es- 
tablish another branch in its executive departmeut, 
the chief of which to be styled “ the Secretory of 
Immigration,” or any other suitable appellation, 
having under him in each county the neceaMry 
number and class of subalterns for tlic effectual 
prosecution of the duties of that important branch 
of tervioe; said Secretory or Chief of Immigration 
to be required to make minute stotislical and othc. 
reports to the Legislature annually, and to task.- 
such further communication as often to-the Kxecu 
live as may be deemed necessary . 

Thus government, having the immediate sup - 1 
vision, oonld promptly correct by dismissal or <»th 
erwise any delinquencies on the part of tho*.- 
charged with duties affecting the interests of imini 
grants, and thus afford a speedy redress for all real 
grievances. 

This government would also be able lo so at 
range by law, as that immigrant* should be- locate d 
conveniently near, and placed in possession of ihi-ir 
lands immediately on theii; arrival— it I wing sur 
veyed in advance of their arrival , and especially 
for their. instruction in the best mode of (arming 
and of proaecuting other industrial pursuits in a 
country whose climate, productions, and custom-, 
would be strange to them. 

By this instruction, and the exercise of a jtidi 
cious aurveiilanece over them, it could bo easily n* 
certained what families qr individual* of the re- 
spective companies should, for reasons beyond theii 
coolrol, be rationed longer than the usual six 
months ; and if able lo do anything, in what way 
they should b* employed daring the time they 
shall continue beneficiaries after tho expiration of 
their first six months. 

I feel c .nfident in the belief, that all who have 
lived a few years io Liberia, and have paid due at 
tentioix to the many evils attendant upon the influx 
of immigrants under the present system, will un- 
hesitatingly agree with me. that it it of primarv 
Importance to the interest of Liberia, to tbe inter 
set of the Society, as well as to the interest of the 
ligrant, that tome plan should be devited as 
i m can be, by which to remedy those evil*, 
and that the proposed arrangement presents a fea- 
sible, if not the only way of at once remedying 
them, at well ar of enlarging the operation* of the 
° Tcietv 

Upder the present system, goveromeot not hav- 
ing the immediate control of immigrant* during 
their first six months' residence in Liberia, too mnny 
are permitted to remade in ike Urtens simply because 
tkey are averse to living As tke country ; they have 
no of support beyond the allowance by the 

Society, and if any of them should have trade*, 
they cannot find regular employment for want of 
mare capitalist* in our towns ; many of these, af- 
ter the expiration of tbeir first six months, are apt 
to become idler* and cuiaanoce in ihe towns nnd 
cities ; for they must live, nod being consumers, 
white liule or nothing i* contributed by them to 
the industrial and prounctive intsreate of the c . . 
try, must produce a blighting effect upon it.o 
oountry’* prosperity in proportion as thuir num- 
bers increase. There are many others who very 
wisely prefer a rural lift, but who ure obliged by 
uirenmetanras to n great extent beyond the control 
of tho Society sad 'their agents— for they

Though it mutt be confessed, and it it very grat- 
ifying to me tn be able to expreaa the weii-knowo 
fact, that there are many to be found among the 
immigrant* from the l rated State* to Liberia, who 
are aa indu*trfou», aa spirited, and aa noble apeci- 
meni of bmlaanity aa the world ever produced, 
notwithstanding they were just out of the moat 
degrading bondage, and these, unleaa when pre- 
vented by affliction, have invariably succeeded well 
in their adopted country ; yet it >• »■ folly well 
known, that there are many other*, and not a small 
number, who are, comparatively speaking, no more 
than children on their arrival, so far aa respects 
their judgment and capacity for devising and man- 
agement. Circumstances under which thev were 
raised in the United Slate* having rendered them 
so; they have no idea of devising and managing 
in any country, but esp-cially in one whose cli- 
mate, production*, and method of cultivation are 
so very dissimilar to anything they had been ac- 
customed to. 

There are many, nay, a majoiity, of the latter 
class, who, though apparently improvident, are 
really industrious, unremitting labor in the United 
States has rendered it quite natural to them ; but 
they have EeeiV equally accustomed to being direct- 
ed in all things by others ; their, physical exertion 
had hitherto been too much like the operations of 
a machine, contrived, set in motion, and directed by 
a mind detached and distinct ; and hence the ne- 
cessity of a system of respectful advisory instruc- 
tion, and of a judicious surveillance to commence 
coeval with their artival in their adopted country; 
and upon their assuming the relations, responaibil 
ities, and duties of free citizens of a free govern- 
ment. 

The arrangement would also assist this govern- 
ment in establishing a system of schools on the 
manual labor system-- which u still the great de- 
sideratum in Liberia— tb train up the influx of the 
rising generation, as they successively arrive; not 
only training tbent intellectually, but in the me- 
chanic arts and the various branches of productive 
industry, without which our citixcns in the futuro 
will almost of necessity l>e divided into two classes ; 
flist, professional men, that is, men of books exclu- 
sively ; secondly, common laborers without trades. 
We may only except what few adult mechanics 
who may be found among the successive comps-' 
nies of immigrants, which will l>e too small a num- 
be; to supply li e home demand for articles of util- 
ity and domestic comfort, and which wtll necessi- 
tate the importation of nearly hII such articles from 
foieign lands ; and thus the country will be kept 
pretty well drained of money. 

There exists no doubt of the fact in my mind, 
gentlemen, that unless some u medial measures are 
adopted in future, by which to counteract in a 
great measure many oiheis, in addition to the evils 
f have already enumerated, the great work of Col- 
ouixalion will of necessity have to proceed very 
tardily for a loiig time to come ; for it will he un- 
safe for the tide of immigration to (low in much 
bister under (he present system ; for as slowly as is 
the influx now, (he more intelligent and provident 
portions of our communities, including many new 
as well na old settlers, feel sensibly the blighting 
influence of t’lose mils,. discouraging many from 
indualiinl pursuits, because they have loo often to 
share involuntarily the pnduct of their labor with 
othets ; thus of tent inn s inducing it great scarcity 
ie our communities, bordering on starvation, and 
»l ich, undtr the proposed nrrnngimeni and sys- 
tem, would la- easily and ccroplilely obviated in 
this fertile, tropical climate, where hardly one half 
the labor ia nect saury that is requirt d in higher lat- 
itudes to secure a competency. 

Tutae well known faclk enubieraled in connec- 
tion, suggest lo tie, that if a becoming, uniform, 
and permanent progress Is to be witnessed in Libe- 
■ ia iu the future, if her prepart dntas to receive in- 
creasingly large rumheri of imurgrants annually ia 
lo keep pace with her age and the expectations 
and wishes of hi r foieign frit mis, the United Slates 
government, or stme other adequate source will 
have to aid pecuniarily so as to assist this govern- 
ment in introducing and effectually carrying out the 
measures aforesaid. 

Hut after ftll I have ventured to suggest and say 
on this subject, the main question involved in it is, 
us to whether the. United States government will 
. favorably entertain such u proposition. Will the

Thus you perceive, that by the aid and co- 
operation of that government, the great Colonisa- 
tion enterprise would be greatly facilitated and en- 
larged in ita operation*, which would, aa the paat 
haa shown, powerfully conduce to rapid emancipa- 
tion, and the voluntary separation of the race*. 

Though I may W mistaken, gentlemen, yet 1 moat 
say that, after viewing the subject in all ita bearings, 
I cannot persuade myself otherwise ihan that, if 


the giuhiect with the argument upon which it is 
susceptible of being based were respectfully end 


iroperly submitted to that government for their 
favorable consideration and action, it would prompt- 
ly receive the same ; (specially if the powerful In- 
flaence of colonisaUonists, as well as that of other 
citixcns of that government — not avowedly coiooi- 
xationisls under the present system, but friends of 
our race — were exerted in favor of the measure. 
An enterprise whore religious and moral hearing ia 
so vet y flattering, which stands paramount to every 
other consideration, can scarcely fail to effectually 
influence so highly a civilised and Christian nation. 

I am aware that that government has not, in iu 
political relation to us, met our wishes, nor thoee of 
millions of her own citisen* ; yet no one can truth- 
fully accuse her of having l>een hitherto an indif- 
ferent spectator of our national progress and wel- 
fare. That government, during several worthy ad- 
ministrations, has shown a kind disposition, eepe 
cially duriog our eolonialcy, lo encourage us on in 
our struggle to plant and manfully It) sustain tke 
standard of liberty, civilisation, and Christianity 
here. Nor will their national pride and magnanim- 
ity allow io become extinct that commendable spirit 
of benevclence and rolieitude for the welfare and

aMIOKATION. 

Since onr last Annual Report, two voyage* of the 
M. 0. Stevens have beeu made, conveying three 
hundred and seventy emigrants to Liberia, liost of 
these were located at Robertaport, Gape Mount, and 
at Carey.burgb, in the interior, and, up to this time, 
there hat not been (soaroely) enclose reported from 
aoclimation at either place.' 

In this continued healthfuineea of the new and 
more elevate^ settlements, the Society may find the 
higheet encouragement. Nothing haa hitherto more 
effectually discouraged from emigration than the 
frequent occurrence of heavy mortality among 
newly arrived tattlers. When by time the question 
of ssfety to new settlers, by simply looating them 
on the hills, is folly established, we may antici- 
pate a rapid increase of emigration. 

The smallness of the number of emigraata 
now going, may be attributed to the effect of ex- 
cited political diaousaions about Slavary, which 
have led to atringent legislation in nearly all the 
slave States dlsoouraging emancipations, and also 
to the discouraging influence of exaggerated ac- 
counts of the distresses of Liberia, which for a time 
weie consequent upon the native wan at Binou and 
Cape Palma*. As the disturbances and scarcity 
of provisions were but temporary, we may anticipate 
an early cessation of this disoouragement. When the 
exciting political questions of our country shall be 
peacefully settled and a calmer state of public mind 
ensue, we may anticipate a reaction, which will 
greatiy enlarge the dispoaition to emanoipation and 
emigration.

Notwithstanding the general calamity in commer- 
cial and pecuniary affairs, the cause of Colonisation 
has not been allowed, in the good providenoe of 
God, to suffer for lack of means to oarry it forward.

Seldom ba* a single year recorded so many deaths 
among Africa's friends as the past. 

In New-York 8*th Grosvernor, E*q., and Wui. 
Mandevill* of this city, and the venerable Archibald 
McIntyre, oi Albany, hart been atrioken from our 
list of members. 

The Amerioan Colonisation Society baa, during 
the year, lost five of it* Vice-President*,- including 
among them the lion. dhas. P. Meroor, than 
whom to no one was the Society more Indebted for 
ito organisation end early eucoeea. Two offlerr* in 
the office of the Society, Mr. Noah Fletcher, Book 
keeper, and Dr. J. W. Lugenbecl, Rec. Sec., were 
on the melanoholy Hat. 

In Africa eight noble-minded missionaries, who 
had for many years, or few, at God had enabled 
them, labored to enlighten her darkness, have died. 
Of thia number, two of them had, for the period of] 
nearly twenty years, passed live* of eminent piety 
aad usefulness in Liberia. These wore Mr*.P*yae, ] 
the wife of Bishop Payne, at Cepe Palma*, and 
Mr*. Ann Wilkin*, so long known as the toaoher of 
the Methodist school at White Plains and Mills 
burgh. The others were Rsv. H. H. Holcom, of the 
Episcopal miuios, Mrs. Payne, of the Methodist 
mission, Mrs. Do Heer, of the Presbyterian mkcafoa 
at Corieoo, and Rev. Mr. Herrick and Dr. Ford, of] 
the Gaboon mission. How loudly does this ncord 
admonish us oftbehw'ty rim*, and that what we 
do must be speedily done. How appropriate, In view 
of the** looses, is the dyitg language of the first 
Methodist missionary in Liberie, “Let a thousand 
die, but do not give up Africa."

The events transpiring in Africa, the West Indies,

—the great extension of commercial enterprise — 
and tie opening up of aoce« to multitudes ia Africa, 
both on the Niger and Zambesi Riven — the use of 
steam vessels to ascend there gnat arteries of com- 
merce — unitedly demand from us corresponding 
increase of efforts to extend and perfect the gre«t|

The Rav. Me. Rambo, an Epiaoopal mission- 
ary from Capa Palmas, Africa, was thin introduced, 
and addressed the meeting/ He proposed the fol- 
lowing resolution : f _ 

Rttobud, That tha influence of colonisation on 
the coast of Guinea haa efficiently aided the pro- 
gress of Christian missions, aad therefore the friends 
of missions should be the friends of ooioaiution. 

Having labored for many year* ns n masionary 
in Africa, and having seen something of Liberia aa 
it is, he thought it would not be uninteresting if 
he were to inatitnto a comparison between th* po- 
sition of the native Africans and the present posi- 
tion of Liberia. When n minister of the Goepel 
entered upon parts of Afrtoa where no man of God 
haa ever been before, he usually found much to 
discourage him , but if he labored with seal and 
prayerful perseveraaoe, he would find good fruits 
flowing In. He then, at length, described the 
moral debasement of the people of Africa to whom 
the Gospel had not yet come. Along th* ooaat of] 
the Gambia were th* moat degraded of the pagan 
nations upon earth. They are ignorant of the 
great God. They have a name for God indeed, 
but they do not worship him. They know nothing 
of his law ; and the law of oooseienee, whioh ia 
either condemning or oommeading them, they are 
as ignorant of. They know nothing of tin, or of I 
tha ainfulaere of aia ; and they are totally unin- 
formed concerning the reality of a future state of 
reward and punishment Concerning the eoming 
of Christ aa a Saviour, and the merits of hia aton- 
ing blood, they are in the moct deplorable igno- 
rance ; and, in faot, they are sunken ia the depths 
of n barbarous superstition. The “ fetish” system 
very geaerally prevails, and the people are literally 
enohained in the fetters whioh are forged by tbalr 
priests, who live by their blind credulity. There 
ia no bodily infirmity that affliots the people but 
these prirela have a remedy for it in th* chape of ] 
gree-gree," or fetish charm, If the land is 
stricken by famine — the resnit of this system— if a 
man suffers sickness or loss, or if any evil is antici- 
pated, the priests are always ready with a specific 
" gree-gree” to meet the case, and thus the whole 
land is flooded with the idols. Human sacrifice* 
are everywhere made, and the praetioe of witoh 
eraft is very general. Muoh trouble was ex- 
perienced by the missionary in ridding the na- 
tives of the belief in witohoraft. * Sometimes a 
husband would neeuse hia wife, or brother, or sia- 
tec of being affected with witchcraft. Tften poison 
was administered to the unfortunate aoetued, nod 
if ite effects were harmless, then the. innocence of | 
the party was established ; if death >nsued, it was 
considered an evideno* of guilt The dlaoiplea of I 
Christ had to oontend with there superstitions, and 
it it wonderful that their effort* have been crowned 
with to muoh success. One-half of Africa wre| 
still pagan, though inroads were yearly being made 
upon its idolatry. The people live almost ia n] 
state of nature, like the beasts that periah. He j 
then reviewed the condition of Liberia. Thia col- 
ony, though far removed free* the degradation of | 
whioh he apoke as characteristic of the pagan no- 
tions, yet had ite dark es writ as ite bright aides. 
It bad proved the burying piaoe of many white] 
men as well as of many negroes. Bnt the oolony 
was nevertheless thriving and improving. In Cap# { 
Palmas alone there were upwards of one thousand 
people, end the houses built on the larger eettie- 
mente were very good indeed. Some of there

There ere seven hundred 
eommunifaate in connection with the Church of Reg- 
land missions, and th* Methodkts have very atari/ 
an equal number. The advancement of the mis- 
sion work, then, is pleasing, and the task which 
America has to perform ia to use her great influence 
to bring all the pagan nations into one fold, under 
one shepherd, end to cans* Ethiopia to stretch 
forth her hands to God in prayer and in prake. 

Th* resolution was briefly seconded by the Ker. 
Dr. Planar, with tome appropriate remarks on 
the vast improvement which had taken place in 
Liberia and other parte of Afrioa since the work of 
colonisation haa been in progress. 

The Rav. Mu. Bususxl, of the Gaboon mkafoo, 
next addressed the meeting. He said that the 
course of hia duties did not bring him into very 
close connections with liberie, and it was several 
yean since he had been in that oolony, so that ite] 
oould not now enter upon any reflections or ae- 
oounte of that piaoe in particular : but he would 
call attention to some fact* concerning the vast 
continent of Africa in general, of which Liberia k 
a bright epot on its Western shore. Whether they 
reflected on the past hktory of Afrioa, as a eoua- 
try where karting flourished in earlier deye, where 
philoeopUen and men of expansive thought were 
to be found, and from whioh many of the primitive 
fathers had come ; or whether they viewed it re the 
downtrodden land of oppnerioa, of barbarism end 
superstition, there wss muoh to elioit the eympathy 
of the Chrktiau world. No ! 
worse or more unjustly than thk 
try. Mohammedan* and Christiana had united in 
a crusade against it, and 
daughters had been made the viotima of oruel op- 
pression, and scattered over th* world, far from 
their own home*. And the only 
be given for thk oppressive treatment, ia tiaare 
past as well aa prerent, waa the uasoHd argument] 
that Afrioa waa a land of torrid sum and buraiag] 
sands, and pestilential swamps; that the peopk 
inhabit the country ware fierce, barbarous, 
and every way inferior to time white brethren ;

Ton new* of the death of our univerully re- 
spected and beloved fellow-ciUien, Anson G. 
Prclv*, which wa« briefly announced under our 
obituary head yesterday morning, was the more 
tfflictidg at it wa* wholly unexpected. Few pro- 
bably were aware that he had beet ill. Hi* health, 
however, had beep precarious for two or three 
years past ; and the last time we met with him, 
which was about a month since, we could not help 
noticing that he appeared more like an invalid than 
we had ever before seen him. 

Mr. Phdpj was President of the New-York 
State Colonisation Society, a member of the Exe- 
cutive Committee of the Southern Aid Society, 
treasurer of the American and Foreign Christian 
Union, a Director of the American Temperance 
Union, and of the American Seamen’s Friend So- 
ciety, a Trustee of the Union Theological Semin- 
ary, a Corporate Member of the Amerioan Board 
of Missions, and an officer or active promoter of al- 
most every other enterprise of Christian benevo- 
lence that can be named. New-York has few sueh 
men to lose— perhaps not one that surpassed him 
ih the universality and magnitude of hia benefac- 
tions and personal efforts in eveiy good word and 
work. He lived not for himself, but for the pub- 
lic, and especially for the Christian public, and for 
the honor of his blaster. As an example to others 
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ury. Two or three years ago he fitted up and fur- 
fished 15 or 20 rooms iu the same Seminary for 
heological students. 

For several yean past, he has given $1000 a 
rear to the American Board of Missions, $500 a 
rear to the Southern Aid Sooiety from iu origin 
in til now, and in a corresponding ratio, doubtless, 
o the other benevolent institutions with whioh he 
vm connected. But his contributions were by no 
neans oonfiaed to theae. 

Mr. Phelpe waa a Director of the Fulton Bank, 
he Seamen's Baring* Bank, and doubtless of other 
Inaaeial institutions. 

As a merchant, Mr. Phelps inherited the extra- 
wdinary executive powers of his lamented father, 
shoes name he bore, though he bad comparatively 
ittle occasion to exert them, as the immense buai- 
mm of his firm (Phelps,' Dodge fc Co,) had been 
horoughly established and systematised under the 
tirection of hia lather and older partners, before 
m became prominently connected with it. If how-

I sent for Mr. 8eyuour a few 
months ago, in order to get this enterprise on foot, 
and he left here for Basra again on the 19th of 
January, and will in a few weeks (two or three) 
leave on a two months’ exploring tour, perhaps five 
or six times the distance any Liberian has ever yet 
attained. I have advised and instructed him to 
attempt to reach no further, this time, than tho 
oapital . of the Mandingo Country, Mooaa doo, 
which means Moses’ town. This u decribcd by 
Mandiogoes who have visited ua, as being a very 
large nnd populous town ; and as its inhabitant*; 
are great itinerants, as well as intelligent, haring a 
literature of their own, I have no doubt but that 
ac: urate information can be obtained there of th* 
country lying beyond, for several hundred miles, 
even to and beyond the great Niger, whioh wonld 
be of muoh servioe to ue in preparing him for the 
‘ ' tonr, to commence earlier in the

will reach at least a branch of the great Niger. 
Mr. S*} mour is the man to do it, if it can be done ; 
for he possess** the necessary intelligence, energy, 
and courage. Though the effort of this dries, is 
only an introduction to the enterprise, yet I will 
communicate to you the' result of his nrat short 
tour so soon a* he return* and reports to me— it be- 
ing a matter io which I know you feel peculiarly 
interested. 

During Mr. Seymour’s visit to this city last month, 
he delivered two very interesting lectures oo his 
observations in the Interior, showing most convinc- 
ingly the great duty of the Chnroh to enter that 
Inviting field for mMonary labor. 

I have no donbt, Mr, that yon and thousands of 
other BMnly-eouled friend# of this Republic, in the 
United States, are oonvinced, at least by this time, 
that whatever other contagion* Liberian* may be 
infected with, we cannot be truthfully charged, as 
yet, with beisg or having been affected or infia- 
aaced by the predictions of a few self-made proph- 
ets, that “ the end of all things is at hand la Ll- 
baria.” I think we have an effectual antidote in 
Liberia to that little-minded malignant eoategion.

Rev. and Dias Bao. : — While approaching Cape 
Coast Castle, some ten days ago, I wrote you has- 
tily, giving the reasons for my present voyage. 
Since that time, we have been passing along a 
deeply interesting part of the African coast, and you 
will bo pleased to receive such information as I am 
able to glean. 

On the first day in the year, in muoh painfulness, 

I went on shore at Cape Coast Castle, and spent the 
day in visiting the fort, town, etc. We were car- 
ried to the shore in large oanoes, made out of the 
trunk of the cotton tree. They were very comfort- 
able. being wide, and provided with a soit of bul- 
wark of plank, in front, to break off the surf, in land 
ing. They were paddled by from ten to fifteen na 
lives, who, from their appearance, were either s/aw* 
or pn rns, these two cissies making up a large por- 
tiou of the population of the (own around Cape 
Coast Castle. 

The jtateni are those who have given their ser- 
vices to parlies, in consideration of thtir having paid 
off some pressing debt and ay they often never re- 
pay, they remain pawns. The imposing appearance 
of the fort and towe, from the tea, suffers from a 
near inspection. The fort, indeed, is a very fine one, 
mounting some hundred guns, and built in a very 
substantial manner. But being stuccoed, the origi- 
nally white walls have become daikened, and spot- 
ted by the influence of tbe climate. In the fort we 
were shown the small room in tbe tbiid story, in 
which the gifted L. E L. (late Mrs. Qeo. McLean), 
spent her last sad night, and the tablet in tbe wall 
to her memory. About sixteen European officers 
and civilians, with a chaplain, Rev. Mr. Harael, 
whose acquaintance wu bad the pleasure of making, 
with one hundred black soldiers, occupy the fort, 
and maintain the British rule. Tbe Governor was 
absent at Akkrak, another British fort, about seventy 
miles to the east, which he prefeis to Cape'Coaat, 
and where he spends m 'it of his time. Around the 
fort is Fanti town, with a population of perhaps 
four thousand. In front, along the sea-shore, and 
scattered through the town, are many houses, built 
with the taste and elegance of European life. These- 
belonged to English merchants, but I wu informed 
that not one of these remains. These house* are 
all temporarily or permanently in tha hands of the 
natives. The common st)le of building ia of mud, 
with thatchrd roofs ; and u the latterlaat a abort 
time, and teemed not to be renewed in teaeon, the 
rains wuh them, and give to the town generally a 
ruinous appearance. The population i* aa hetero- 
geneous as the tow n. Scattered through it are some 
hundreds who have been educated in the fort and 
mission schools. TheM drew in European alyle, 
while the great mass retain the common native cos- 
tume. Nothing strikes one more forcibly than the 
quantity of gold dust still collected here. It is the 
circulating medium, and ia seen in every hourn, in 
the market, in tbe streets ; and though foreigner* 
have been purchasing it for nearly four hundred 
vesra, still 


From "Rev. Mr. West, Superintendent of the Wan- 
lejsn Mission here, we learne<£th*l there are coo 
nected with this misaicn, extending some aix hun- 
dred miles alorg the coast, about two thousand oom- 
m unicants. There is only one other white mis- 
sionary, besides Mr. West, connected with the mis- 
sion ; all other missionaries and assistants are natives 
There are no other missions except the Wesleyan, 
.it Cape Cout, or near it.

urge English stumers, and a man-of-war, whose 
boats boarded uiuwe were coming to anchor. 

Owing to my poor health and the bad landing, 
I did not venture on shore here. But I had the 
pleuure of reoeiviog from Rev. Mr. Gollmer, one 
of the missionaries of the Churoh Missionary So- 
ciety, some intereating faots in connection with this 
region, and the miulonary operations in it. 

Lagos is one of the towns of the onoe powerful, 
but now dismembered kingdom of Bsnia. The 
people of the eountry are Yoptbas, extending from 
the cout to the Niger, a distance of some SOO or 
400 miles. The language is reduoed to writing'; 
and hundreds of the people, cvried ia the vicissi- 
tudes of the slave trade to Sierra Leone, now return, 
and cooperating with the miuionaries, scatter the 
seed* of Christian civilised light, all abroad. 

Lagos, situated three mile* from the mouth of the 
river on its outern -bank, hu a native population 
variously estimated at from 16,000 to 90,000. It 
hat long been one of the strongest holds of the slave- 
trade, and now, though jealously guarded by the 
British oruiaera and the resident Consul, it ia be- 


lieved that Pottugueu merchant* in the plaoe, with 
native parties, still carry it on. The number of Eu- 
ropeans in the place ia about fifty. I can but give 
you an idu of the misiionary woik in this region, 


in an extract from Mr. Gollmer’* letter : " The pres- 
ent condition of the Ohuroh Missionary Society’s 
woik at Logos, and in the interior, I am thankful 
to be able to uy, ia a blessed and promising one," 
the Lord prospers our handiwork, and we are per- 
mitted to add many soul*, to the number of thou 
who shall be saved. 

OVO AND ADBKOKVTA. 

(Oyo Aicgavs, of Bowen of Georgia), aix days 

t ourney from Lagos and three dsy* from Abbtokuta, 
i our northmoat and furthest interior station in the 
country at present, but we contemplate shortly to 
occupy (Obomosho Awbtwmawska, of Bowen), 
which is two days journey beyond Oyo, and only 
one day’s journey from Illorin, the large Yorubi 
Mohammedan city on the high road to the Niger. 
Obomosko ia five day* journey from Rabba/on the 
Niger. Two day* from Abbtokuta, on the road to 
Oyo, gnd only one day’s journey from the latter 
place, we have the station Ijayi ; and one day’s 
journey, in an easterly direction, the station Ibadan , 
estimated aa large as Abbtokuta. Rev. D. Uinderrer, 
with Mrs. H. having recruited their health in Europe, 
arrived a short lime since, and proceeded to Ibadan, 
their stitton ; and the Rev. A. Mann, with hie wife,, 
expected to return by next mail, will resume his la- 
bors at Ijayi. Rev, A. Townsend, whom you may 
know, is my fellow laborer at Abbtokuta, together 
with two native missionaries. Rev. Messrs. King aid 
McCauley. 

ABSXOXt'TA. 

The condition of Abbtokuta, is, I may aay, flour- 
ishing, as regards missionary operations, and espe- 
cially as regards temporal things. Qur four ohurones 
at Abbtokuta are attended by 1000 oonverts, of 
whom 000 are communicants, and 400 candidates for 
baptism ; and I may add, era have about 100 converts 


annually. Our Sunday-schools arc attended by 
nearly all our adult oonverts, sad most of them read 
our Yoruba Sotipturee. All our Mrvioes fito., are 
in the native language. Oar day-Mhools are at- 
tended by only about SOO children, most of the lit- 
tle ones being employed on their extensive and re- 
mote farms. 

Th* Wesleyan chapel at AMrodwta, it also, I am 
told, well attended, but I cannot aay by what nuip 
bars. 

The prosperity of Abbtokuta in a temporal point 
of view, it very considerable. Great aelivity exists 
in every department and piicea of labor and pro- 
duce are enhanced 100 per cent, during the past 
two year*. There it a great abundance of the ne- 
cessaries of life, and muoh ia exported to Lagos, and 
other placet. In a commercial point of view, Abbso- 
kuta is growing in importance, not to much on ac- 
count of iu good palm oil, a* on account of the eu- 
peri or cotton cultivated there, and all about tbe 


gan, native miaeioeary, attends one. We have muoh 
cause, also, to thank God for his mercy vouchsafed 
to this town, considering whatlt wu but a few yean 
ago : a bell. From Rev. 8. Crowlher, who joined 
the pnunt Niger expedition, and who is still with 
them to the interior, we have twice received dis- 
patches, via Abbtokuta ; first, by the bands of Mr. 
May, an offloer of the R. N. employed in the expe- 
dition, who came down, via Illorim and Abbtokuta, 
with dispatcher tor England ; and the other time, 
ooly last week. You mar have heard that the 
u Day Spring” steamer of the Niger expedition, was 
lost on rocks near Jtba, fifteen miles above Babba ; 
the current being too powerful in tbe channel, they 
attempted to pass higher up. The whole party are 
enosmped at Jtba, waiting for another steamer to 
carry on their mission to to* Sultan of Socoioo, etc. 
Mr. Orowlher is actively employed in acquiring lan- 
guages, and preparing elementary booxs, etc., for 
future usefulness.

Rxv. and Desk Brother: — Arrived at this 
plea* cant mission station of the Presbyterian Board, 
yesterday afternoon. I learn that a boat it sent from 
here to meet the Fort steamer at Ftmn ndo Po, next 
week ; I therefore tend the communication which I 
had written. I am thankful lo inform you that my 
health teems somewhat improved, and I would fain 
hope, that bv the time I return home, in about six 
weeks, I shill be sufficiently recruited to remain at 
my poet somewhat longer. Though all medical 
men agree in recommending a speedy removal (for 
a season only, I would hope) from this climate. 
Should it be possible, therefore, I think I ought to 
leave some time thie year.

Thirl Letter Trout Bister Payne. 

Gaboon Kim, Juur; IMS, 1858. 

Rxv. and Dxar Bao. — I wrote to you three 
days ago, from Coriseo Island. Arriving here this 
afternoon, I find a small vessel about to leave to 
meet the steamer at Ftnando Po, and embraoe the 
opportunity to inform you of my safety thus far, 
and I am thankful to add, of the improvement in 
my health. The cough, roreness of my cheat, and 
lota of voice, whioh impelled to. my sudden depar- 
ture from home, have ceased, and my strength is 
gradually returning. For this God be praised. I 
am much interested in the character of the people 
and tbe missions on this part of the ooaal. Iu a 
communication from Ctrtteo, I have an account of 
the state of the missions at Lagos, and the Inter- 
esting regions aronnd. At Coriseo, a beautiful 
island, forty mile* above this plaoe, the Presbyte- 
rian missionaries have made an interesting begin- 
ning. They have on the island three stations, with 
some fifty- five native boarding-scholars, whose neat, 
civilised appearance, contrasted most agree xbly with 
their heathen parents and friends. The mission waa 
commenced in I860, but already hie begun to yield 
a spiritual hat vest. Three have been admitted to 
the Church, and atveral of the girls have lately 
manifested an earnest inteiest in the Gospel. Rev, 
Vlr. Mackey, the oldest missionary on the island, 
recently made a tour one hundred and fifty milea 
interior. He wad accompanied by Rev. Mr. Cle- 
mente. They reached tbe highest point on Sitrra 
isl Crustal range of mountains, whioh they estima- 
ted to be aix thousand feet high. Rev. Mr. Biker, 
Baptist missionary, with whom I met at Lagos, bat 
who has been for fifteen years laboring on the Ca- 
meroon River, iaforsMd me from hi* residents be 
had sometimes Men tnow at tbe top of this range.

Rsv. asp Dsan Brother : — Since leaving Oape 
Palmas, on Christmas dsy, I have had the pleasure 
of tending yon two oommuniestiooa, vis., one from 
Cape Coast Castle, and the other from Corbeo 
Island about 14th ult. 

Having during the following WMk, visited and 
passed Mveral days with the missionaries of the 
American Board in the river Gaboon, you will be 
inters* ted in some acoouat of that region. The 
Gaboon River, entering th* sea from the East 
twenty-two milea north of the Equator, is a noble 
ah eel of water, eight mike wide at its month, and 
has this average width eighty mike interior, to 
which distance it k navigable for very large. irnd ] 
vessels. At one point it apreada out as wide aa 
fifteen milea. To tbe dbtanoe above named, its 
banka are inhabited by four different tribes, in tbe 
order in whioh they are mentioned, namely, 
Mpongvx, Sktkant , Baktlt, Pangut. Of these, 
the first are tbs merchant- traders, and the other* 
•upply chiefly th* material* of trade. The Mpon 
gut are, ia many reapeote, taperior to any nativM 
that I have seen on the coast. Their dram is bet- 
ter, consisting of hat, shirt, small under end larger 
over-cloth; their houses more comfortable, and 
their manners softer and more agreeable Except 
boat building (in whioh they even rival foreigner*), 
and working in theee, and th* boat* of foreign 
traders, they do no work, leaving this to their 
women and abounding slaves. The language of 
the Mponguts is most remarkable, showing their 
utter dissimilarity to tribe* on the grain ooaet : for 
whereas the original words in the language of the 
latter are almost exeluaively of owe or two syllables, 
those of the former are generally of thraa or foar. 
In their proper names, they delight in long sono- 
rous words ; and this peculiarity, with the ooosteat 
recurrence of the broad round of a, gives to the 
language, as spoken, a moet delightful and beautiful 
sound. In thie respect, it k far in advance of uy 
African language that I have heard.

Bet when 1 asked permission to visit this also, the 
bishop said that the Superior was tick And 1 
oould not, here or ekewhere, learn anything of 
their labors or indorse*. 

Aa I passed along the road, I observed, however, 
that their houMs were built ia the cans* style a* 
ihoM.of the establishment whioh I had risked, and, 
in one rad, I could see a room fitted up as a chapel, 
in the same manner a* the choreh to whkh 1 have 
referred. A feeling of aadnam came over me, as 1 
took leave of the kind members of toe F reach 
mission ; for while I could conceive of no source - 
of comfort to themselves in their trying woik, is 
their principles and mode of operation* there ap- 
peared no heslieg, life giving influence for the de- 
graded heathen to whom they had come. With 
tar different emotions did I part with the dear 
brethren and sister* composing the Presbyterian 
mission in th* Gaboon. During the week spent 
with them, I was made to realise that k faith, ia 
sympathy, in object, we were cm, and I could 
commend them and their work to our common 
Lord, with th* sweet naswrano* that he would bless 
and prosper them. W* left the Gaboon ou Wed- 
nesday, 87th ult, end Coriseo Island, where wu 
touched, the following afternoon. We are now 
tailing directly for Caps Palmas, where we hep* 
to imv* in n week or tea days. 

You will be pleased to kern that tbe tea trip, 
with the kind medical attentions of Dr. Ford • of 
the Gaboon Muaiou, have hem greatly beneficial 
to my bealth ; insomuch, that I hope, with Ood'a 
blaming, to be able to continue at my poet aatil 
the beginning of next year. 


American Board wu commenced assonget the 
Mpongtstt. Their station ia at Baraka, fifteen mike 
above the month of the river. They have red seed 
the langnage to writing, and pablnhed a partial 
grammar, dictionary, and some other books ia it. 
Some fifty boarding Mbolata, girk and boys, are in 
the schools at tbe station, sad, perhaps, s third ss 
many day-scholara attend from the surrounding 
villages.

The afternoons of the Sabbath have been devoted 
to Sabbath eehcol instruction, the attendance at 
which has varied from forty to silly. All of the 
boja and girls of the Babbeth school, who are able 
to rand, have committed the Catechism, and one 
Sabbath afternoon of every month ia devoted to 
hearing it recited. All of the children can repeat 
a pari, or tha whole of the Benge Catechism. 

Besides the labors of the Sabbath, Mr. Mackey 
visits tha villages in tha neighborhood of the station 
during tha weak, for tha purpose of conversation 
with individuals on the eubieet of religion. Some 
portion of hie time is also given to attendance on 
the sick, and there is scarcely a day whan he has 
not ru at mute »«(jtoal operations to perform. 
He endeavors to make these servioes subservient to 
the spiritual as well as the bodily oomfort of his 
patients. 

k(r. Delleer devotee his time mainly to preaching, 
and the study of the language. He visits statedly 
the more remote settlements on Coriaeo, and makes 
frequent visiU to the neighboring island of Ilovi for 
the purpose of preaching. 

He it received oordially wherever he goes, the 
people give respectful attention to his message, and 
be indulges the cheerful persuasion, that Qod wilt 
own his labors, and mike abundantly fruitful the 
seed he ia now sowing.

The people arc Tornbas. Lagos is on tha 
eastern aide of the river, three nuke from tha son, 
and haa fifteen thousand people— ooms any thirty 
thousand.

Rev. Mr. Ool laser, Episcopal Missionary from Eng- 
land, represents the missionary work even there at 
prospering ; as also at Oyo, and other interior cities.

Cowar proceeded to give the audieuoe a 
sketch of bl* visit to Liberia The Republic, he 
said, lay between 7° 84' and 4® 24' North Letl- 
tnde, 12° 57' and 7* 40' West Longitude. It 
was 400 miles long by the navigation line on the 
Allantio coast, and averaged 45 mile* in breadth. 
Within this boundary it was generally estimated 
there were 120,000 native*. The natives lived on 
tracts of land near, and further off, aa the eitua- 
Uon of the tribes were from the settlements of the 
Liberian*. „ 

. The Republic of Liberia either owned the ami, 
or bad deed* for it. to hold the political oontrol of 
the soil and ite inhabitants. Liberia wss divided 
into four counties, and had twenty-six settlements 
in these counties. These settlements, with the ex- 
ception of threi minor ones, he described as to 
their location, their soil, their different products, 
their state* of society and heallhfulness. Their 
houses were built of stone or brick, framed timber, 
or of logs or poles, and of bamboo, covered with 
thatch, prepared and nold by the native* for the 
roof and tide* of euoh frames. The ooet of the 
buildings varied from $45 to $12,000. 

In his statement in regard to the heakhfulneat, 
he gave the mediosl opinion of the phytioian* in 
Liberia in regard to the Afrioan fever, whieh all 
emigrants had to experience.

Tub Committee of the South Caroline Legislature 
have submiUedAhslr report upon that portion of the 
Governor’* Message which relates to Slavery, ia 
which they strongly urge the policy of reopening 
the African slave-trade. -The resolution, adopted 
ia support of their views are : 

1. That tba chief aad almoat entire productive 
industry of the elaraholding State* »* agriculture ; 
to the successful prosecution of which the labor of 
negro slaves is indispensably necessary. 

2. That there i» a groat and growing deficiency 
of agricultural labor in the said States, which lb# 

-natural increase of the tiara population is inadequate 
‘to supply. 

3. That the effect of prohibiting the importation 
of slaves from abroad is to limit the expansion* of 
the productive industry of the said State*, aad of 
the population which that industry sustains, to tbs 
ratio of the natural iuoreaae of the slave population. 

4 . Thnt the importation of slaves from abroad 

would accelerate tbe development of the agricul- 
tural resources of the slaveholdiog Staten and 
promote their progress ia wealth, population and 
general improvement, and that such importation 
carried on under proper regulations, would not be 
mcomistent with the principles of justice and hu- 
manity. ^ 

5. That the effect of an entire suppression of tbe 
African slave-trade, would be to confine the negroes 
to their own country, and preclude them from such 
mean, of relief from the pressure of a redundant 
population, aa might be offorded by emigration in the 

'fy form in which its benefit* can be extended to 
in.ur. 

The concluding resolution argues that " the Act 
of Congress declaring the African slave-trade to 
be piracy, if it, be understood as affirming that.it it 
piracy in the ns^re of things and in tbe tense of the 
Constitution, affirms what is untrue ; and inaamuob 
as it purport* and intends to convert into piracy 
what i« not so in the aiture of thing* and in the 
aenae of the C onstilutioB, the said Act is uncon- 
•titutitutional, null aad void.

She arrived 
under the name of “Lucia.”' She was captured on 
the 4 ih inst, about five degrees off the coast (so 
that the was well off,) after a hard chase of ten or 
twelve hours, and waa only taken by the fear, and 
consequent refusal of the crew to work her, after 
having been fired on some seven or eight limes. 
She had one or two passengers (from captured 
vessel*), and a crew all told of fouitien persons, of 
mixe ! natioualitier, but* no American among them. 

When seized, she showed no fl»g, had no papers, 
acknowledged no captain, aod of course her cargo 
declared itself and her own condemnation. One 
of tbe passengers (supposed to be the captain of the 
slaver Bremao, captured previously) died on board 
of tbe steamer, where alio the rest of the crew now 
are. She had been out several days when captured 
sod had lost by death a great many ; and the poor 
fellows continued dying by the doz n daily, even 
after arrival here — twelve dying on the day of ar- 
rival and out of about 000 only something over 400 
have outlived the miseries and suffering of the 
‘ uuddle massage” of only 14 davs. After they 
had been landed, several died ere they could reach 
their quarters, and daily new made graves are 
opened. I visited tbe vessel in a few hours after 
her arrival to give you tbia sketch of a scene, we 
fain hid hoped, belonged to days gone by, but 
which was before my eyet io all its horror. 

I found a small schooner whose deck and hold 
swarmed with tbe poor creatures as thick as they 
could sit, moat of them young meu— very many 
(toys, and about eighty girls and young women.

A good share 
of his time ia given to Sabbath school instruction, • 
and to attendance upon prayer-meetings, held by j 
young men who hnTe received a good deal of re- . 
ligiouv instruction at the mission in past rear*. He j 
makes the following encouraging remarks in rela- 
tion to one of these meetings : 

".Two evenings n week, 1 attend the young men's 
prayer-meeting, where we usually hare from ten 
-- to sixteen together , and I regard it quite a privi- 
1 lege to be with them, Frequently 1 have special 
conversation with these boys, at the way- ride, in 
the house, and sometimes late at night. At present, 
some appear to be quite serious, and two seem to 
be under conviction for »in. They came to me 
lately, and with a flood of tear* acknowledged 
their sinfulness, and expressed an earnest desire to 
bcdbme Christians. They asked me to pray for j 
them, and promised to pray for themselves con- 
stantly." V, | 

Mr. DeHetr makes the following statements as I 
. to the results of his visits to the tribe on the main ' 
land 

" Besides preaching at jjobi, I have been enabled, 
during the dry season, to go on preaching tours to 
the mainland. The people received me everywhere, 
with great kindness. As soon as 1 made known to 
them that 1 came for no other purpose but to 
speak to them about the good Word of God, they 
went to the people of the neighboring towns to 
come and hear. Some came even from the other 
side of the river in their canoes, as soon as they 
heard that a missionary had come. Sometimes the 
house was crowded, and a few have had to stand 
outside. They listened attentively, and as soon aa 
opportunity waa given, they began to ask why 
they could not have a missionary to live among 
them, as well aa the people at Coriaeo. From these 
simple facta it may readily be inferred that the 
Lord ia opening a wide door here for the aprecd of 
the Gospel. Truly, the harvest is plenteous, but 
the laborers aie few. Soon there will only be four 
of u», including two females, betides three native 
helpers. Who will oome up to the help of the 
Lord ? We have no cause for discouragement 
The seed sown by feeble hand*, and mingled with 
many tears, is not, I trust, lost. Already it has 
borne some fruit ; and along the stream of futura 
years it may bear much more fruit to the glory of 
God." 

Rev. Messrs. Mackey and Clemens, daring the 
dry season, made a tour of great intereet, across 
the Sierra del Crystal Mountains, extending their 
journey to the distance of one hundred and fifty 
miles interiorwsrd from Corisco. The results of 
this tour have been published in a late number of 
the Home and 'Fcmg* Rtcord, and will be read 
with great interest, not only on account of their 
beating upon the missionary work, but equally for 
the geographical information they furniah about 
that paitof the African continent. There searches 
and observations of theae brethren make it evident

region of country can be reached and effectuallv 
influenced only by n Christian native agency. And 
this give* greet importance to the educational 
operations prosecuted with so much vigor on the 
■land of Corisco at the present time. The general 
results of the mission may not be so immediate 
and obvioue as might be realised on a different 
plan ; but, ultimately, it will be seen that the course 
of our missionaries is altogether the wisest and 
most comprehensive. 

general remarks. 

i'rom the foregoing statements in relation to the 
missionary work in Africa, it will be seen that re- 
sults of decidedly encouraging nature have been 
realixed. God haa in various ways aet the seal of 
of his approbation to it ; and there is no alternative 
left the Church, if she would be true to herself 
and to her great Head, than to go forward in its 
vigorous prosecution. Some of the obstacles which 
formerly ex sled to the prosecution of the enterprise 
have been removed, and othere have been greatly 
modified. At' the same time, tho proofs of God s 
approbation havs been so greatly multiplied, that 
no Church or Missionary Association can now turn 
aside from the work without justly incurring the 
charge of want of fidelity to the grent Head of the 
Church. 

The climate of Liberia ia more trying to the 
European constitution, perhaps, than almost any 
other portion of the country ; and on this account 
comparatively few white men can be employed in 
thia mission. The woik here must be canted on 
mainly through the agency of colored men. Some 
of this class is now tffiienlly employed in the 
work, and others will soon come forth from the 
Alexander High School who will be still more 
efficient. 

The mission at Corisco ought to be enlarged, 
and until this is done, the plan proposed by the 
Board and the missionary brethren on the ground 
cannot bo fully realiicd. The brethren ask earnestly 
for additional laborers, and the Executive Com- 
mittee reiterate their call with equal cameitaea*. 
At the same time.it is well known that explorations 
of great importance have been bade within a few 
wetki put into various portions of tho African 
continent, of w,hich very little heretofore has been 
known. Dr. Livingstone's researches have shed 
much light upon the geography a ail population of 
the southern portion of the grtot peninsula. Dr. 
Barth, penetrating tho northern borders of the 
country, and crossing over ihe great desert, his ex- 
tended hie exploration* In every direction over 
Central Northern Africa.

Il ie a uere negation. Thia mighty work, embra- 
eing a sou tia mt and fifty times aa large a popula- 
tion a* the entire colored race of America, bond 
and free, demands active efforts ia their behalf. 
To propose and execute something for them is de- 
manded by their misery aad by thsir affinities. 
Here, indeed, ie the very point whore the free puo- 
ple of color have been pro eminently aatrue to them- 
selves. They ought to cultivate the world-pide 
philanthropy which shall make them feel the woes 
of a slave ia Afrioa aa much aa they do of one ia 
the same state in Amerioa. But wbxt ia the fact ? 
Where is the evidence of such a sympathy * Whoa 
has Mr. Douglass exhorted his brethren to exert 
an influence to check the slave-trade, or plant the 
civilisation, arts, and free institutions of his adopted 
Slate in Africa ? It will not aafloe to abuse the 
Colonization Society when this subject of the claims 
of Africa ia introduced. Acquainted as we are 
with the present opportunities for a noble effort, it 
is a matter of deep regret that the question cannot 
be canvassed without reference to old prejudices, 
the faults of colonizitiooists do not justify tbe 
apathy of others. 

Yoruba, long torn by intestine and foreign wars, 
ia now at peace. Her territory is upland sod hilly, 
abounding in streams of pure water, to a great ex- 
tent depopulated and open for aettiement, and by 
'position destined to control the future commerce of 
Central Africa. Yoruba presents a point where 
fifty tkoutand free colored men of America could 
exert a powerful influence over fifty millions »• 
Bosnou, Waday, Hants, Timbuctoo, said neigbor- 
iog nations. The question whether motives uf hu- 
manity, Christian zeal, or personal advantage, or 
pride of race shall induce a spontaneous emigration 
of our thoughtful colored men ie wide ''apart from 
any discussion of the motives and prinsiplea of 
ooloniiationiata, paat or present. We jet ftlbvc 
that the Indifference aad neglect, if we may r** 
aay “ oppotition," of many free people of color to this 
great question ia pasting away, and rejoice ai thair 
improved education and character aa affordiag 
ground to hope for larger tiewt of their relations 
and duties than have yet prevailed. 
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LIBERIAN LAWS AGAINST THE SLAVE- 
TRADE. 

In another column wo have copied these laws, 
not only to show their character, but to ih<^r what 
penalties were hanging over Captain Simon and hit 
vesael, had he dared to remain and proceed with 
the examination. 

Without a doubt, the Regina might have been 
confiscated. The proof waa overwhelming that al- 
most every section of the law had been violated. 
Wi|l the Emperor of France justify these agents aad 
officers, and, in disregard of his own treaties, com- 
pel Liberia to allow the trade in slaves ? We wait 
future developments with some misgiviugi.

BPONTANEOLB EDIGDATION. 

In a former number, we ventured, in view of the 
immenee interests of the African race, to be affect- 
ed by the possescion of Yoruba— the key to all 
Soudan and the oommerce of iu teeming million* 
—to suggest thut prejudice against effort* to re- 
deem Africa was rapidly subsiding amoog thought- 
ful oolored men, and to suggest that wiaoly-dirootod 
efforts to elevate their moral, intellectual, and so- 
cial condition would hasten so auspicious a change. 

In reply to theabove, Mr. Douglass, in his paper 
of June 26th and July 2d, considers us as " labor- 
ing under a grots misapprehension by supposing 
that thay have ever been prejndiced against efforts 
to redeem Afrioa ‘ wnly directed;’” and then 
proceeds to state their ground of opposition to Af- 
*u*». •oi.«i*»tionl»u, ana piacee mis in toe defool 
of good motive in those who formed the Society. 

We do not admit for a moment that Mr. Dong- 
lam presents a correct view of the motivec and feel- 
ings of the founders of colonisation. We do not 
doubt that they deeply felt the evils of the alave 
system, and earnestly dmired, by some wiae and 
acceptable measure, to hasten the time of its entire 
and peaceful extinction ; but our present purpose 
is not to disonaa any question about the Amerioan 
Colonization Soeiety. We are persuaded that Mr. 
Douglass well knows that Africa has olaims en- 
tirely independent of Coloniiatioo, and that the In- 
terest* of the colored race in our own land might 
be promoted by the better opportunities in other 
lands. Throwing the existeuoe of the American 
Colonization Society aside, we affirm that to redeem 
Africa b a mighty work, worthy of the serious 
consideration of tho free people of color. Mr. 
Douglass, after sufficiently exhibiting hb anti Col- 
onization vbws, concludes with a reference to our 
idea, aa follow* 

In reaped to the " spontaneous organization of 
free colored men to found a Christian State in Yo- 
ruba," alluded to by the Journal, we ought, per- 
haps, to aay that we have no objection to aay man, 
or body of men, white or black, consulting thehr 
own withes aa to the propriety or emigrating, upon 
their own responsibility, to Yoruba, or elsewhere. 
W* aay, let the oolored man who bellavea in the 
oft-repeated dogma of Colonization, that we “ can 
never be anything in thb country,” and who ie dis- 
posed to do nothing but murmur and despair, 
"organize’’ himself, and go to Yoruba. Wo have 
often declared. In the oofumns of our humble jour- 
nal, and elsewhere, that we are not opposed to col- 
ored men seeking other theatre* for the develop- 
ment of thtir faculties ; bat wo are not very san- 
guine at to any very l*np body of free colored 
men emigratirg from the United States to " erect 
(as the Tribun* haa U) a separate nationality ia 
Afrioa.” We want no separate nationality. We 
are a put of the Amerioan nationality. We believe 
there is something more for aa la the future than 
whips and ehelns, bloodhounds aad Dred Boon 
decisions. The American people will yet be glad 
to know aa aa eqaal oilmens of tbe Confederacy. 
Perhaps tha scale may turn. Wt may be m In 
tbe future, and Oey may be iewn. Stronger thing* 
than thb have happened In tbe world's history.

THB BRGINA CCL1. 

Tux Regina Cctli, commanded by Captain 
Simon, made an attempt to obtain voloaftry emi- 
grants for the colonies of France from Liberia, bat 
autumn and during the winter. Oe her first ar- 
rival the commander was made acquainted with 
the laws of Liberia agaiaat the slave- trade, aad on 
the subject of passports, and President Benson J 
issued a proclamation sotting forth these regale- 1 
tions, that ao one might be ignorant of them. 

By treaties with France, the Republic of Liberia 
obligated itself to grant a license for the coast 
trade to any Freoch vessel, upon application at a 
port of entry aod prepayment of daties. 

Captain Simon paid hb duties and received hb 
license, and promised moat solemnly to observe 
and obey the Liberian laws oonoerniog the slave- 
trade and passenger*. That our readers may see 
the eharacter of those law*, we here inaert them 
suriCLi n.

1 ue physician of the vessel, Dr. des Bruiais, 
took refuge at the maat-head, and by his' pistols

This mutiny occurred April Oft. On the lath 
of April, Captain Croft, of the Ethiope, of the West 
African Steam Company, arrived! at Monrovia, and 
was .ailed upon by Mr. Neuenheim, tbe acting 
consul of both Eoglai.d and France, to go and 
recapture tbe Regina. Ex President Roberts was 
requested to accompany Captain Croft, and did sc. 
They found the Regina, at 0 A. M. of the 15th 
April, near the Galinaa River, on the extreme 
norther, coast of Liberia, and were welcomed by 
the poor Africans. Says one : “ L\s we neared we 
saw her decks crowded with people, who, at soon 
its they taw the British flag, hung out a white 
shirt ; and the Ethiope coming within hailing - 
dUtacco, they made all possibie demonstrations, 
by dapping their hands and crossing their arms, 
thus expressing their joy at seeing a British ship, 
and their readiness to give themselves up. Mr. 
Koberts'Went on board, and when the blacks beard 
they were to be taken to Monrovia, they danced 
and shouted with delight. Mr. Robert*, having 
heard the accounts of these people, expressed hi* 
opinion that all the so-called emigrants were merely 
slaves, and had been regularly bought, shipped, 
and manacled just in the regular way, as piActised 
on the ceast for many a year. 

• The account the negroes gave -of themselves 
leaves, indted, no doubt ot^ie fact. The irons 
with which they had been manacled were oh "board, 
and many of them retained the mark* on their 
wrists and ankles. - They were about two hundred 
and seventy. in all, but one hundred had left before 
the L'.hiope fell in with the ship. One of the men 
said that the greater part had been brought down 
from the interior, and bought by ihe Frenchm.n in 
the usual way. Others had gone on board at la- 
borer-. he himself among the nutubrr, aod had 
been suddenly seized, put in irons, and stowed 
away in the hold.” 

Captain Santa came off to the Ethiope, and 
tried to male terms about the salvage of his vessel ; 
but too many important interests were involved to 
give her up. Were these mutineers to be pun- 
ished ? Had they committed a crime ? Or were 
they illegally held in durance, in violation of the 
Uwj of Liberia, aud the ixptess stipulations made 
by 'hi* captain before leaving Monrovi 1 1 Oa arriv- 
irg at Monrovia, the Regina was placed in charge 
of the marshal, and soon ufierward, uu English ani 
a Fiench man of-w r steam cruiser came into the 
harbor and ioLrp , , J < u the question of salvage. 
It was- finally agrovd that the question should he 
dec. ied by the Court of Admiralty. While this 
was in pr •<.*», the emigrants l.tudrd. and Captain 
Simon’ refused to pay salvage at all; and on the 
8tb or* May the French man-of-war s earner, the 
Renandio, interposed and took the Ragina Cali by 
force from the Liberian odium, and carried her 
•way Toe process, however, continued before the 
Libetan Courts, and salvage war awarded to the 
Ithicpe. Tho Liberian Government protested 
agaiut the conduct of both Captain Simon and 
Admal Dun din, and we wait to see what France 
will ty.

j Has Liberia sanctioned the slave-trade ? lias 
President Benson connived et it, even by indirec- 
tion ? Are the emigrants that we send, at so mnoh 
expense, to become free cilisens of Liberia, in- 
veigled nyey*, to French Guiana or to Cubs? 
These questions are pressed upon the Amerioan 
people, and I regret to see that, to some extent, on 
very imperfect dels, the charges implied by them 
are assumed to be true. 

But who are the parties, and wlyrt »re the facte? 
A French vessel, the Regina Cali, is found st sea, 
by an English steamer, in possession pt about two 
hundred natives, who had murdered eleven of the 
crew. Ex-President Roberts, who had gone up the 
coast toward Gallinas in the English steamer, to re- 
take the French vessel, was welcomed by these poor 
natives as a deliverer. Ue found them on board 
nnder suoh circumstances as convinced him that 
they had nearly or quite all been put ou board by 
force, and many kept in manacle*, and therefore in 
open defiance of the laws of the Republic. The 
Frenoh captain came off in his boat, and demanded 
his veasel ; but, as important legal questions were 
involved, the was taken to Monrovia, aod placed 
under the authorities of the port. The English 
vessel used in taviag the Regina Coal! demanded 
salvage, which at fi^t was refused by the French 
owner, C "plain Simon ; but it was eventually 
agreed to submit the question of salvage to the 
Liberian Court of Admiralty. 

Meantime, as by the Liberian laws no man cad 
be held as a slaw, these poor natives landed. At 
this the French oaptaio, and the commandant on 
that station of the French man of- war, seized the 
vessel, 'contrary to and in contempt of the laws and 
s tvereigniy of Liberia, and by force took her away. 

Thu Court of Admiralty nevertheless heard the 
testimony, and awarded salvage to the captain, and 
gave him a certified copy of their decree. On the 
trial of this oivil suit, it was proved that the native 
Africans had all been taken on board contrary to 
ffielawt of Liberia, so that had the vessel remained, 
rebe might have been libeled and sold for violating 
the laws against [he slavo-trsde. 

The parties are, then, a French captain and his 
physician, who have violated the laws of Liberia, 
aqd fioslly,. with the assistance of a national ves- 
sel, stolen away, in defiance of its authority, their 
ahip, and, to shield themselves, have made repre- 
sentations involving the good name, the-honor, and 
Ihe future prosperity of n small community, whose 
officers and whose Government have previously 
sustained the highest reputation for fidelity.

a steamboat, designed for the navigation of the 
North river, whieh appeared to insure the compara- 
tive safety of tha passengers in ease of an explosion.

With great difficulty, and not 
n little danger, having reached Oiaelnnsti, the re- 
turn trip vii deemed inadvisable, the boat wu laid 
up, 'and the plan abandoned. The eabin boat wu 
soon after sold for a small fraction of its original 
cost, to be used m a transportation flst-bost ia bring- 
ing produce to the Cincinnati market. The engine 
waa sent to New-Orleana, during a stage of high 
water, in charge of an incompetent pilot, who lost 
the channel and rsn the boat aground in the wood*, 
full half a mile from the river, where it remained to 
moulder nnd rot, shall we uy, n monument of the 
folly of the build ir? say rather, a monument of his 
disinterested benevolence, which, when some great 
end was to be achieved for the benefit of his fellow- 
men, wu blind to self-interest and nil things else, 
mvs the ons great object to be attained. That he 
was no vissiooary speculator in ordinary matters of ! 
busineu, his ample fortune, accumulated by his 
business talents, rullv attests. In his later yean, 
fortune seemed to favor hi* every pecuniary en- 
deavor. Projects that had been abandooed by 
other* at hopeless, were adopted by him and prose- 
cuted to a tuoceuful issue. 

But it is not our purpose to dwell at leogth on i 
his character as a business man, that it not our pro- 
vince nor the point of highest interest to us ; we 
would oalr allude to it incidentally, to illustrate his 
higher and holier characteristics at a Christian phil- 
anthropist, who regarded every man as a brother, 
whose rights were to be respected, nnd whoee hap- 

• »s to be promoted by every meant in his 

power. Whatever of exoelleaee wu hit u an up- 
right and enterprising man of basinees, or an ex- 
— Wy member of oommuaity, we williagly se- 
cure to him j bat, viewed from our oentre of obser- 
vation, hit character u a philanthropist and a bro- 
ther man Car outweighs them all Mty not, indeed, 
hie peculiar worth in every relation of life be trqly 
claimed as the legitimate effect of bis profound re 
cognition of the iom of human brotherhood ?

mbsiouer Roberts, in transporting the troops, bag- 
H.-e, and munitions of war to Monrovia. 

The business of the ship having been completed, 
i. only remained to finish ballasting with sand, no 
freight being offered, and leave for home. Our visit 
having thus far been one of labor and anxiety, ro- 
ved occasionally by the hospitality of old friends, 
w> determined on devoting one day to pleasure, 
guing " up the river,” as they say, to Monrovia; and 
i . is a phrase not without meaning and importance, 
i r un up the river they get their daily bread or veg- 
etables, which often supply the place of bread — up- 
t\t nvtr live the sturdy farmers and plantera of 
Messurado county — up-tkt rivtr lie the country * tali 
cl many of the Monrovia merchants and leadiug 
men — in fact, up-tht rirtr is felt to be the home of 
the Liberians, their, little inland kingdom, to which 
they expect to retire' when all the world shall again 
go a slave -hunting. So up theriver we must go. 
i ‘ne of our friends kindly tendered- us the use 
ot his light sis, oared gig, and favored us with the 
company of 'himself aud Lis interesting lady. To 
insure a safe return ere nightfall, an early start was 
necessary ; therefore we put off for the shore by suu- 
t so, found our friends at the water side awaiting 
u*. and were soon headed up the Stockton Creek. 
Everything promised a most charming time of it, 
and we will anticipate the conclusion, by saying, 
that we have seldom experienced a more delightful 
day. The party was just large enough, four in num- 
ber, to sit comfOilably in the well-cushioned stem- 
sheets of our beautiful shallop ; a uice canvas awn- 
ing screened us from the rays of the sun, and the 
swiftness at which we were impelled through the 
water by six athletic Ktoomen gave us the advan- 
tage ol a perpetual breeze as we sped through the 
'Tortuous Stockton. Here, again, the recollections 
of former times came over us, when we daily paased 
through this bedy of mangrove on our way to Cald- 
well to vidi the receptacles of newly-arrived emi 
grants. But we recognizy no point or land-marks*' 
of old , scarcely did we know New-Georgia landing. 
All is one dreary sameness, after leaving Metsurado 
and sight of. the harbor. There ^ no change in the 
scene except what is caused by the time of Ude. At 
low water, you see the roots, orlnore properly, the 
less of the mangrove trees, tripod-like, but innumer- 
able, supporting their twisted and irregular trunk*. 
Underneath are channels of water ana black mud, 
on which are plenty of .nipea and other varietiea of 
water fowl, looking up an honest livelihood among 
the smell deer which always abound in such loonll- 
tie i, and you not unfrequeotly see the beautiful 
ins, and other 


S ld-streaked iguana, and other amaller species of 
> liaard tribe, crawling around among the man- 
grove roots; occasionally, too, an alligator lice 
stretched on the mud embankment, dosing away the 
time, or watching for hit dinner. At high water 
all is covered up ; the roots and lower limn of the 
mangrove trees are submerged in the water, and one 
seem* to be gliding through a Hosting leafy forest 
oo sign of animation, except the water fowl, scream 
mg through the creek, looking in vain for food, and 
occasionally a monkey swinging on the mangrove 
limbs, now fearless of alligatots and other foee. All 
is bush and water. A passage through the Stock- 
t :n to the St. l’aui'. is at all times, and in nil Ma- 
sons, one of the most monotonous and disagreeable 
unde rtakin g .imaginable, neither conducive to bless 
B.’r, c*5TTTfert, or health. *Tis n dead pull of eve or 
six rnilee through malaria tba*. can almost be Jilt, 
or too certainly felt afterwards We, however, 
noticed one very great difference between a passage 
cow and twenty-five years since.. Then, it was not 
■ only dreary ar.d monotonous, but lonely, seldom 
meeting or passing any human being on the way, 
unless a provision or lumber boat of the agency, 
going to or returning from Caldwell. Now, the 
rryck wm alive with boats and canoes, many of the 
latter loaded with vegetables for the Monrovia mar- 
ket. Boats, canoes, antf people, a curious and 
mixed up lot they were. We mot two or three 
pretty good boats, pulled by Kroomen with oars, 


one the doctor’s, the other beleagwg to farmers and 
traders on the St. Pattis ; but the majority wiere 
canoes of all varieties, from the light coveted Kroo 
canoe, tc the heavy, burthensome dug out of the 
colonists, some by natives, and some not manned at 
all, but wotnantd. In more than ooe instance we 
saw colonist women paddling the canoe, and the 
men sitting idle ; w Lelher husband, father, or passes 
ger, we could not say. But even here, in thin, hum- 
ble and unfetninine occupation, the passion for finery 
and dress is by no means extinct ; jaunty bonnets, 
pink and yellow ribbons, and light muslin dreeees 
woie uot uncommon, the latter, however, well tueked 
up arouud the waist, clear of the water, while using 
the paddle. We recollect witnessing the debarks 
lion of itp-tke rirtr people at Mourovia on parade 
day, before going to Cape Palmas ; soldiers, with 
their wives, daughters, and possibly sweethearts 
The men had lilUe to do, save banl up the canoe, 
dry their feel, and pul on shoea,acd stockings. N ol 
so the females ; it took them no little time to get in 
fix to go up town. We noticed a number go be- 
hind one or the warehouses and carefully arrange 
their dresses, add V cape or collar from a box, adjust 
ribbons and bonnet*, holding in one hand a little 
sixpenny German looking-glass, and then walk off 
with an air of gentility and pride nut without grace. 
It spoke well for the tidiness and good character 
of tnis most humble part of the population of Li- 
* ria. 

But to return to our voyage up the river. We 
said we recognised no old land-mark on our way up 
the btockton, but we did expect lo find our old 
boat-lauding at Caldwell, the junction of the Creek 
with the St. Paul ; but not a vestige of it was to be 
ubl even of the old Government House or any 
of the old Receptacles; — all gone — the landihg over- 
grown with thick, heavy grass, and the houses, 
probably, tesolvtd into their origiual elements. 
Africa is no place for monuments. The tooth of | 
Time is said to destroy all wotks of man, but soft- 
ened by the heat and moisture of Africa, old Time 
might easily woik great changes were his tooth ex- 
tracted ; birth and death, decay *n<| reproduction, 
so Junatantly and rapidly succeed each other. Glad 
were we to emerge from the btockton and enter 
upon the beautiful, broad St. Paul's ; 'twas like 
leaving a cellar for open day, so different was the 
scene before us. Truly, the St. Paul's is a noble 
river, and were it not for the obstructions at Mills- 
burp, would ere this have thousands of Americo- 
Afncans lining its borders,- far interior to our pres- 
ent settlements. The banks on the south-east side, 
at Caldwell, and for aome distance up, nre rather 
low, but yet are lined with cottages, mostly old set- 
tlers ; for it was settled for some miles or two up in 
our early Liberian life. On the opposite shore, the 
bank rises more abruptly — it ranges from ten to 
twenty, thirty, and even fifty feet high, in some places. 
On this side, uo attempt had been made at settle- 
ment when we left Monrovia, in 1833. 

From all that has been said of St. Paul’k, in our Col- 
onisation prints, letters from colonists, by those whom 
we have seen there located, and the constant reference 
to up-the-river in Monrovia, we had been led to ex- 
pect great changes and improvement ; but, in this case, 
we are gratified to say, our expectations fell far short 
of reality. We cannot say that tho indications of 
prosperous wealth arc greater, or exceed our antici- 
pations ; but the evidences of comfort and good 
living do. We think wu have never seen a place 
more charming, or whero we would sooner choose to 
live and die, than on the bank* of the St. Paul's. 
There is very little to be said about it, or rather, we 
are unable to convey by words an adequate idea of 
iu charm and beauty. One must be acquainted 
with tropical scenery to form any just estimate. The 

h river is from half to three fourth* of a mile broad ; 
he current f/ee but not rapid, gliding down with a 
.mootb, unruffled surface, stronger Tn the centre, 
eddying under the slight ourvea and projecturea of 
the shore, although the course from Millsburg to 
its mouth is very direct ; the water turbid, espeoully 
in the rainy season. As we left Caldwell we began 
to pass the fhrms of emigranU on the opposite 
shore ; in fact both aides were lined with farms and 

S rdent, alternating with occasional reaohes of wood, 
>m Caldwell to Millsburg. Having no time to 
spare, we landed but twioe on our way up ; and 
therefore cannot desoribe the different towns, or even 
name them. All appeared to be one continuous 
settlement, and required no naming for our enjoy- 
ment or satisfaction. The farm* were generally 
oultivatnd, even to the water’s edge, or top of the 
bank — grass, or garden and field vegetable*, alter- 
nauly. The plaintafaa and banannas fanned n con- 

rr sp 

the rirtr, others, and generally the larger ones, some 
distance removed, with a lawn in front. Materials 
used, brick and wood ; wo do not reoolleot a atone 
bnilding. Sons of the brick houses were quits 
Urge, square buildings, and must have becaexpea 
tire. Mostly likely, all that the individual possets 
ed, or could get credit for, was put into the house 
—this is the weak tide of the Liberians. But, paid 
for or not, owned or not by the oeoupants, we have 
never seen in any tropical country so nuny good 
and comfortable dwellings in the same distance, oi 
more indications of comfort and a full supply of the 
necessaries of life. 

. When approaching what is, or was, oalled College 
Hill, we landed and walked over it, and cannot im- 
agine a spot more suitable for the proposed college, 
r rom this, we passed on to what « termed Clay- 
Athland, where we made a flying visit to mauy of 
the emigrants who went out in our ship— poor peo- 
ple ! they were then undergoing their first stuck of 
fever— heavy toll to pav far entering their f*ther : 
land. We alto jumped oo shore at the former 
home of our old friend Zion Harris, (he Nimrod of 
Liberia and great snake-killer, killed at last in his 
own bed by lightning. He had a strong premooi

lence. 

The ultimate point or intended terminus of our 
visit was Richardson's, the sugar-planter, which we 
reached about eleven o’clock fiom Monrovia ; but 
to oar regret,, learned he was absent, having gone 
down to Monrovia very early, probably ariving 
there before our departure, aa we aid not meet him 
oe the way. We, however, patiently awaited his 
return, knowing that as soon as ha learned we were 
on a visit to his place, he would intUntly ist out 
for home. In an hour or to we had th* pleasure 
of seeing him pulling rapidly up iu a canoe. 
Another hour was spent in dinner, etc., when we 
asiled out to look nt hie establishment. The house 
is situated about one hundred yards from the river, 
at some forty feel elevation above it, and ia far from 
being of the first olasa of dwellings ; the lower part 
being uted for a store or trade-room ; but Richard- 
son's ambition reached beyond having a big bouse. 
Near th* landing was a large kiln of good brick, 
one half of which had already been laid m the foun- 
dation and first story of a capackms sugar-house. 
Into the latter he intended to puFup n large steam- 

E ower and sugar htill, already ordered from the 
cited States. He bad planned a wooden railway 
from thu mill to the water’s edge, by which he 
could load and unload boata with steam power, in- 
tending also to use it for sawing and other purposes, 
when not engaged iu cane-grinding. Everything 
appealed to have been judiciously arranged for 
practical operatic! a on a large scale." On proceed- 
ing back from the house we p issed a large garden, 
well laid out, and fenced with a great variety of 
fruit ami vegetables under way. Farther on, we 
came to hi* pnsluic ground, alto well fenced, and 
feeding in it were some twenty head* of fine large 
entile, raoatly of a cream-colored, long-horned kiud, 
from the interior. Going through this we came 
upon his field of augar-citnc — estimated by him to 
conUin an area of sixty fire or seventy acres. We 
passed, entirely through the lot lo a farm-houso on 
an elevation at the farther side, in which lived his 
head farmer or manager — if Mr. Richardson could 
be said to have any manager beside himself. Here, 
then, was before us, under our own eyes, and no mis- 
take, the groundwork of a large and extensive 
sugar plantation, of large mechanical operations, 
and also of a great commercial establishment, for 
Mr. Richardson carried on a profitable trade with 
the natives from the interior.

Let these facts speak 
trumpet-longiied to the oonfusion of alt opponents 
of Liberia and Colonisation, be they Northern or 
Southern fanatics, or the discontented, whining, 
begging, homesick emigrant*, who write home 
be gg in ff letters, willing to return to bondage for the 
flesh-pots. 

It is well-known that this man, who had done to 
much for himfelf, for Liberia, and for his race, was 
drowned in the St. Paul’s river, but a few months 
after we patted from him, and we- repeat what we 
then wrote to a mutual friend, that we never so 
deeply regretted the death of any man. As we 
spoke of Z:oa Harris's premonition of anticipation of 
his decease, we will stale a fact in connection with 
the death of Richardson, even at the risk of being 
considered superstitious. A week or two after our 
return from Liberia, a young lady, who came pas- 
senger with ua, a teacher in one of the mission- 
schools, was detained at our houst over night by a 
heavy rain. In the morning, at breakfast, she re- 
marked, “ It is said that the dream of a person on 
sleeping in a house the first night will prove true, 
but I hope miue will not, for I dreamed that Mr. 
Richardson was drowned in the St. Paul’s River.” 
Two months after came* the newt of the fact — 
happening, aa nearly aa we could calculate, about 
th* time of the dream. Would it were all a dream, 
and Richardson wore now managing hia affairs on 
the 8L Paul’s. 

Before we finished examining and admiring the 
extensive and varied improvements of our host, we 
notioed a heavy tornado rising in the east, and bare- 
Iv reached the house in double quiek time, as the 
deluge came down. It did not end with a shower, 
but teemed to aet in for a heavy rain, continuing 
for near two hours without iotar mission. Here wu 
a pretty fix to be in— two horns of a dilemma ; to 
turn out fa this deluge, even if the Kroomen eonld 
be brtbea to do it, or to sUy and ru the risk to 
myself and companion of th* African fever. W*

Ok Monday evening a third meeting was heSI, 
in Spring street Hall, to discus* the ecmduioe of the 
colored Americans, and the practicability of a sepa- 
rate nationality. A groat daal of good speaker 
is brought out at these meetings, and if it were only . 
aa a meant of aelf -improvement, we would encour- 
age any meeting of thie kind among the colored 
people. The grievanoee of the colored rsee, smd 
the benefits of au independent nationality, wees 
ably presented by the Rev. Messrs. Q. H. Garnet, 
M. Walker, J. V. Given*, and Mf. Webster. All 
of th* gentlemen spoke aa if they had maturely 
weighed the subject. The opparite grand sms 
maintained by Messrs. Simons, Gundy, Hodges, 
and Powers. These gentlemen seemed afraid teat 
if emigration to form a separate nationality were, 
encouraged, the people would at last see that Col- 
onisation had done some good to Africt after all. 

The Rev. H. H. Garnet, fa a very able speech, 
•poke of the absurdity of the colored people turning 
their back on Africa, because some white people 
chose to let their philanthropy run fa that direction. 
He thought it wm time for the colored people to 
look at things for themselves through their own spec- 
tacles. While they kale* l Slavery with intense ab- 
horrence, and intend to fight it to the last, no man 
should deprive him of his love to Africa, ihe land 
of his ancestors. He gloried fa her ancient glorr, 
and boMted fa her pristine science and art. He 
waa proud lo trace bis origin to Africa, the land of 
early civilisation and powerful empire. Love of 
country was aa essential part of man's nature, and 
a void wm felt until that wm filled np. He honed 
to see a national flag yet of which he would be 
proud. He hoped that colored Amerioana would 
not let white men obtain all the vaat treasures of

A hopeless war came, of eourte Tne Basutu. 
ihe tribe-now attailed, i» that which bat been in- 
•tructidand civilised by the Hugenot missionaries 
from 1 ranee. One of them haa suffered much. 
Some intelligence from that aieeion seem* to have 
corns under the notice of the eciultr journal* of 
France, which have atirted a report, c *pied into 
eomc ctf tb£ neweptpefa of thie coaitry, "that an 
Independent e'.atc, composed of white men, hat 
lately been etlablithed in Southern Africa,’ and mo 
forth. Had theee journals looked into the Report* 
of the mission, the - ^ would long ago have met with 
abmndmt evidence of the untoward proximity of 
both Hepublics. The Orange liner nun fell 
oo a elation of the llitutu by aurpriie, and plun- 
dered it. Tue African*' retaliated by b.esking 
through thvir line-of posts, und Lying. waste their 
farms. This parliripjtiou in the sufferings as well 
as the triumphs of wa r , teemed to have brought 
with it some new light, on the afftir, and like the 
challenger in a foolish* " affair of honor,'’ when be 
has got his atm broken, they seem incline I to de- 
clare themselves euitfied. 

That French mission perched up -n the moun- 
tain^, abounding in churches, s chooU and converts, 
but often from their surroundings wry sorely tried 
indeed, ciaim6 the sympathy of every Chrittian 
and deserves it. None in Africa have labored moM 
faithfully, patiently, and successfully thin they. 

Aliwal (North), May 10, 1858 
Previous to the advance of the combined Boer 
force on Morije, it seems that the English families 
resident at the station, with the permission of the 
missionaries, removed from their own dwellings to 
the church, where they also stored a considerable 
quantity of their good* fur trade and native pro- 
duce. They state that they had not the slightest 
intention to join either side, and they considered 
that they would not be molested by the Boers or 
the Uasutus ; and, aleo, that every respect would 
be thown to the misrion property and the resident 
missionaries. On the morning of the fight, Mr. 
Arbouseet, and two of hi* daughter*, rode out a 
short distance from the station, to obtain a view of 
the Boer camp. The most of the English residents 
also rode out (in a different direction to that taken 
by Mr. Atbousset), and ascending :> rising ground, 
found the Boers rapidly approaching. Mr. Ar- 
bou'st-t and his daughter* returned home, and the 
party of English also moved off in the same direc- 
tion, but found that they could not reach the station 
without miiing themsolve# with Boers or natives, 
and, therefore, they remained on the summit of the 
lull. The Brers, amounting to some 1,400 men, 
advanced rapidly with their 120 wagon*, drawn up 
in a solid square, ten abreast. The natives made 
hardly any resistance, and merely kept the Baits in 
check till the native town was evacuated, and then 
retreating, left the Boers in possession ol the empty 
huts. The Boers drew within a few hundred yards 
of the station, and commenced a heavy volley of I 
musketry on the empty huts, and nlso fired two 
cannon shots orer the mission hornet. A third 
•hot has since been found to heve penetrated Mr. 
Arboueeet’s bedroom, a little above the floor. 
While this was going on, Mr. .Arbousset’e family 
became ao excited aud alarmed, that they abah- 
doned the house and fled to the hill* ; his poor 
afflicted daughter being carried by aotu j of the 
European residents on the station. Previous to this, 
/‘and when it was teen that the Boers meant to at- 
tack tbe station, the resident English traders and 
tradesmen, with the permission of the missionary, 
removed all their families and a great part of their 
goods to the church, intending all to remain neu- 
tral, and never for a moment imagining that they, 
the missionaries, or mission property, would be mo- 
lested by either of ths belligerents. When the 
European families saw that of the mission flyiog, 
they alio fled and joined their friends on the lop of 
the hill. The Bpere commenced their work of dee 
traction, snd thf fugitives sought a place of refuge 
in the adjoining kloof; and, by the evening, all 
were removed to the . shelter afforded by a large 
overhanging rock. In this position fifty-five women 
and children were collected without food or cover- 
ing. The mission family obtained two blankets, 
one of. which was obtained nt.greit peiii by one of 
the Englishmen. The following dty snow came on, 
which lasted for two dove ; food was obtained from 
some natives who had also stowed themselves away 
in the vicinity. The third day the weather cleared 
up, and Boer patrols commenced their searehes 
among the hills. Tbe vjfhile males, therefore, 
were sdvised by common consent to betake them 
selves to flight, and hide in the mountains. 

Every atom of property was destroyed or burnt, 
except the dwelling-house of Mr. Maeder, the as- 

siatut missionary, who remained in his house, lie, 

" however, bad been plundered of everything exoept 
his furniture. The church doors and windows, and 
the pulpit, had been chopped to pieces and removed, 
snd books destroy ed . All their goods gone, and their 
stores of grain, wo >1, and bedding torn open and 
wantonly mixed together in the church. Mr. Ar- 
bousset jras still with his family in the kloof, in the 
most destitute condition, fearing, from the Boers’ 
treatment of his property, that his life would not 
be spued if he was found.

A correspondent writes The Albtrt Timer 
indulging itself withe draw at the long bow, relates 
that a Boer, getting seven Bosutut in line, knocked 
them all over with one dieoharge of hie long roer. 

I sin inclined to think thi* ia a pervereion of the 
facte of an occurrence which took pUco while 
Weber's commando was encamped at Laogsberg. 
Two B.uutu* returning from service in tbe Free 
Hlate were going to their homea, when they were 
taken prisoners by Jen Letolle, sad brought by 
him before the council of war st tho o-ttap. The 
court being thca ft little more careful of exposing 
themselves to censure than they seem to be now, 
ordered ft Boer to take them to the prison at Smith- 
field. This men’s habitual treatment of natives lha-. i 
fell under bis tender mercy was well known, »ud it | 
whs romaiked iu camp, that it would not be long 
t>efore he returned. An hour had no elapsed after 
be had alarted with his victims, when he was again 
in the rank*, and when que-a loned as to whcie his 

i irisoners were, he stated, that before he had gone 
ar he had aeen seven Kafirs, who he thought 
might be the advauce guard of a body of (te enemy, 
so tie watched hi» opportunity when the subjects 
of his care were in line, and then rolled them over 
with ono shot. This outrage pasted, aa usual, with- 
out censure. Such oases as this, and the willful 
burning of an aged man in the kraal at Mabali'e 
lloek, may well cauae occasionally as barb*rous 
retaliation among the heathen part of thb Baeutu 
tribe. Every wounded man found by the Boera it 
at once riddled with balls.” 

Bloxmfosteir, 12’.h May 1858, 
The Baeutu war has come to an end in a most 
unlooked for m inner. After dettroy ing Leteea’e 
town (Morija), on the 28th ult., the commando, a 
few days afterwards, summoned up sufficient pluck 
to move towards Moshesh’e (Thabv lloeiga) On 
Ae Cth Inst., ho arrived within 1,600 yards of Ae 
Besutu ohiefUin’o fortress, and after taking a 
“ bird’s eye view” of it, was so impressed wiA its 
impregnability, that it immediately made a retro- 
grade movement towards tho Oaledon River. The 
Krygsraad (war-council) was called together, and 
by a majority it was decided that the commando, 
required relaxation. The upshot was, that the 
Boers went home, and even whilst I write, some of 
theae valiant heroes are passing through this town 
on their way to Aeir “ vrouws” and “ kinder*, ’’ to 
whom they will, no doubt, relate their felts of 
bravery and numerous hair-breadth escape*. Seae- 
kal, it M said, intends remaining on the frontier with 
about 400 men, for the purpose of protecting it.

1 allowed them io try and ex- 
terminate my people by all the means they liked. 
Could I be blamed, who am yet a heathen and a 
barbarian, for following the example of a civilised 
and Christian nation ? And now, jf my heart could 
allow me to copy you, 1 would be justified in carry- 
ing women and ohildren into oaptivity, in killing old 
and siok people, and in sending to eternity all the 
blind people I could find. I would also be justified 
in burning all your towna, whioh would be too great 
a calamity ; but who could find fault with me, even 
if I did that I 1 desire not, however, to return avil 
for evil.” 

Let no one suppose that these are sentiments put 
into Moehesh’s mouth for the nonce by designing 
missionaries. They are hie own, and should make 
u* blush to think that an untutored heathen savage, 
hi we are pleased to consider him, should have cause 
to reflect with suoh truthful bitterness upon tbe 
religion we profess, and should set us suoh an ex- 
ample of merciful and magnanimous forbearance.—

“ If it be, as represented, a * war of races,' the 
public responsibility incurred by Mr. Doihof is still

In 1847, the Colony declared itself an iodepen 
dent Republic, with the following language in ite, 
Constitution: "AancLi 1. Sec. 1. All men are 
bora equally free and independent, and among Aeir 
natural, inherent, end Inalienable righte, are the 
righte of enjoying end defeadteg If* aod Lisnurr. 
Sec. 4 . There shall be no Slavery within Ale Repub- 
lic. Nor ehell any eitisen of Aie Republic, or any 
person resident therein, deal in slaves, elAer wiAin 
or without Al» Republic. Sec. 8. No person shall 
be deprived of life, liberty, property, privilege, but 
by the judgment of hb peer* or the law of A# 

In Ae treaty with England, which went into ef- 
fect April, 1850, Liberia bound itself u follows : 
A>t. 0. ” Slavery and Ae slave trade being perpet- 
ually abolished in the Republic of Liberia, the Re- 
public engages th*t a law should be passed declar- 
ing ti to be piracy for any Liberian citizen or ves- 
sel to be engaged or coneerned in Ae slave-trade." 

Now for the testimony showing Ae faith.fulwM, 
to Ae spirit snd to the letter, with which these 
articles have been executed. In beply to Lieut. 
Forbes, we shall c -ntent ourselves with the evidence 
of two British officer* of superior rank, snd who 
served in the same squadron about the same ptriskl 
Having frequently visited the aererjl eeltieraents of 
Liberia, they had full opportunity for obtaining 
correct information. 

The first which we ehall introduce is Commodore 
Sir Charles Hotham, Oommsnder in-Chiel of the 
British Naval force on the Western Cote! of Africa, 
than whom no higher or bettor authority oouW be 
demanded. In a letter to the Secretary of A« Ad- 
miralty, published in the Parliamentary Reft urn*, 
be says: “Thie eetablbhment (l.iUria) merit* all 
the support we can give it ; for it it only through 
their means Aat we can hope to improve Ae Ain 
can race." Subsequently, ihe Mine officer gav* 
hi* testimony before Ae House, of Lords, loathe 
following language : “ There is no necessity for Ae 
squadron watching the coast between Sierra Leone 
and Cape Palmas, as the Liberien territory Ator- 
venes, aod there the slave trade has been extin- 
guished:' Capt. Hugh Dunlop, R. N., A a letter 
in whioh he eulogises the new Republic aud ite 
Preeident, declare* : " I am perfectly eaUefied ao 
such thing as domestic Slavery exists, in any Aape, 
amongst the eitisen* of the Republic." 

The American falsifier of the people of Liberia 
sailed for Africe, November, 1863. He was oo and 
about the coast nearly four months. Several of bin 
baseless assertions respecting that Republio have 
been replied to by various persons, and among oth- 
ers by two clergymen who have eubeequentiy writ- 
ten and published their experience in Liberia. One 
of theee, the Rev. Semuel William*, a colored man 
who largely enjoys Ae confidence of all who know 
him, and who wae Ah originator and leader of Ae 
party of emigrants from thie State of whioh Mr. 
Neebit was a member, remarks in hie volume, en- 
titled “ Fova Years is Lib«»ia’*: " He (Neebit) 
says that we have Slavery in Liberia. Now I do 
moat eolemnly declare that Neebit lied in making 
this assertion. Upon the contrary, our laws make 
ti a criminal act to reoeive a native in any way Aat 
be may bo held ae a slave. The Liberians cannot 
receive them as apprentice* unleee they take Aem 
before tbe proper court and are bound ae such, and 
every one, as soon ae he or ehe it man’s or Woman's 
age, can leave at will and go where they please.” 
The ltev. George Thompson, a white member of 
Mend! (Abolition) Mieelon, and who passed several 
months A Liberia, thus replies A his reoent book to

Time would foil me, and your public* would be 
exhausted, were I to attempt an enumeration of his 
charities in our behalf. H« testamentary bequests 
for our b. nefii are well known, and we may add, 
that these b- quests are tut the crowning act of a life 
devottd to the promotion of our welfare — the key- 
ttone of the lofty arch of hb benevolence reared in 
our tehalf. ' Tbit noble edifice, within whose wall* 
we are cow assembled to pay a. pasting tribute to 
hi« c .rtue-. waa by ihim erected, and with ardent 
hoj ai d ferrent prayer, dedicated to science and 
religion. To him must be ascribed the praise of es 
ubliriiing this, the first Collegiate Institution for 
colored youth in this country. And whatever may 
cow be th- ught Of in* evil tendencies of such 
schools, < n Account 0( their seeming exclusiveness, it 
is worthy of nmaik,vbat such att Institution was 
considered the great desideratum by the leading 
minds among us some thirty years ago. Then it 
was rot deemed absolutely, ceceasary that colored 
men should be brought into immediate contact with 
white men, in order! to develop their mental facul- 
ties ; nor was it thought an especial privilege for us 
to p ri-utyd to sneak along ihe- road to acience 
in t' • c orpahy of the other race. Oe>!ored men 
th* n ir. o.! :nd,that give them but aplaoe to plant 
tin r !• * t, and they could support an erect position 
with-’U’. leaning on the white*. It is to be hoped, 
in this : tince, the policy of the past may be re- 
vivtd ag.lin, »c«l that colored men will learu, before 
long, that any man’s mental and moral faculties are 
best dcvt lopedfwbere his equality is most fully ac- 
knowledged, and that the fir-tana highest requisite 
of true- manhood is self-reliance. However thta may 
be, ceitnin it it that tb the mind of our late lamented 
friend and benefactor these truths were self-evident. 
He accordingly founded this Institution for the ed- 
ucation,* f co’orid youth — not in the spirit of exclu- 
sive . hut simp>y as the rightful domain of the 
coin ed man, where he may be educated, not through 
sutl r.ic-. ’at hy light, and where his interests 
should be pirimouui, ns white men’s ate in other 
ins i . ..f learn ng.

Ulster* to the 
wants of individual social life ; but it is the consci 
ouseess in mat. that he is respected, and can respect 
others in return, as it manifests itself in the cordial * 
greeting, the kicdly nod of recognition, and thus ebbs ' 
and flows in the thousand channels which ihe guah- ; 
ing tide of sympathy, respect, and love force* for 
itself through the great hesit of humanity. At.d 
the great grief of the free colored man. of the North 
• not that he is poor, or tha^le is excluded from 
political honors and offices, , but it i* because he i» 
denied this happy consciousness, that the genial 
curreut of the heart’s beat affections, that would 
flow out spontaneously and indiscriminately toward 
all, isfroien at )ts very source by the chilling breath 
of popular prejudice — that one by one he feels the 
dividing knife of caste severiog the sympathetic ties 
that bind together our common humanity, until he 
stand* alone, with not a hop* or fear, a joy or sor- 
row in common with the great maas of community. 
Hence the man whose intercourse with us is such as 
to excite this consciousness, and bid again the con- 
gealed currents of affection to flow, thus bringing us 
into true relations with him, is our greatest benefac- 
tor, whether he bestow any pecuniary benefit or not. 
Such a one was the Rev. Charles Avery. For hia 
extensive ttnd varied charities, both public and pri • 
rate, we cherish a grateful memory ; but f< r his 
cordial recognition of our equal manhood, for his 
kindly relations to us as meu and brethren, we loved 
and honored Kim while living, and would hallow bis 
remembrance in our hearts forever. 

Hut I must hasteu, in conclusion, briefly to allude 
to his spiritual and Christian character ; for though 
it is true llni\ 


confirm my statement, that his interests and his ef- 
foit> in behalf of the school were untiring. And 
to all who knew him 1 ,may look for a ready re- 
sponse, when I affirm that his means and his sym- 
pathies were ever freely given to comfort the dis- 


tressed, assist the needy, succor the oppressed, and 
promote the cause of humanity and religion. 

But there was one feature of his benevolence that 


demands our special admiration, both on account of 
its excellence and its rmit/. I refer to his manner 
of bestowing favors, his tact in giving, so that the 
recipi.nl was constrained to be grateful, not only 
b r the gift, but the giver. Allow me, in order 
to explain my meaning more fully, to recur for a 
moment to first principle^. 

The true and natural relation of naan to man is 
that of < quality and mutual obligation to promote 
each ethers interests ; hence in the bestowment of 
favors from the fortunate to the unfortunate,- from 
the rich to the poor, unless great care be taken to 
prevent it, the implied superiority on the oue hand, 
and inferiority on the other, beget false and unnatu- 
ral retation*, which check the flow of grateful emo- 
tions in the breast of the recipient, and cause him 
to fail in gratitude toward the giver, though he may 
be thankful for tbo gift. How often have ‘I heard 
the charge of ingratitude preferred against our peo- 
ple by those who, from a position of assumed supe- 
riority, had done us some favor, which the false re- 
lation existing between us prevented us from ac- 
knowledging ns we ought. No man, by any aot of 
favor, can awaken truly grateful feelings in the 
breast of nnother, if he approach him in any other 
than the true relation of a brother-man. This prin- 
ciple of our nature is feelingly illustrated by the 
graphic pen of Mr*. Stowe, in her “ L>fe among the 
Lowly.” Miss Ophelia,, with her characteristic 
pride of race and New-EngUnd aversion to contact 
with the Negro, utterly failed, to awaken either the 
gratitude or affection of the shrewd but neglected 
Tonsy, not withst and iog the substantial comforts she 
had bestowed, and the negative kindness she ever 
manifested toward her. But when Eva, the gentle 
Eva, laid her loving hand upon her shoulder, and 
told her, with tearful eyes, Uiat she loved her, and 
loved her the more because she had no father, or 
mother, or friends — that Jesus loved them both 
alike, and thus proclaimed in her aatonished ear the 
glad evangel oi .vcommon sisterhood, the stubborn

yet it is no less true, that uo heart can exorcise this 
universal love to all Hod's creaturea, unless it has 
first learned to love God the great Creator. The 
Uhrisliau, truly so, will always include the philan- 
thropist; but deeds of large benevolenoe may be per- 
formed from the plane of the natural man, impelled 
by no higher motive than self-love, the desire of 
fame, or the sentiment of pity, and even then they 
are commendable, as showing a natural goodness of 
disposition and a desire to promote the happiness 
of others. But when these same good deeds eman- 
ate from the higher plane of the spiritual man, and 
are done not merely to benefit mankind, but to glo- 
rify Hod and build up hit kingdom on the earth, 
then do they sue to the moral sublime, and com- 
mand the admiration of. men and angels, yea, the 
approbation of God himself. 

llow much more, then, ought we to reverence 
the memory of our departed friend, when we re- 
member that all bis varied charities and kindly offi- 
ces were performed from love to God and the spirit 
of the humble Christian. ‘ 1 am but a steward,” 
was his frequent remaik ; "this wealth has only 
been intrusted to me to do good with.” And we 
may add, with trull), that his life was one continued 
illustration of this text. " Alas 1" said he, one day, 
a lew weeks before his death, "how it troubles me 
that 1 have doue so little for my Saviour, who has 
done so much for me, and that 1 have ever done 
anything to grieve him." Such was the uniform 
spirit o( the man — the spirit of humility sod meek- 
ness— of entire consecration to the service of hia 
divine Master. It is proper here to say, that early 
in life, it is supposed about his eighteenth year, he 
made a public profession of that religion of whose 
loves and duties his life was such a bright and shin- 
ing axample. 

it is to be regretted that the incidents of his con- 
version, nnd of his early religious experience, are not 
known, for doubtless the spiritual exerciser of one 
who attained such a height of Christian excellence 
would be both instructive and interesting. That he 
grew in grace, in the knowledge and love of God, 
and in the practice of Christian virtue, we may 
reasonably infer from the exalted and spiritual char- 
acter of the piety of his later y aars ; that he had, too, 
his soul-coufliols with inherent evil and external 
temptation, his severe struggle with the weakness 
of our fallen nature, and his seasons of deepondenoy, 
doubt, and well-nigh despair, we may well suppose ;

I have entered into correspondence with upward 
of 76 naticre and other active traders, 21 or 22 of 
them .being chbfc, many of whom have begun to 
consign theit cotton, a* well as other produce, to 
me. In Conducting this affair I have to venture, 
and have now; outstanding about xA,C£>3, every 
skilling of which / expect to receive back ; indeed, 

1 hare bills at Isdtag and advices of great quanti- 
ties of coiion tuid other produce being on its way 
to me now, both on consignment and in liquidation 
of what U owing to me, . 

I have l>xd one transaction with one of these 
t adere, frotu which he received £3500; and it is both 
si >. factory and plessing to know that every trader 
almost invariably ufcva back hardware, earthen ware, 
cotton goods, or other merchandise, for the whole 
amount of.eotlon or other produce sent here. Ow- 
ing to two extensive fires at Abbeofuts, I have not 
got quite at much cotton as I expected in 1887, but 
have had lotton ad vie. -s and bills of lading for ship- 
ments from Lago* up to the 28th of December, at 
follows, vis. : Psf Candace, 46 bales; Gambia, 10 
bales ; Inviaoible, 34 bales ; Token, 86 bales ; J ar- 
row, 4) bales ; Gambia, 110 bales; St. George, 81 
bales ; Powerful, 249 bales ; Oscar, 37 bales ; Sal- 
tern Rock, 245 bale* ; Propeller, 34 bales— in the 
whoie.920 bales. Add to these 17 tons burned in 
the first fire, and 3000 to 4000 pounds in the se- 
cond— 321 baUs. Total produced, or rather col- 
lected for tending to me, of usual aise, 1200 bale. 
African cotton. This quantity hat therefore been 
purchased, and there has still always been plenty 
more offering on like terms, vis., l-2d. per pound in 
the seed. On this account the people of AbbeoKula 
cannot be made to believe that England can pur- 
chase all the cotton that thcjl cab produce, and yet 
Abbeokuta is but- just on the luorder, at ocu cor 
-ner, 1 may say — of the great cotton field of West 
ern Africa, extending from Abbeokuta to the Niger, 
and away in’o the interior. 

Coupling my experience on this coast, the belief 
of the Ahbeokutans, and the recent dispatch of 
Dr. Haikie from the Niger to our government, 
where- he stale* that the Rev. Mr. Clarke had seen 
at 1L, near llorin, in the Yoruba country, fifteen or 
sixteen pack»gea of clean cotton offered for sale, 
weighing 75 pounds to 85 pounds each, and had 
been assured by the native* that on market days—

manufacture only ; I say, coupling these statements 
with my operation, what 1 know ol Tunis and Natal, 
and what Dr. Livingstone tells us of the East, 1 can 
clearly see a prospect of the slave-trade being en- 
tirely starved out, the tractable, docile, and intelli- 
gent African liting in the scale of civilisation and 
Christianity in proportion as he is allowed to enjoy 
his own rights, ana stay in; till the land, and trade 
ia hit own native country, even if confined to the 
cultivation of ootton alone. 

Oae trader has ordered a good oerviceable Eng- 
lish canoe to convey the ootton ; while he and an- 
other have ordered each a good new packing press 
at considerable expense ; and as there are now at 
least four presses ready for work, and the natives 
are able of themselves to turnout 10 bales daily 
from each press, they should turn out 40 daily, or 
upwards of '12,000 annually, with the present ap- 
pliances.

Franc!* Hincka, ax-Premfor of the Canadas, now 
Governor of the Windward Islands, haa written 
from Baibadoee a vary fall reply to certain inquiries 
of Ohas. Tapper, of Boaton, respecting the influanoe 
of Emancipation on the eonditio* of the British 
West Indies, and especially of their colored inhab- 
itants. Ha affirms that thb iafl eases haa bean de- 
cidedly favorable, and gives fools and figures in 
support of hi* condnskm*. Ha anya anger can be, 
and b made now in three islands obeaper than it 
ever was or could be under slavery, one evidence 
of which b the fact that oano-growiag plantations 
now command higher prices than ever before. He 
instances one of- 800 acres, whioh waa worth dur- 
ing slavery 1200 par acre, or #60,000 ia all, but 
whioh baa Iren told sines emancipation for just 
doable that price, or 6400 per acre, nnd could 
readily bo re-sold for that sum. Good can* land 
Mils even as high as #600 par acre. Thb estate 
required a fores of 230 slaves, big and little, to 
work it, and than produced 140 hogshead* of sugar

Tus charge* of th* French slave crptaiu against 
the government of Liberia, in allowing him tocarry 
off slaves from that colony, seems to have been 
seised on by the enemies of Liberia in the United 
State*, aud ia repealed and circulated by them as 
thnujb it was a wellaacerlainsd fact, notwithstand- 
ing tho all hut authoritative coutradmiiun of lbs 
charge in the New Yoik papers, by K« U*>vernor 
Finney, formerly in Lib-ria, and now Secretary ot 
the New York Colonisation Sooiety, who probaidy 
i* as well acquainted with the whole hibtory and 
legislation and aff* r* of Liberia a* any mau in this 
country. I 

The New-York Times , iuthe absence of its editor 
in Europe, ha* labored lo show that the Frenrh 
slave- captain’* charge is true, aud that Mr, Finney’* 
abodutu deuial of it amounts lo nothing ; and winds 
up its tirade by saying that the whole of this busi- 
ngs show* thii the black* of Liberia are not cap* 
ble, in point of intellect, of i*kmg care of theimehes. 

Now, I deny that because a young aiid w.«k 
governiuuul ha* been oveneached by a powerful 
government, it ia any proof of wantol intellect. In- 
stance* frequently occur in Europe where a weak 
government has to submit to a strong one ; yet they 
are not charged with ignorance or imbecility. 

Eugland and France t>oth raitde tro tries with Li- 
beria, and built natious compelled her to ifllow 
them cert tin advantages; aud if it i* the purpo.-u of 
the French government to compel Liberia to allow 
French vessels to carry off' native Africans as slaves 
from any part of Liberia, the whole civil zed world 
would rise up in judgment against such an net of 
oppression. “ 

Liberia is a young nation, growing up under the 
fostering care oi the American Unionisation Society, 
and for about fifteen years having become entirely , 
free and independent. It has iu own President. 

* gislalure, Court* and Judges, minister* and phy- 
rician*. 1 is whole course has l>een favorable lo the 
condition of the native*, wherever her influence h >» 
extended. Tbo horrid slave trade ha* been entitely 
suppressed throughout berime of sea coast, of over 
five hundred mile*. 

Aud now, that French slave ships shou’d *ether 
laws at deliauce, and oarry away natives by supe- 
rior force, i* an outrage on a young and weak 
nation, that calls loudly for condemnation. And 
Libei it should receive the encouragment ariring 
front a general approbation of her course, by all 
those who wish to protect the weak against the 
strong throughout the world.

Simo is, arrived on the Liberian co ist not long 
since, aud m tdc application to the government for 
leave to procure emigranta for the purpose of mak- 
ing a settlement on the Isle of Bouiban. Toe ap- 
plication bring innocent in itself, it was granted 
with the understanding that as soon a* she had 
obtained a* many a* *be wished, that she would 
return to Monrovia and obtain passports for them, 
a* they would for any oth<r liee citizens. The 
French ship then proceeded lo Sugaree, t oirCape 
Mount, having previously entered a p-ut ot ‘ 
c ng i at. Monrovia. Alter land ng hi* goods lo 
of the chiefs of that country, the inhabitant*, who 
are reduced to a degree of poverty paralleled only 
in counlr.es. favoring slavery and making il a 
dilution, very readiiy entered in o eng*gemeot* to 
furnikb them with emigranta. They commenced lo 
•do so. and collected some huudied or more, and 
delivered them to tho French commander. Rut so 
long h id the slave-trade btyfcn abandoned that 
these emigrants had no idea of being penned up 
on shiptK>*rd, and began to arrange plan* for re- 
gaining their liberty ; but heing thwarted iu every 
instance by premature discovery, they had well 
nigh giveu over; as the ve.scl intended to sail soou 
for h» r port of destination, without even complying 
with her engagement lo return to Monrovia for 
oa»*p..r*s, a proceeding that would deprive them 
■or list hope of being restored to the sUsle

Very great injustice in dono to Liheii* hy this 
charge. The government i* animated by a* sinceie 
a deriro to prevent .the slave trade aa nny one in 
tE .gland or America; and most suoce.sfully has it 
hitherto accomplished this noble purpo*.', in freeing 
its whole territory from the pollution* of the slave 
trsder, a* fast as tho several districts oarae uuder 
jurisdiction. 

Tne Manchester Guardian, of about the middle 
of July, *ay»: “ The patrons of Liberia (meaning 
iu the Uuited States) have seen the necessity of 
coming forward wi h their own version of the oc- 
currence, to free tho Black Republic froud the im- 
pulatieu of treaoheiy to their own principles. • We 
wish we could add that they had been successful.” 

It then ask*, with Hppar* ut simplicity, " Were tin te 
emigrant* who weio forced on board, shipped at 
Monrovia, or at any other port in Liberia ? ' 

Now, if that editor had attended to the history of 
this voyage, lie would have known that they were 
not shipped at Monrovia, the seal of Govorntueni, 
i*. i i. ally tin* extreme northern end of the ter- 
.iv, it Gallin'.* River ini- 1, 7* North. Tne poor 
cai tires were forced onboard suddenly, clandes- 
tinely, nnd without the knowledge of the govern- 
ment. While preparing to go to sea, the poor 
victims rose upon their oppressors nnd killed most 
of the ciew. 

Ou the news reaching Monrovia, the English 
steamer Ethiope, happening to arrive nt the moment, 
was requested to go to G tllmas River, retake the 
xhip, nud bring her to Monrovia, which was cheer , 
fully doue. Ex Prvrideut "Roberts went up iu the j 
steuner, went on board tiie slave ship, and was' 
welcomed by the poor natives ns their deliverer. 
Had the French slave ship remained at Monrovia, 
to abide the re*ult of a trial, she would certainly 
have been ooufi»c*ted and sold ; but n Freooh man- 
of-war came there, nud forcibly earrisd her *f. 
What should we say if a European frigate should 
carry off from any of our ports, a vessel undergoing 
n uihl in any of our courts?

At otems Wa»hin«ton. who emigrated t > Liberia 
from Hartiord in 185:t, write* from Monrovia to 
Rev. Mr. Orcutt of this city, under date of June 
15 li, 1868 as follows : 

<• [ i, H d not bem in Lilreri tiix month* before my 
|>er*on«l ohiervatiou fully convinced mo that the 
first and Truly pr.ictioal means of securing wealth, 
prosperity, nud political importance to Liberia, war 
in developing hur agricultural resource*, and that 
thia work must be commenced by the Afrioo- Ameri- 
can population. „ 1 believe that the soil id our coun- 
try contains in.it* Irosom vast store* of mineral as 
well n* hgricullurRtAwealih ; but the very small 
capital hioaght lolbficol .ny by the emigrant popu- 
lation, doe* not warraut th-m at present to attempt 
any ih: ug but ilia oillivaiiim of the soil. It is a 
lamentable fact that formerly most of our emigrants 
wno had been favored with some I tile advantages 
of education, seemed to think that il wan theirduty 
only to wield the pen, Ur play the part of doctor, law- 
yer, merchant, or teacher, while .the most important 
matter of m-curing subsistence, the common neces- 
saries of life, an exemption from oven the appear 
anco of famine, was left entirely lo our pporer 
emancipated brethren, and the Aboriginal inhabit- 
ants. But 1 am very happy to inform you that a 
great change lor the better ha* oome over the peo- 
ple. Now the great ura»* of the people, no longer 
depending on the uncertainty of native produce, are 
engaging earnestly in agriculture. And our farmeit 
now oumpriae home of our most respeolable mer- 
chants and professional men — many of whom invest 
m the enterprise a small amount of capital. 

••Our people roust learn the worth, the tiue 
character and dignity of labor, or our political 
structure will soon bee ant but a baseless fabric. 
It ia this that must extricate our government from 
its present financial embarrassment at home. It is 
this that must furnish means lor opening rosdr — for 
river, harbor, and other internal improvements. It 
is thi* that mutt continue to fill our oftioe* in the 
different department* of Blate with the most com 
putent, learned, end efficient men that our country 
can produoe. It ia thia that must give confidence, 
character, ti.fl.iei.ee, aud crtdit lo our government 
and people, at home aud abroad. We havo here 
taken our stand- point. Our lot is cast. Before u« 
toll* the majestic Atlantic ; behind u* the everlast- 
ing, untrodden hills. Our motto must be moth- 
ward, southward, onward, and upward. ? Labor 
omnia vincit.’ 

•• You are aware that myself, wife, and two chil- 
dren esme here in 1853. We are all living and 
eujoying good health, at present ; with the addition 
of one younger member to our family. After a 
residence of four and a half years, commencing 
with very small capital, thrown entirely ou our own 
exertion* and resources, we must still say, that we 
love Liberia 1 with ail her faults,’ because we have 
not yet seen or heard of any place on the eastern 
or western continent that we could like better.

Dear Sir :— It is with pleasure that I sit down 
in a Fessty kitchen (with my travelling box for a 
writing desk) to pen a few lines to you ; for situa 
ud as you are, l oousider anything that relates to 
Africa’s iulerett lias a choice plsce in your heart, 
as also iu all lhe friends of our race. 

In coming to this place I had to pas* through a 
most delightful section of connlry, hill and v»le, 
heavily limb red with the best quality of t tuber, 
well watered, the soil sandy inclined, intermix, d 

K ith clay and gravel in place*, but mostly clay in 
te low. spots or. near the streams. (Ills of this 
iiy that tho bowls, pots and pipes are comtiuoted 
by the natives, ia a very neat and ornamental style, 
and the p-pes in fact of such strong imitation to 


foreign in .uufacture that a stranger would be im 
pom d upon unless very particular in an inspection 


“ It is cheering to know that our^peoj le, at this 


time in Montserrado County, as f fully believe, 
have in the eggregate three times aa much land 
under cultivation as they ever had before in the 
history of the settlement. Our sesroity last year 
was because we depended on the natives for rice — 
they failing, and we haying raised none, brought on 
the scarcity. That hungry time was a blessing in 
disguise. Now, almost every farmer raises hi* own 
nee. aud a good supply of other vegetable*. That 
yea. 1 pinned no rice, intending "to buy, but it 
could not be bought. This year I have planted 
nine scree of lice, which I expect to fall back upon 
in the event of scarcity. I have six acres oasadas, 
some acres of potatoes, and some eddoes, (or do- 
mestic purposes. Then a little ginger, cotton, 
groui.douts, aud yams for the first time, as an ex- 
My principal orop is about twelve acres 


of sugar-cane, which I hope to doable next 


Besides, we have some cattle, some hogs, chickens, 
ducks and lutkeys. I dislike very muoh to speak 
of my own business, but since you have inquired 
about ray farming, and I may almost regard myself 
as successful, 1 have no looger onute to keep the 
matter secret. I was not anxious to have it known 
that 1 was farming, fearing 1 might fail. The ex- 
ample may do some good. I tbiuk if you inform 
my Hartford friends who bave been so anxious lo 
bear from me, of what I am doing iu the lace of all 


■of them j 

Thia is the season of the vear for cutting the 
large timber on the farms, the falling of which 
could' be heard in almost every direction, and when- 
it was near us, the shouts cf the woodmen s,r 
cutter* were to b« heard— an interesting proof that 
they have a real determination to brave all ddfioul 
tie* to oarsy out their purpoae of rice raisiog ; and 
it seems astonishing to sn observer, how they get 
down such giants of the forest with the small in- 
struments m»de use of ; yet it is n fact that there is | 
no tree too Urge for them, and yet t hetviest 
axes will not exceed two and a half pounds, about 
two inches on the blade and ah tut six or siven 
inches from the blade to the pole, or point , hs it; 
should he calledL, and in thickness about one quat- 
ler ol an inch. This *xe is struck through a p’.-t- 
of wood about twenty inches long, m tdc lound, and 
though rough and appatenriy clumsy, it i« nat-d 
with such a slight that tiie forest falls before it. 
The implements lor cutting the small burir at un 
dergrowth, Hnd planting, such aa hoe*, arc quite *» 
simple hut they answer the purpo-c ; aud tiny ere 
made of tl.iir own iron, smelted iu their own fur- 
ntets, and woiked in their own smith shops ; bu' 
of course all thing* in that particular uro but a 
miniature of futu.e greatness and wealth, yet 
enough to encourageeuterprise to behold with 
beaming eye the fulmetsqf the future. What is 
interesting in the case of these people i* the fart of, 
their culling the last year’s farm, and planting it in 
n :e and cassada, before they get the new farm 
ready ; of course young rice and oassada were to be 
seen up all through the country, at also a variety 
of other products, such as ground peas, com, su- 
gar cane, tobaoc.o, egg-plant, etc. etc., with other 
thing* for which 1 have no name now by which 1 
can give you to understand, 

Tne towns at this season of tho year arc nearly 
forsaken through the day, f.rr the men, wum.-n and 
child rt n (th al ia, children Urge enough to work) are 
on the films, and thosd that arc not are such as 
are to bo taken care of ; thus a stranger would sup- 
pose the country for**ken, but for the fact of the 
activity of the farming operation*. Three people 
must be regarded ns an agricultural and manufac- 
turing tribe, apparently disposed to cultivate the 
fruits of peace, for war is not a common thing, 
though they may be oonsideied aa being ready. I 
forgot to mention cotton, which with this trilie is an 
important item ; and 1 was muoh interested to see 
not a piece of important goods worn by any one in 
this town, yet they had aa muoh cloth about them 
as it usual in most cates, with here and there an 
individual with tlx or seven yards each ; thus of 
courto they are perfectly independent. • * • Aud 
these people will work for pay, and Liberia can in- 
fluence these people to go into it on a largo soale ; 
and the condition of the Republic it such now that 
ciiixens are aw*ke to the subject, and England 
seems ready for the experiment ; the enterpnse is 
a feasible one, and circumstances arc remodelling 
our citi sen’s mind* — for utility in the future and 
tho interest of the n tlive population is largely in- 
volved ; aud tuoh is the connecting link between 
the two parlies, that one will not advance without 
the other being benefitted ; and if the object of the 
one is the welfare of the other, reciprocal action 
will be the reeult, and we will in a few year* be 
luxed into a great mass of national interest, thus an 
increase of good citizen* from the east a thousand 
to your one Irom the west, of deoidedly a more in- 
dependent disposition, habituated lo look upon one

it wsa commenced in 1846. The township was 
aid out three miles on the banks of the river, and 
extends back ntmiually tight mile*. The law of 
Liberia, in regard to townships, is, " Eich county 
shall be duided into townships of not more than 
eight miles square, until otherwise more accurately 
defined by law. Provided that when there is not 
■ the space of eight miles between any two settle- 
ment! — ‘.hen half the distance, whatever it may be, 
ihall limit each township." Three avenues have 
been laid out. The first is on the bank of the 
iver. The fir*( tier of lota runs back a half mile, 
divided cfT into ten-acre lots, to be subdivided into 
three ntd five acre*, to suit those entitled to such 
quantities of land, as well as those entitled to draw 
ten acres. The land ou the second and third avc- 
ndea nrc narrower and deeper, to suit single and 
married emigrants. There have been drawn up to 
th’s lime, sixty-six Iota of ten acres each ; three 
mis of nine acres each ; eleven lots of «<**«* ««•.* i 
each i t neuly four lots of five acres eaeh ; one lot 
of three acres ; ranking in all, eight hundred and I 
eighty -revert »cr. r. Six i ighlhe of the settlers are 
-torn the S ave States. The soil is a clay, mixed 
*ith Mini. Some of the land is inolined to sand. 
On the banks of the river it is more level than it 
0 back ir iu the liver, aud good clay can be found 
>n the banks for brick.. Many of the farms have 
noic a:KB improved than other farms have. And 
mine l A ve more on the same number of acres than 
others d \ So of the dwellings; some are well 
framed, and others are built ot polea or bamboo, 
cover, d wi;h thatch. Their houses were generally 
welt furnished with the m-cesstry articles to keep 
jouso. The furniture was plain, 'but good. The 
cupboard showed plates, cups aud saucers, dishes, 
knives and forks, spoons, etc , to ret a decent table. 
And the houses throughout were kept cleaner and 
neater than such occupints keep their houses in the 
-United States. I cutuo to the conclusion, from my 
examination of their houses, that they either had 
lome mcaiia wheu they arrived at L’bcria to get 
many thiqgt that added much to the comfort of 
uouseka, plug ; or they had, by their labor, raised 
more than was necessary for their support, and by 
‘.he sale of the productions, bought them. The 
industrious could tiud plenty of work to do on their 
lands. 1 was torry to see that tome continued to 
woik land that w a (jiueh exhausted by tillage, 
year alter year, without manure, when, by new 
clearings, they could have new aud licher land to 
work, la one (fort of the xulllcmenl 1 found a host 
of acquaintance*. I had a most hearty shake ofj 
the baud of many a man, woman, and child. 
Here I found some of the Grahams, the Euhqnks, 
the Cr*wfords, the Daniels, the Bells, the S.even-

Garnets, the Rogers, aud Olliers who had come to 
Jlliis Itud, uudrr my Hgency, from Kentucky. They 
were ut qu> siiou ,bly gUd to see me, and 1 needed 
several pernor ificaliona to answer all ti eir claims 
upon mo to go to their houses and see their farms 
It wrs very gr allying to me to have the answer 
from ti, m alt, that 1 had not deceived them in my 
statements to them what they would fiud in Libe- 
ria, and what they would have to do to get a good 
home here. To the many cordial invitat uni to din 
ncr, 1 hid to give a refusal, for it was not becom- 
ing in rue to eat but one dinner in a day. But 
when I went to dine at one house, I had the whole 
troop to follow, aud look on me with their friendly 
comoie tt to each uihei — " Ue has not altered at 
ill," " lie looks just as he did when I bid him 
good bye in ltdiimore,” “ I should know him if 1 
should have met him anywhere," "He said he 
would cook- to L"»ma if he livid."

Det auso the Cape Verd (so named by its 

Portuguese discoverers, fro*, the green tree® 
which then covered it), we come suddenly fa- 
to smooth wstar; and, running along the coast, 
in a few hours . w« come to the small ialasd of 
Goree, lat. 14° 48' north, one half mil. long aad 
one quarter mile wide, population about 8000. 
The anchorage it abreast a small sand-beach to- 
wards the mainland. The island is little else 
tbsn a huge voleanic rook, evidently thrown up 
from the ssa by some remote struggle of na 
lure. 

Ou the top it still s • couuderable cavity, ap- 
parently the crater of an old volcano. The island 
is. a miserable place, destitute both of toll and 
Water. It received its celebrity and importance 
from having'bcen for several times a rock of con- 
tention between two of the most formidable 
powers in Europe. Io 1816, it had for coma 
time quietly remained in the hand* of the Eng- 
lish, and was consider! d of importance as a har- 
bor for their ships of war, but was restored to 
France at the general pacification of 1616. 
Commercially, it it a point favorable to an ex 
tensive communication with therivers between 
it and the River Gambia, eighty miles south, 



and aho as a place of deposit Tor Senegal. The 
town lies, in a very irregular manner, above the 
landing-place. It contains a number of well built, elegant houses , it is very hlafoiy, from its insulated situation, and tin almost oousUnt sea brerae. In the 
rainy jseason the inhabitants catch water in stone tanks ; when thh supply fail/, they have to bring it in boats from the mainland. Stock, and all pro- 
visions from the mainland, are, of course, dear. 

At the landing is a good battery, and several small ones scattered among the rocks. Ou the top of the hill is a large, well-built fort, that commands 
every part of the island and harbor. From the walla of tire fort, is an extensive and beautiful prospect — the town beneath, the shipping in the harbor, 
and the mainland betond, with its verdant hills and plains, and villages of natives ; and on the other side is the boundless ocean. From Ooree to1b.e 
Gambia the coast is low, and tolerably uniform, therefore affording little variety of prospect.— from a Private Journal, of 1816. 


third avenue. The land was heavy timbered, and 
they, and their neighbors from other States, shew- 
ed tome hard work had been done towards getting 
ready to live. I found some persons had drawn 
land, but had not cut a tree on it, aad a few had 
not even drawn land. I found two Kentuekians in 
this l*»y condition. They had had money, and 
had livid on it at some white persons do on their 
money, thinking and acting as if it would never be 
less in quantity and value, until it was all gone, 
and they lost shame, and cast themselves upon 
their friends to give them bread. I found the Kea- 
luckians living hire, with the exceptions I have 
i. - ..kuhj, iHMiuuiua as new set- 

tlers in a hoc country. I coutd draw the contrast 
in these acquaintances. There eertainly was a 
ohango in them for tho.better. The change was in 
their manliness, their deportment towards each 
other, the respect of tho man for the woman, and 
the apparent consciousness of acting for themselves. 

I do not wish to imply that I bad not teen these 
characteristics in the Liberians before in the same 
pYomiucnt manner, nor do I wish to make the im- 
pression they wer * fully developed here in all their 
refinement and effects ; but I mean to say, that by 
seeing more in one settlement together in a circle, 
and in their different dwellings, who* I had known 
before they landed in Liberia, I was most sensibly 
struck with these appearances in them. As they 
had confidence in me, what a good time it was for 
them to cry out, Oh that you would take me back 
to old Kentucky ! When I took out my note- book 
to put down the names of those who hsd died of 
their respective families, and the like information, 

I thought it was a good opportunity to test their 
oontentedness in living in Liberia. I, therefore, 
without any remarks as a prelude, spoka out, " Will 
any sf you return with me in the ship, if I will 
agree to see you back on the old farms you came 
from I did this in good faith, and at a great risk 
of my pocket, for my proposition was to pay the 
expense of their return. One of the number said, 
“J will go hack with you." My question opened 
up a ngiNiay talk among them. Some said one 
thing, and some said auoiher thing — all was about 
this friend, that relative, this acquaintance, and that 
old neighborhood ; but all settled down in the com- 
mon feeling, we are "in our homes." It was a wo- 
man who said she would go back. In a more pri- 
vate situation, I asked her why she was willing to 
go back ? She replied, " My husband treats me 
bad, and leaves me for days. We have a home 
and land, but he is not kiud to me." Poor soul, 
she opemd up her tuiud to me, as if I was the 
friend who could relieve her from her domestic 
troubles. All I could do for her was to advise her 
to let the gentleness of the woman be used faith- 
fully to win him back to her ; for when they left 
Keutucky for Liberia, I had notioed they were very 
fond one of another in many little ways that ex- 
pressed affection. If that coarse eould not effect a 
change for the best, then I suggested to her the 
relief pointed oat by the town olerk of Ephesus 
" The inw is opt n, aud there are deputies ; 1st then 
impkad one another." The law of Liberia in re- 
gard to divorce is, " any person or persons wishing 
a bill or writing of divorcement for the diisolution 
of n marrisre contract, ehall, in all caseerapply to 
th« Clerk of the Court of Quarter Sessions of the 
county where they reside, «ilher by themselves, or 
attorney, aud aha<l file a complaint." The case 
teing laid before the oourt, the Judge submits the 
whole testimony taken to a jury, and if the action 
and complaint is attained, the Judge grants a bill 
of divorcement. But in no cato can a divoree be 
granted, except for the cause of infidelity or adult 
>ty, either in the Lu*baud or wile. The clerk is 
nqu red to keep a nuiiute and eorrect record of the 
evidence. He Mao is required to render a categori- 
cal account of costs incurred in the trial of the case, 
with an additional sum of twenty-five dollars Ux 
fee to be paid into the Treasury for county pur- 
poses. 

It waa not to be wondered at that tbeae persons 
should feel satisfied with their new homes. They 
bad bad means furnished them to build their booses,! 
and ia clearing their lands, with some exeeptioaa. 
And those who bad not aa much money for these 1 


purposes as some others, hod been induced by their 
necessities to act for themselves. Monrovia, and 
the shipping touching at Monrovia, furnish a mar- 
ket for many articles raised ia the settlements on 
this river. Certainly these people were influenced 
by the oircnnutances that no white persons were 
living among them as their superiors, and that they 
were nil of one color, ono blood, and civilians in a 
lana of their own by purchase and government All 
.these associations were in embryo. It is now rest- 
ing upon them, under God’s blessing, to develops 
their tendencies to raise them higher in the scale of 
l^sT l tPiey°6s^ r cTi08en to make tfis^Ian^’ their home. 
But we must not forget those two laxy meu who 
had not drawn land ; or who had drawn land, but 
had not cut down a tree on Ibo l»nd. Necesvity 
may force them by and by to work ; but Uz’neas 
and inditferenco to thoir social and political privileges 
row prevail, and the tattered remains of clothing 
they left the United States with, show tho conse- 
quences of their idleness. How valuable ii the 
counsel of Solomon to emigrants to Liberia : " He 
becometh poor that dealeth with a slack hand — but 
the hand bf the diligent makelh rich." I had oc- 
casion to relieve a wife from the effects of the laxi- 
ness of her husband. He had drawn a good piece 
of land in tbia settlement, but msde no improvement 
on it. 1 bought his interest in it, and made such 
improvements on the land that he could get a deed 
for it. He deeded it to a citixen of Liberia when 
he had his deed for it — that cilixen deeded it to the 
man’s wife. Upon the land, a house was built, for 
|36, with two rooms. This yu done by the oon- 
sent of the woman, with her money in my hands to 
pay over to her. Both of the parties were from 
Kentucky. Thus a home wu secured to the wo- 
mm ; for the Constitution of Liberia declares, “ that 
the property of which a woman may be possessed 
at the time of her marriage, and also that of which 
she may afterwards become possessed, otherwise 
than by her husband, shall not be held responsible 
for his debts, whether contract* d before or alter 
marriage. Nor shall the property thus intended to 
be secured to the wqman be alienated otherwise than 
by her free and voluntary consent ; and suoh alien- 
ation may bo made by her, cither by sale, or devise, 
or otherwise." 

I noticed in this settlement what I hsd observed 
in New Oeorgia and Caldwell : the line of timber 
defining the route of the little stream of water. 
Some of the settlers had land running to, and in 
■ome cases embracing, the stream io its length 
through the breadth of their lands. Tho quality 
of the wet land on each side of the water was ex- 
cellent. The familiee whose lend embraced these 
stream*, used the water to drink, and for all do- 
mestic purposes. It was soft and good. Those 
living on higher land depended on wells. The land 
commenced a rolling form a half mile from the river. 
And I was told by several persons who had been 
back eight mile*, to trade at a native town, they 
found tne surface of the land inolined to be hilly, 
and in knobs like. 1 noticed rock here. Ie some 
places it wss a white flint, but most generally a hard 
-;ranite. Ia such neighborhoods the ground was 


The building is now not fit, without repairs, to put 
emigrants in to acclimate. 

REC4!‘TUUED SLAVES. 

The lsws of Liberia require ' that recaptured 
Africans, landed in Liberia under the operation and 
authority of the laws and treaties of the Republic, 
mav be apprenticed to ciiisena of the Repablte, 
under the following regulations : Males under the 
age of fourteen years shall be bound until they at- 
tain the age of twenty-one years — over fourteen 
years, for a term of seyenjears the 

the age of eighteen years — those over eleven years 
shall be bound for seven years. Tiie persons to 
whom such porsons are bound, ehall give annually, 
to every male thus hound, three shirts, three pair 
of tromers, one jacket, and one hat or cap. Girl* 
and women shall be suitahly and decently clothed. 
All such apprentices shall be kindly and humanely 
treated ; and proper diligence is required of those 
to whom they are bound, to instill into them the 
principles and habits of civilised life. 

1 did not see any oattle, but was told that a few 
head were owned by some of the settlers. There 
were hogs, and sheep, and goats enough, to prove 
they could bo raised here to any demand ; but no 
one bad inclosed his fmm lands. ‘ The hoc was the 
chief instrument of woik.nnd the bill hook the next 
reliance. It teemed to me that time wee not long 
enough to do all the work that waa needed, by each 
tools, to make farmers ou a large scale. How for- 
tunate for their system of farming, that “ the hea- 
vens hsar the earth, and earth hears the corn" — 
the oassada, aad the various edible productions of! 
this lead. Many have put out eoffse trees ia refer- 
ence to raising coffee to sell There are Methodist 
end Baptist churches hero, end day aad Sabbath 
schools. The schools average thirty to forty echo! 
ars. The teaohera have a salary for teaohing day- 
schools, from $160 to $200. They are paid by the 
Missionary Society that has established the school. 

It appeared singular to me to bear boye aad giria 
from Kentucky talking to me abont going to school, 
and what they were learning at school. God grant, 
in his kind providence to them, that they may learn 
and use tlleir knowledge to their own benefit, and 
that of other*. There are four whipsaws constantly 
employed, and the lumber commands n ready sale 
at the prices given at other places. They esn 
muster utuety men, and have euffioient cannon, ball, 
aud ponder for self defence. The Liberians trade 
with the natives by buying mats, Ac., and pay them 
in doth, Ac , nt n great advance on the prioe they 
bought the goods lor. The population of this set- 
tlement, in 1854, was three hundred and eighty- 
four, but from additions made by emigrations since 
then, I presume it may be set down at fivt kunirtd 
at lit* time. There is not a while person living in 
Ih* township. The thermometer at 1 P. M., in the 
•hade, was 80*. As night drew on, I took tbo| 
boat, with many a hearty good-bye, end reached the ' 
ship at 8 P. M. The ihirmbmeter ia the osbin, 1 
was told, wa», at 1 P. M , 81*. 


Inclined to be gravelly. There is a brick Receptacle 
that was built by the Government of the United 
States on the banks of the Bt. Paul’s River for the 
accommodation of recaptured Africans takrn from 
American ilavett by our naval vemb cruising on 
th » "coxal" for that purpou* Tne building has 
ground attached to U for the uie of the persons 
while occupying it for alx months. In the absence 
of occupants, a settler has put some of the ground 
into cultivation for bis own benefit. I had logo 
over very luxu-laul sweet potato vines ta exam ne 
the building in its internal arrangements lor tenants. 
Tne building is going to ddcay.Tike a good deal of 
" Uncle Sam’s property” nearer home. There ie a 
swamp In the rear of the building whiok can, I 
think, be drained by letting the water into the river. 
The building wee put up iu 4841, aad has been used 
by the American Colonisation Society la several in- 


stances, for the acclimation of emigrants. And, oae 
time, a great mortality ooctimd among them by 
teeEoaef a greet abase ef the eoafideeee the Soeisty 
placed ia e physician to attend to them while risk.

Right Rev. and Dess Sir lining confident 
that you ere deeply ietemted in the welfare of my 
race in general, but especially with reference to the 
infant Republic of Ltberts, on account of yowr posi- 
tion as President of the Pennsylvania Coloaissiioa 
Society, I therefore fori it e bonndea duty I owe to 
you as my Bmbcp, who ordaiaod nee to the miois- 
try, previous to my bring sent out ns their mission- 
ary, by the Amenoeu Church, to the West Creel of 
Africa, cad aleo as tha Bishop, who has nil lawful 
juriediclion over me at preoewt, to answer, as wefi 
so I can, the questions propounded by you, a few 
days ago, touching certain reports made by otteen 
of tha Amerioaa Navy, or other persona, ia refer- 
ence to the affairs of that Republic. 

I think, sir, you staled that they asserted, that 
such was the state of aff«ir4 there, that the revival 
of the slave-trade would be a benefit to them. 
This, I utterly deny, from what 1 know of tha 
country, during four years residence ia it, aud 
thereby having better opportunities for knowing aad 
judging about the affairs uf it than any officer* of 
the navy, or any other person*, who would merely 
touch there periodically. Such perrons would be 
4pt to form a hsaty judgmtc!, and prrbapa from 
mere nearest ; f >r lliere are, I will entile**, disaf- 
fected pi-optein Lbaiis, as well a* in Aueiioa, aad 
ia England, or any other part of the world. The* 
am genera!'* those who **« not getting on an weu 
*ei their neighbors, but ie moat cases, 1 exa truly 
•ay, it is thnir own fault— their want of energy, aad 
o( industry and last. And the** are gewisally of 
that els* of manumitted slave*, from the BoutWu 
plantations of North America, who have been kept 
in ignorance and degradation nil their lives 
many of them worked down befwr-e th 
free, wed then sent out in ibsi, Sts' 
preparation or provision for the fu» 
mouth* allowance, which the Cot 
allows them.

And it u 
Irom this oUss of immigrants, that the opponents 
of Liberia have forme 1 their judgment But this 
m a one-sided view. They have told you aolhieg 
about that prosperous class, composed of men like 
e* President Roberts, and President Brotoc, and 
quite a number uf rnpeoWbie meriksUe, end 
traders, aud farmers, and tesebers, and m leisters of 
the gospel, of every deuominauen almost — I mean 
ut every ortkodnx denomination, for they have none- 
others there. They have arid nothing, 1 presume, 
about the success, which, by the blessing of God, 
has attended the preaching uf the gospel by these 
missionaries, to the oouvereion of numbers of 
heathen around them, to Christianity, Of there 
things they know nothing, and therefore, cannot 
speak. 

Believe me, sir, it ie n libel upon that straggling 
Republic, to say that it is retrograding, and that ee 
fast, that the revival of the elnvudrede would be • 
blessing to it. I have to say ou this print, that the 
detestable slave-trade, ee it is now curried ou iu 
different parts of the West coast of Africa, though 
not in any part of Liberia, is n blight aud a cures ; 
and is iu greatest drawback. It prevents the na- 
tive* from developing the natural resources of the 
country, and engaging in the legitiouts trade, which 
would be productive uf great prosperity to the iu- 
habitants thereof. And we have no reason to ex- 
pect that soy great degree of progress io civilisation 
can be made on tbe Wet* coast of Africa, until the 
abominebld slave trade is abolished, And ns that 
is a matter which seems to be exceedingly prob- 
lematical, the future of Africa is yet quite be- 
clouded. But, sir, L it not to be lamented that 
Atnern*, which is more guilty in refort-noo to this 
matter, than all th* other nations of the earth, on 
account of what she has inflicted upon the uefor- 
lunate African race, and in view of which, ia order 
to amend her ways in this matter, she voluntarily 
entered into a compact with Great Britain, to keep 
it sqxdron on the West coast of Africa, in order to 
prevent the traffic' in slave*, should, in the face of 
this, allow her flag to be proatitated to this utfrpwr-

declaration of each emigrant would (wide the Sec- 
retary as to the opes in which he would grant 
passports; and all who might then declare their 
emigration involuntary, would be taken on shot* 
and diachatged ; and that in the event of any oaaeo 
occurring in which it waa maaifete that foroo or 
fraud was used to got them on heard, ho would bo 
punished according to tho lawa of thb Republic ; 
and I told him and the French Government Naval 
Offioer, then and there, in the preeeaoeof witnesses, 
that in ease be did not wbh or intend to ealut them 
on, such coat ill on*, to leave our jurisdiction and go 
eWfrhere. He then and there pledged himself, in 
presen oe of witnesses, among whom wore H. B. M. 
and H. I. M. Consuls, that ha would faithfully com- 
ply with the terms, and every other law of the Re- 
public having a bearing upon him. He spoke 
fo)r)y ; said hb object waa to act honestly, and upon 
principle , if he oould not procure free and volun- 
tary meo, he would have no other ; that he bad 
been particularly instructed by hb Government not 
to violate our laws. He condemned Chevaikr’e 
course ; said that Chevalier waa aa old acquaint- 
ance of hie ; that he waaa man of no principle, and 
he did not wonder that the Government of Liberia 
had trouble with him ; sod that ho (Capt. Simon) 
regarded him as u contemptible man. Thb we* 
spoken in presence of witneaeee. 

As to nay of tbe so-called emigranU on board 
the Regina Ccali being Americo- Liberians, the' idea 
b preposterous ; not one of them was aa America 
Liberian, nor of their descendants. Sir, a French, 
or any other emigrant ship might try for five oes- 
■ecutive years, to enlist Americo- Liberian , emi- 
grants within the jurisdiction of thb Republic, nod 
I am bold to cay, that even if the terms are doubly 
aa favorable aa are usually offered, such vessel 
would not euooeed in enlisting five Amerioo-Libe- 
rian emigranU in five yean ; nor, in my opioion, 
oould twenty of our aborigiuet be iadueed, by u 
year’s effort, to voluntarily emigrate under the sys- 
tem. 

So far from my urging Capt. Simon, in Novem- 
ber lest, to prooure hb emigrants within the juris- 
d lotion of thb Repuhlio, I have sow a eopy of a 
letter (sutbenuc copies OI wuicn a am JV u), nldvl 
I addressed him on the 4th of December, in answer 
to one received from him (a oopy of whieh I also 
scad you), in which I advised him to leave our 
jurisdiction, after he had epeut four day* at each 
of the poiuu, Qnllinas, Solima, Manna, and Su- 
gsree (of course calling in here to clear) ; for I in- 
formed him that, from my knowledge of the native 
character, I wa* certain he would get within that 
time, all the voluntary emigranU he oould at all 
suoeeed in getting ; that there waa no use for him 
to wait for the new* to reach the people of the in- 
terior, ae they never voluntarily emigrated ; and 
that, from my knowledge of the native character, 1 
feared that all emigrants he might prooure, after 
spending about four days at each of the above 
named plaoea, would be constrained, whieh would 
oertaialy make trouble, as our laws would oertaiuly 
be enforced. Thu letter I showed to H. B. M. 
Consul, and to H. I. M. Consul, and, after retain- 
ing » eopy in my office, sent it to tbe well-known 
Hon. A. D. Williams, Superb Undent at Cap* 
Mount, to be forwarded by him to Oapt. Simon ; 
and I, at the asms time, sent a eopy of the said let- 
ter to the Superintendent, to be retained by him, 
directing him at the tame time by letter, to make 
frequent inquiries, and to asoertata, aa far aa pos- 
sible, from time to time, during Simon’s stay be- 
tween Cape Mxut and our North-western bound- 
ary, aa to whether he (Simon) was contravening our 
laws, in the proeeeution of bis enterprise, end to 
give me tb* ear Host information that might reach 
him. Tbe Hon. A. D. Williams is a gentleman ex- 
tensively known in the United 8tetes, us u Chris 
tian gentleman of unimpeachable integrity, for the 
last thirty-five years is Liberia, and will bear fe'eti- 
saoey to what 1 have stated above, aa also to the 
fact, that many other efforts were employed by thb 
Government to, at least, prevent abuses of the eye- 
tern, if we could not put it entirely down. 

And when I waa up at Cspe Mount last Mareb, 
only n month before the mutiny on board, I cent a 
dispatch severe! miles up the ooaet, to Capt. Simon 
and the F renob Government Nival Officer, to oa)| 
on me at Robertaport, eo I might again warn them 
against using any foroe oi fraud in procuring emi- 
grants within our jurisdiction. I told them, that, 
so long a* they observed inviolate the lawa of thb 
Republic, they would be entitled to the protection 
of this Government, and would receive such facili 
tiea an are usually afforded to all foreigners en- 
gaged in n legitimate business ; but I told them that 
my object for desiring that interview was to remind 
them of their obligation* to operate io conformity 
to oar laws, and to reapprise them of the oonenqu en 
net, if it should bn proved that they bad been prose- 
cuting an illegitimate biuteaaa ; that the lawn 
would be etriotiy enforced on him. I did thb be- 
came my suspicion had become awakeaad by ana

In two or three daya after thb intervi« v , the 
commander ot tb* Lark, and sheet * down Amer

to them, ia p r eaenss of a number of native Chiefs, 
tbe same warning ; and threatened the native Chief, 
with severe punishment, in cum it shoMd be 
proved ia futara that any of them had foRbd nay 
person to emigrate on board said ship, or had fraudu 
lantly abetted in doing so. They alb ' Frenchmen 
and natives, declared and pledged themselves that 
tMQfihad and would eoatiatfo to strictly observe the 
of thb Republic. Thb iutervbw lusted about 
two hours, and waa held la present* of about a 
down respectable and intelligent Americo Liberians, 
who accompanied me there ; and Capt Simon and 
the officer prom bed me, then and there, that he 
(8imon) would be reudy to leave the coast the 
next month (April), and wonld, as the law required, 
clear from Monrovia, and would land every emi- 
grant there who would declare his emigration in- 
voluntary. While ttfere, I seat person, round 
about in every direction, to look around and to make 
diligent inquiry, to sscertatn if anything could be 
learned or seen, that bore a resemblance to the 
slave-trade or oppression ; and the Liberian* who 
accompanied me, co operated with me in trjing to 
make the ascertainment ; bul I ass, and' could 
learn, nothing. 1 have learned, however, since ibe 
mutiny took place on bo*td, tbe mean* by which 
I was defeated in my ir quiriet and investigation, 
which, at the proper time, will be made known 

There are some, s>o doubt, both in Europe and 
America, who would like toh'Ava their minds satis - 
fisd aa Io why thb Government did not send *n<x- 
ftanniag offioer on board the Regina Cecli fiom 
tiioft to time, to search the vessel, sad question the 
emigranU a* they successively arrived on bo*rd. In 
the first ptace, no emigrant who had b*-n forced 
on board, would otherwise than reluctantly make 
the fact known, unless at the Pint of Monrovia, or 
*$UM other of our large towns, where they could 
be landed, and protected from the disappointed re 
ve^ge of *foo*« who had been engaged io then en- 
slavement But the main came of this Govern 
meat ate adopting that oourar. waa from the tact 
thyt the Regina Cceli had a French Government 
Naval offioer on board, for the avowed purpose of 
preventing foroe or fraud* by the ageuti ia th« 
procurement of emigrants. This officer, Mr. Mar- 
tin, a Lieutenant of th* Navy, waited on me imme 
diately on hb arrival, satisfied ms by documentar y 
evidence of the authenticity of hb minion, told me 
that hb own future welfare and tbe honor of hb 
nation depended on hi* keeping Oapt. Simon to a 
•'b«*rv*u o« of our laws, while prosecuting the 
enterprise ; and he assured me, ia tbe name of hb 
Government, that 1 might rest satisfied that there 
should be no force nor fraud used. Under such 
circumstance*, I ask, if it would b* accordant with 
that courtesy and reaped that are dae to the func- 
tionary of a respectable nation, to so far mistrust 
hb integrity sod that of hb nation, aa to be over- 
hauling the French ship every week. I think, 
dr, it was enough that that officer pledged himself, 
on behalf of bis Government, that th* Regina Cecli 
should clear at Monrovia when ready to leave, and 
that every emigrant that would declare to the 
Secretary of State that hb emigration waa involun- 
tary, would be given up to the authorities here. 
Thb was us much us we oould oonsiutoatiy required! 
him. As to whether he and Simon were sincere in 
ihter promises and pledges to thb Qors ra assnt, b a 
subject on whieh I Trill sot express aa opinion bow. 

Future detail, of aaatters, founded on indispu- 
table evidence, connected with that uafortaate vm- 
ael, whieh will in due time bo submitted to the en- 
lightened judgment of a Christian world, will 
enable tha public to make up a pretty oomet ver- 
dict, I hope. 

No laager age than last yasr, Capt. Lspoilene, , 
H. I. M. steam- vessel -of war Euphrate, who was b 
company with Chevalier, agent of tha emigrant- 
■hip Phcenix, for hb protection, and professedly to 
prevent abuses of the system, after he announced 
hb mbskm to thb Government, took offence be- 
cause the Government persisted (oat withstanding 
hb presence) in requiring Chevalier to clear from 
Monrovia, and submit all th* emigrants procured 
within our jurisdiction to exam in ation a* to whether 
their emigration wa* free or oonelraiaed ; whieh thb 
Government thought waa as little a* it could ooa- 
dstoatij require of him. In (act, mueh correspond- 
ence, some of which was somewhat racy, pasted be 
tween him and the Secretary of State, on that 
specie! subject, as wall as respecting Chevalier’, 
being etriotiy required to oomply with other laws 
of tbe Repuhlio hearing on bb enterprise. And af- 
ter all, both veaseb, practically at least, bade de 
fi tace io our lawa ; for Chevalier, in the PhODftii. 
left, and never returned to thb port, notwithstand- 
ing be procured and curried off natives from the 
Republic, unauthorised. These facta, ia connection 
with Chevalier’* return to tbe coast, again ia Jnly 
or August following, to prosecute hb so called emi- 
gration enterprise, gave rise to the dispatch from 
thb to the French Government, iu August, 1867 , 
complaining and respectfully setting forth tbs main 
faeta in tha ease, and soliciting hb Majesty to la- , 
sue instructions to hb subjects to desist from fu- 
ture violations ef the laws of tkb Republic, and ex 
pram treaty stimulation* subsisting between the two 
Government*.

ad, an tuch would be revolting to the feelings of a 
amane Christian world, and entail a lasting dis- 
raee upon this Government, this Government can- 
ot grant your request. 

From my knowledge of the native character on 
tis coast, I feel confident in the belief that three or 
ur days at each port' will enable you to ascertain 
3 w many voluntary emigrants are to be procured 
L tach place. As the people from the interior 
ever emigrate voluntarily, all sent oft’ to you after 
he expiration of three or four days, are very apt to 
>e constrained. I urn, therefore, of opinion, that if 
ou have spent that number of days st each point 
nd have not pictured the desired number of vol- 
intanly t migrants, it is not likely that you will be 
ible to do so if you remain on this coast a year. 

Though I make these suggestions t ■ you relative 
o the native character, yet they are not intended 
o deprive you of any privilege granted you by the 
iulhdrilies during your late visit here. A strict 
'.ompiiancu with the laws of this Republic it 
hat will l*» required of you.

And 1 beg, in behalf of the Government and 
people of Liberia, to tender their thanks to the do- 
nors, for their act of highly appreciated generoeity. 

I advised you, a few weeks ago, that the Bu- 
chanan Monument ' was raised during my visit to 
Bucbanra, in April ; and 1 promised to send you an 
account of the proceedings on the occasion, which 
promise I cow redtem. Wo feel inexpressibly 
grateful to you, and to all who have contributed in 
providing a monument to the memory of that great 
man. The monument prevents a lovely appearance 
on that cb.a; ming spot. J 

You will.have, no doubt, learned ere this reachee 
you, of the catastrophe on board ti c French ship 
Regina Cicli, commenced on the 0:h of April, in 
which all her crew that happened to be on board — 

11 excepting the Doctor, were murdered by the 

emigrants, and the veaeel taken posset sion of by 
Uem, which they retaioed until the 16th. She was 
rescued on the 16ih by the royal mail steamer 
and brought to thie port. I was absent 


that two of the five whom the captain charged with ; 
faUieg the mtulny, and with warder, have been w- 
teiled, tried, and honorably acquitted by « jury.' 

1 faring the rumination of witnesses, facto were 
elieitod placing it beyond doubt that the ship was 
prosecuting the slave-trade in diagniee, within the 
jurisdiction of the Republic, contrary to our laws. 

A true bill hat been found agaiaat her upon the 
above charge. However, before she was formally 
barged with being engaged in the atave trade 
though, not the least doubt, boost to her captain 
that ahe would necessarily be thus charged and 
tried — a French steam veaael-of-war ejected the 
Marshal of this Government from said ship, and 
forcibly and hurriedly carried her off, notwithstand- 
ing ahe waa libelled— without any notice to this 
Government of an intention to commit such an not 
of violence. 

1 have received of Rev. R. R. Gurley, Correspond 
ing Secretary, .copies of resolutions passed by the 
Board of Managers of the America Colonisation 
Society, relative to the formation of the New Jersey 
settlement in the interior of Bassa, which he has 
accompanied with several questiens. I hope, sir, 
that the New-York Rtate Society will unite with 
New-Jersey to sustain that noble enterprise. In 
fact, you cooperated in the incipient and sub.e- 
quent steps t.k^rn in the matter. You have el way a 
el pressed a desire, almost amounting to, anxiety that 
that charming site should be seleoted, at Mount 
Djoe, on the St. John’s, fifteen miles from the 
ocean ; and as I doubt not there will be a current 
of opposition, more or lees strong, against the early 
prosecution of the enterprise, 1 hope you will see 
and feel no inconsistency in urging the matter toes 
■peedy a consummation as possible. Seymour has 
to pass through this tract to reach hit Mission sta- 
tion, and, if a settlement was formed, would pass 
right through it, at it is immediately on the route. 

The Ocean Eagle arrived taat week, and I had 
the pleasure of yoar favor of the 4th alt. ; and was 
handed the same day, by the politeneee of Rev. 
Mr. McQueen, the package of thermometers, which 
will bo disposed of as suggested ; and I beg that 
yoa will tender thanks to Mr. Benjamin Swan for 
his liberality. They will be highly useful at those 
settlements, as well as to the yourg gentlemen’s lit- 
erary institutions. 1 think 1 have on a former oo- 
casion acknowledged the reoeipt of the map paper 
yon kindly eent for Seymour. I will safely retain 
it in possession for him, until he either comes or 
senda down. I am exceedingly gratified at the in 
tereat you take in Seymour’s efforts, and for the 
liberal encouragement contributed through you by 
several gentlemen, in furtherance of hie praiie- 
worthy efforts. 

The death of Mr. Phelps, President of your So- 
ciety, is much lamented in Liberia ; though I have 
had no personal acquaintance with him, yet I had 
been by reputation long impressed with the ster- 
ling character of his father, and have been pleased 
to learn that since the death of his father he had 
followed in his moral wake, to tuch satisfaction aa 
that it waa said tbnt he bore not Lin sire’s name tor 
naught. 

The present agricultural interest of Liberia is 
truly encouraging ; and our ensuing fair, to be held 
in December, promises much more than I would 
like to intimate in advance. How very eervieeable 
n few mtialt , with suitable inscriptions, would be at 
the nest fair, to be awarded to the most meritorious. 

If Divine Providence continues to smile on ua, 
there will be a commencement next year, however 
small, of exportations from Liberia to America and 
Europe, u^suoh agricultural products raised by the 
Americo- Liberians, m have never been attempted 
before, and whioh, I have no doubt, by proper en- 
couragement extended to our citisens, will rapidly 
increase annually.

Mi Diar Sir:— I t affords me muoh pleasure to 
drop you a line to congratulate you on the success 
whioh has attended your efforts in the advooacy of the 
chims of Liberia. I consider that a great point has 
been gained to Ihe cause of our common country, 
when the colored, people In the New-Eogland States 
turn their attention to our young Republic; and 
auch seems to be the case, a* I gather from the 
perusal of a letter of yours, that some thirty-fami- 
lies from that section will emigrate to Liberia dur- 
ing the coming fall season. Your knowledge of 
this country, its wants, and its resources, makes you 
well calculated to advise with, and recommend to 
all who aaay seek a home here, as to the most pru- 
dent and judioious course, in making preparations 
to live in Liberia. 

I do not know the intentions of your friends as 
to their employment when in Liberia, but there can 
be no harm in strongly impressing upon th^m the 
great importance of agriculture. Sir, we are a] 
century behind the age. For the last quarter of h 
century the Liberians have done nothing towsrde 
ing the resources of the country. We have 
a fine soil, incomparable, for jieldiag the richest 
prodaetkmsof the earth, and up to this time, wo 
hare permitted it to remain a wilderaeas. But 


brigfctar time* have come. The succts* attending 
our agriculturists in the maeufacturing of sagar 
and syrup, has stimulated assay of our good people 
to go end do likewise. It U now well established, 
that the growing of cane and its manufacture can 
be dene with far leas trouble and expense than waa 
tasi ?. opposed. Those who have experimented to 
the bestow* pronounce it to be both safe and profit- 
able. A vouch larger quantity of eiee has been 
planted this year than wt* last year, and the pleat- 
ing is still gsing on. 

Experiments, are sow beiug made throughout Li- 
beria with action seeds sent out from EagUnd two 
nraothx ago- the i-weon was nether too far ad- 
vanced, but considerable planting has been done, 
and some of tb* planters feel muoh encouraged at 
the appearance of their plants. 

We aje glad to hear of your bringing out a press, 
and your iatonriw cl publishing a paper to be called 
the “ Loae RU> . Our fri*»di arc highly delighted, 
and in aolidpalioe, they look to it for rectifying 
much that is wrong in our political Jiorison.

Mr. H. M. ScmarrsLiN : Hoar Sir : — The 
duplicate of your letter of April 6th, came to hand, 
per ship M. C. Stevens, on the 14th ult, from 
which I am to infer, that you had not up to that 
dale received in answer to the original, and I sup- 
pose the oauta was, that the steamer by which I 
mailed a letter to your addreaa waa lost, likewise 
the mail. However, by tl is 1 am happy to infoim 
you of the reception of your very kind letter. In 
relation to the mill, ao far I have managed to get 
her up, and, on the 10th lost., gave the machinery 
in part a trial, and found her to work well. There 
being no oane to grind this time of the season, 
msrely, for aaperiment, put in a few italkt of oane, 
and ehe certainly exoeeded my expectations— ex 
pressing, at least, 20 per oent. more jeioe from oane 
than the little mill done lest season, the oai 
ing out entirely dry. 1 waa unable to try the 
pumpa for two reasons : one, tor want of the lead 
pipe that has been ordered ; the other, for want of 
the bundle of 1 1 2 inch-pipe entered upon the bill 
of lading, but not come into my poi 
although Afr. Denari, the Soeitl/i Agtrt, has re- 
ceipted for the landing of it (lacking about 40 feet). 
Owing to some difference in the construotion of the 
mill from that of my plan, we also need 1-2 dosn 
elbows of same six* ; as there was no extra ones, we 
alao tried the olarifiera, and found them to work 
well, boiling water in some twenty minute*, with 
the high steam ; which will be certainly a valuable 
acquisition to anger makers or growers, in 
oounty — that being one of the greatest difficulties 
we had to labor under, no proper mode of clarify- 
ing effectually. The little mill done well last 
grinding up some 30 seres of cane, from which waa 
manufactured some 6000 gallons of syrup, and 8000 
poundi of sugar; and this season, I think that 
there will be some 60 acres to be ground, an in 
crease of at least 60 per cent in twelve months. This 
spoken of, is in the immediate neighbothood of the 
two mills, and I think I can safcly say, that there 
is under good cultivation in Moniterrado county, 
100 scree of cane. The Messrs. Cooper have en- 
gaged quite extensively in oane this year, and my 
intention is to do so .to the utmost extent of my 
means — which are somewhat limited, but my proa 
peo’.s are fair. Cane being the only thing I eipeet 
to engage in, except such articlss as are necessary 
on a small fanr. I have raised 1 1-2 setes of corn 
this season, producing about 20 barrels on the ear, 
of which I intend making meal ; and, for the first 
time, we have had a corn Au*4i»y, Gripping, and 
topping, in our neighborhood, and find that the 
blades serve as well for food ib thie country for cat- 
tle, aa ia America. I have replanted my oane, and 
think I have about 26 acre* of cane, though it has 
been adjudged 80 acre* by ear turotyon.

cultivation, at least All the article* sent to Mr. 
Richardson, my cousin, have been received by me 
since undertaking to put up the mill, of which 1 
should have advised you long era this, but supposed 
that Mr. Warner would have dona so, ha having 
I s more direct eqprcepoadeooe with yon. The lamps 
proved to be a splendid article for oil, superior to 
anything of the kind ever before the public The 
Coopers’ tools, instructions of mill and lime kilns, 
&c„ all came sals ti hand. The carts, as per in- 
voice, cam* not to head, and the captain say* they 
wars not pat on board. He says that ha landed at 
Cape Mount five carta, corresponding with thoee 
sj#enof. With but one exception, they were mark- 
ed for the McKay family, and landed for them. 

No news of importance, exoept that this last hard 
season has turned people’s attention more to farm- 
ing ; and now some of our ictaUkutt m*n are going 
into agricultural pursuits extensively, ia cotton, Ac., 
Ac.

• “ Since your departure from Liberia, 

a fact of very great importance has transpired. The 
French emigrant ship, Rtgino Cali, was ia the vi- 
cinity of RoberUport, Grand Gape Moaat, recruit 
ing laborers for the French Colonies. On ths 
Oih ult., a mutiny broke out ou board ; the emi- 
grants murdering ail the crew that were aboard 
(eleven). The doctor, whir was their favorite, they 
sent oo shore ; at the time, the Captain, French 
Government officer, end a few others, happened 
to be at Sogaree. When the news reached Mon- 
rovia, the Secretary of State made a requisition tor 
volunteers ; men volunteered to recapture the vs* 
sel ; but the Lark and our other larger boat* being 
away, they oould not be cooveyed to Oepe Mount. 
Ou the 14 th ulL, the mail steamer Stkiopt arrived 
in port; the Captain, on requisition from the 
French Consul, left for Cape Mount, and on the 
evening of the 16lh, towed the vessel into this har- 
bor ; he considered her his prise, and placed a prise 
officer on board. Of course, the French Captain 
(Simon) remonstrated against it, stating that the 
veaeel had not been abandoned.

-ood wii! toward all men. In abort, through the 
uulumrentatitj of the Colonization scheme, by the 
bleating of God attending it, a mighty w’flk has 
teen done, (>7 the laVablwhorent of Liberia, oe the. 
coast of Africa ; and the long vexed qet-lion has 
been settled, “ la the African capable of self-gov- 
ernment ?” 

Bat again, Ur. Douglass impugned the motive* 
of .thoec who the founders of the Colonisa- 

tion Society. Now, for my put, I think it wrong 
to impugn the motives of any man, or set of men, 
until their conduct givea evidence that their object 
is to deceive. Let ns examine the objection com- 
monly urged against the African Colonization 
scheme, by those persons who take the same view 
of that question, as our friend Mr. Douglass, and 1 
think likely pretty near the same as he urges ; that 
is, that the object of tho founder* waa merely to cot 
onize the free blacks, so aa to give better security 
locate property, and by this, to perpetuate sla- 
very. Now, sir, grant ibis to be the ewe (merely 
for the take of argument), and do you not see that 
they are striking the very deatb-blow to slavery t 
Why, sir, by this very course, they have, for aix 
hundred miles along the Western coast of Africa, 
broken up* the sl»ve-trade ? tho very thing which 
hu> bmi keeping slavery, alive in the United 
‘ SUvet. for years gone by. To illustrate this. If 
A or It is taken sick, he sends for a physician; 
when he comes, if he be is skillful physician, and 
the case be an urgent one, he will first administer 
something to relieve the pain ; then, the next thing 
is to inqiife into the case, and try if possible, to find 
out the scat of tho disease, and then apply reme- 
dies to remove the first . cause. If he sucoeed in 
reaching the cause of the disease, he then has it 
checked ; then he proceeds to remove the effects, 
until i he men is restored to his usual health. So, 
in like manner, slavery is a disease which has af- 
fected cur whole race for centuries gone by. Not 
only the enslaved, but every son and daughter of 
Africa feels its galling chain, and ever since its first 
outbreak, philanthropists have been laboring to 
check its progress, but hsvo failed to accomplish the 
matter. Thank God, the Colonisation scheme has 
struck right at the seat of the disease. They have 
Sttacli«d'ttIC i ’ dPB, Arid »hnr conquered, 
he w .11 cense to do harm. Dry up the fountain at 
its head, and then the streams will ceaso to flow. 
Not only has it aflecUd tho slave-trade, but it baa 
been tbo instrument in the band of God, to oarry 
the gospel to that benighted people, and through 
ad by it tho people of Liberia have been enabled 
to hurl back with disdain, tho foul ' slander, that 
the African is incapable of self-government, and is 
not susceptible ot improvement. For a proof of 
:his, we need only to read the history of Liberia 
and of her men. Take the Message of £x. Presi- 
dent Huberts, or of President Benson, and compare 
with some of the Messages of our Ameiican Presi- 
dents, and then tell me if the black it not a man in 
Liberia. Here let me aak the'qurUioo, What are 
we here, even tho most favored of us ? I answer, 
nothing but hewers of wood, and drawers of water. 
Perhaps some of us may get to be editors, lawyers, 
doctors, farmers, or mechanics ; if we ere, let us go 
where our influence will be felt, and where we can 
establish a nationality for ourselves and our poster- 
ity. But Mr. Douglass says ^e want no separate 
nationality in Africa. Now, let me tell tho gentle 
min, when he uses the term uv, that there is a 
goodly number, at leaal in Western Pennsy lvania, 
that be need not inolude in that we. Perhaps we 
are not ao far advanced as some of our brethren in 
ihe East ; well, I will admit that we hare not got 
so far on in pur expeditious of taking the coutrol 
of the American Government inour own hand ; but, 
Mr. Editor, that, reminds me of what the boy said, 
when the Devil was shewing tho hog : '• *nore noitt 
; han wocl.”

Tbe proceedings which have taken place la J* 
maioa on this sufoect are beginning to receive the 
attention of the K.igiiaS press. A gentleman, (tamed 
Dutton, represented as a visitor from New-Odean't. 
ia foremost in the movement, and is said to have 
obtained the favorable consideration of the Cavern- 
sod influential men of the Lined. He propo.ae 
obtain emigrants from Louisiana, in considerable 
numbers, at au expense not exceeding twenty dob 
lars per heed — the emigrant to receive, as an ia 
ducement, a free pa*Mg« and grants of crown land, 
after three years industrial residence in the Island. 
This plan is urged, not only on the snore of economy . 
but in consideration of the superior character and 
qualifications of the graduates of American plants 
lion*, compared with the native Afrioans or Coolie*. 

TL* great deficient; of labor iu Jamaica is shown, 
by the Tact that $50ir,000 was appropriated for tbe 
introduction of entrants from abroad — $100,000 
of which ia set apart for East India emigrants, and 
an equal amount for Chinese. 

The oecond scheme for enticing free blacks from 
tbe U ainvl S.hUh, to which allusion is imtde above, 
is represented by two agina of Emperor Soulouquo; 
of ILyti, who are already in St. Louis for the pro- 
secution of their objects — whch are represented 
to be two fold, vis. : 1st, to impress upon the mer- 
chants of Boston and NewYoik a sense of the ad- 
vantages of closer commercial relation* between 
them and Hay ti ; and veoondlv. to induce a migra- 
tion of the free blacks of the United States to tho 
dominant of his dark Majesty the Emperor. 

We apprehend that both of these projects will 
result in failure. Tbe free colored people of the 
United States, if they leave the country at all, will 
be much more likely to join their brethren in the 
'Liberian Republic, with ample scope for enterprise 
and .expansion, and a destiny which may be at 
brilliant as that of the ‘ monster Republic" itself, 
than to plaoe themselves on an island in mid-ocean. 
Once on the African shore, they can choose “ Ex- 
celsior” for their motto, and exclaim “the boundless 
continent is ours .” — Journal of Commerce.

1‘ E N T K COSTAL SEASONS. 

The 14th of M»y, 1854, will never he forgotten 
by himself, or the churoh at Kvw Mendi. The 
memory of that d«y will ever call forth the wAraest 
emotions of gratitude and praise ; and cheer and 
encourago tha heart when disposed to despond, 
and cry, “41y whom *hall Jacob now arise, fbr 
Jacob’s friend* are few ?” God came down in the 
rioh display of grace ; and showed to all, that “ It 
is not by might, nor by power, but by his Spirit 
I preached in the morning from the E ghih Com- 
mandment There was evident solemimy among 
all. In P. M. the teacher went to the villages, and 
had an excellent time. 1 sought rest till Sunday- 
school was neatly through ; then went in, and cate- 
chised them on the lesson. 

•Before the evening meeting, felt ptotliarly pressed 
in spirit, and weut to meeting expecting n blessing. 
Preached from, “Gome, for nil things arc now 
ready,” and showed ihitUod had done all heoould\ 
do for their salvation— “ ull things were ready’’— 
and invited those who wished the blessing* of sal- 
vstion to come forward. A few cams. I said to 
the rest, in deep agony of soul, “ And do tbe rest 
say, ‘ I pray thee have mo excused ?’ Well, it is 
not said to me, but to Q>d. Let us pray.” And 
soon there waa a crash, and sudden power filled the 
room. They began to weep aloud ; and there waa 
a tush forward of many who came bowing on their 
knees, and ctying for mercy. . The whole houae 
was greatly moved. .The Divine influence came 
upon us, " like a rushing mighty wind," oauaing 
agitation, trembling, and deep conviction of ain. 

The old interpreter was “ filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” and wrestled wilh God .for bleitingt of 
salvation. II* cried out, “ If theta wre any back- 
slider*, or 8*bbilh-brcHk«r*, or whoremonger*, or 
liar*, or thieve*, or country-fashion men, or idola- 
ters, etc., let them come now — Christ is ready to 
bfeua them." 

Mauy prayed with such wrestling* for sinnsr* aa 
1 had not before heard at K»w Mendi. The feeling 
rose higher and higher — ’.he excitement increased 
— ‘.ho multitude wero crying for mercy, till tha 
plain was a perfect “ Bochim.” All, from the 
oldest to the youngest, wero electrified, either *hb 
agonizing dis’.resa Tor sin, or unspeakable joy at the 
gracious vista* ion, and manifest presence of God. 
One in the street wav heard screaming ia agony, 
“ O God ! have mercy on me ! O God ! have meroy 
on me! I am a very nicked woman." 

Crowds of those who usually cam* not to the 
meeting, came running together aud filled the home 
and windows. Sitters wh > did not feel able to be 
out in the evening, battened to the place to talk 
with the anxiou*. We walked around among them, 
and tried to point them to Jesus, as a Stviour ready 
pardon. 

The members of the church were greatly blessed, 
and w tut rou d tick ng to sinner* in M*-ndi— ex- 
horting them toimmuoiite repentanoe. Many who 
bad never manifested any special z al, now became 
eh qutul and a aloui ; and seem* d-to gain more 
uputiual knowledge and growth in giace in one 
hour, than under months of common instruction. 
At first it came upon us so suddenly and uutx 
pooled, 1 was w. II n-gh frightened myttlf ; but soon 
fell, “ it ia the Lord,” and rej'iiced lu hi* presence. 
At length, by singing, the noise (caused by ao many 
cryiug for mney ) ceoted ; and < be old interpreter 
U>kedloog sad eloquently, in M-nd*, to them; ts- 
horting sinners to repentance, and Gnristiaut to 
faithfulness. I, also, talked and prayed ; and thus 
closed Iheenost wonderful meeting ever had al Kaw 
Mendi. Alt felt that it was good to be there ; sod 
I desired that Jrsua wnu'd steady the ark, aod by 
hi* Spirit lead bmighted soul* to himself ; aod give 
wisdom and grace o instruct them aright In the 
way of eternal life. 

The next evening, the honse was fall, and nn 


abated interest manifested. Number* prayed, a»d J 
many spoke of the last evening— that they then felt 
the power and love of God, as they never before 
did, and had the sure evideuoe that religion was 
true indeed. They spoke of the exceeding pre- 
donssm of the Saviour to their *dule, and it was 
manifest that the Cuuroh had received a rioh imp 
li»tn ; while a number spoke of their giving up ail 
to Christ, for the firel time, and finding peace with 
God. One went home to L-il her old mother and 
friend* what God had done for ber soul ; and others 
were unable to work for a day or two. from an 
overflowing fullness of joy end happiness. Indeed, 
it was a lime of genua* rejoicing among ChtLtians, 
nii. feeling that Christ had come among them, 
waiting to be gracious, and that sinners must turn 
to him 

While church members and converts were thus 
rtjcicszg, some of the wicked oalled them foolish, 
cr.say, etc , and looked on with aUooiahment. 

Tfie change ia the sohocl was as manifest as 
ia other places. Tbe ohildren were more orderly, 
(«nde no trouble, and studied with more interest. 

The a*v Wednesday P. M., had a most precious 
class-meeting ; new convert* present, and a pleas- 
ing *U» of fueling. 

TUB pfUYSR-MKXm'D, AND VAAIOUS REMARKS 

That evening, the prayer-meeting waa one of 
great inter eat. It was a blessed season, long to be 
(emembered. The Spirit waa evidently present. 
Nine persons prayed, and nearly twenty spoke, ek 


pressing the joy of their hearts. They spoke cxoel- 
lenity. It did my toul much good to hear them. 
It was hard to leave the place, even late in the 




log on my head pressing me down, so that I could 
hardly stand or look up. It waa my sins. Mv 
guilt appeared so groat, that if 1 had not found 
relief.

iMEBICA VISITED FROM AFRICA BEFORE 

ceLvmva 

Ma-ny years ago, iu opening a mound or ancient 
burial place on Grave Greek, Virginia, an oral stone 
was found, with three lines of inscription iu some 
written language. 

W. B. Hodgson, Esq., of Savannah, for a while 
consul of the United States in Barbara, North 
Africa, and now of the city of New-York, assigned 
it to a Numidian origin in his Notes on “ North Af- 
rica,” and said : 

“Near one of the skeletons in the upper vault 

ta found the stone in question, with three lines 
of alphabetic characters. It is of an oval form, 
three-fourths of an inch thick, and its material is a 
fine sand stone. This is the only example, I be 
lievc, of anoient alphabetic inscription in North 
America. The inscriptions on the Dighton rock 
aud the pictorial writing of Mexico and Yucatan are 
svmbotio, not alphabetic. The history of this tri- 
ahnear lapidary inscription -I had at first regarded 
aa apochivphsl. Mr. Schoolcraft baa, however, 
confirmed it and described the stone. Who was 
the gorgeous chieftain whose engraved signet was 
found by his side? Did he com* from the Canary 
islands, where the Numidian characters and lan- 
guage prevailed? Shall we reour to the lost 
Atlantis ? Could any of the Oarthsgenian or Afri- 
can vessels, which usually visited the ‘ Forluuate' 
or Canary islands, have been carried to the New 
World I The peopling of Amerioa is quite ai likely 
to be due to Arrioa ana Europe to Aaia. His- 
tory preserves the memory of the circumnavigation 
of Arrioa by several expeditions. The Periplus of 
Hanno, the Carihageman, waa the subjvot of a 
written narrative. With these historical indica- 
tions that the Atlantio wa« in early figes navigated 
by Mediterranean vessel*, I find uo difficulty in 
tuppoai n g the stone in question to have been brought 
thence.”

Colored Schools i* Ohio.— W. 8. Buley, edi- 

r of'I'As Fret South.it traveling in Ohio and 
Indiana. He writes as follows : 

In our brief tour thus for (Richmond, Ind.). we 
viriled the colored school at Ilorveytburg, Ohio, 
and were astonished to eee the elegant penmanship of 
the scholar*. The teachers are one white man and 
one colored, whose name we do not now recollect 
lu Xenia, the colored people have erected a most 
beautiful brick church, ana are battening iko com- 
pletion of the inside carpenter-work, painting, fire. 
At the Wilberforee University, a beautiful place,eiiu- 
ated about three mile* northeast of'Xenia, 0„ are 
about one hundied pupils, mainly the children of 
Southern slaveholder*. It is somewhat strange to 

that slaveholders are, in the main, anxious to 
extend slavery over free territory, and yet are glad 
to tend their children into free 8iates to be edueit- 

ed. (To aave them this trouble, they should pass 
a law for all the children of slaveholders to hsve 
free access to the publio or ppvste schools ia the 
Southern States.) The children, however, are not 
to blame for their condition, and we are proud to 
see the sweeping progress they are making in learn- 
ing, under the superintendence of Professor R. 8. 
Rust, a most amiable gentleman, of Manchester, N. 
U. May hi* philanthropy, and devotion to the 
equ'ality of mind, receive the approbation and coope- 
ration of all good people I”

Previous to her departure for Africa, 
she was subjected to a trial trip, when she made 
the satisfactory average speed of twelve to thirteen 
miles an hour.

Cotton and Slavery. — David Gbristy, E*q., 
gave a lecture on Monday evening before the Afri- 
can Civil-xatioo Society, on the Relation ^ Cotton 
to Slave and Free Labor in tbe Betheud* Cot: j 
gational Church. He endeavored to tbow that 
slavery in the South is dependent on the profitable 
production of cotton there, and that it will abolish 
itself k* icon a* cotton can be jpbduoed elsewhere 
in sufficient quantities, at leM'prioes than it can be 
by slave labor. He retommended emigration, for 
tho purpose of raising cotton, to Yoruba, in Africa.

Slavert in Delaware. — One of the Delaware 
papers ho* reoenlly come out with a longhand 
earnest editorial in uvor of the abolition of slavery 
in that State.

Whether they go to Liberia, or to Yorubs, or to Gaboon, or 
to Accra, we hold it a duty of the friends of colonisation to aid 
the^r. All Africa needs the safeguard of civilised settlements 
from America to ward off the slave-trade, and diffuse peace, com- 
Bierce, and Christianity. 

The Board of Managers have now over forty applicants for 
amigralioo.

The Utter will 
lurn that senatorial dignity, however supercilious, caniot pro 
tect nor julify a calumny. 

We exceedingly regret that our limited space excludes this 
able expat 6 of the whole affair of the Region Casli, ns preset, ted 
by Mr. Latrobe.

(OnFILSOBV COLONISATION. 

Pasnara no other objection to the plana of the Colonisation 
Societies of this country— we mean the American Colonisation 
Society, and iU auxiliary Bute Colonisation Societies -Baa been 
to forcible in arouaiog the hostility of the free colored people to 
these Societies, u the one based on the idea that "a forcible 
and compulsory exile to Africa of ail colored men wu intended.” 

In vain we denied that the Society had any such purpose — 
aad pointed to the fact that the Society only dealt with volun- 
tary cmigranU. The fact that, here and there, tome advocate 
of coloniution had uttered suoh an idea, wu considered ground 
sufficient to condemn and suspect all friends of colonisation. 

In reference to such laws u seemed designed to expel or repel 
colored men from ceitain fice States and Territories, we have 
heretofore declared that the ColonUstiop Society and its sup- 
porters would not defend or approve, or be held responsible for 
them. 

We were pot a little astonished, Iheiefote, to find a communi- 
cation in Mr. Burriu’s semi monthly, of December 4tb, signed 
by Vi. H. Kinney, of Morrow', Ohio, boldly advocating such n 
policy. The writer favors Mr. Burritt's idea of compensatory 
emancipation, but would have the affair conducted in the follow- 
ing order : 

1. Select a location for the African population of onf country 
in Africa. 

2. Sweep every colored individual in the fiee States to 
Africa. 

3. Buy up the slaves, 'and let them be/uroWy transported to 
the place selected. 

The writer trits to justify his plans, first, because, by the Deed 
Scott decision, the colored people are alien*, and cot citisens ; 
and, second, on the ground that the white and black races are 
two distinct races, and cannot both live together. 

If wo were utonished at such a communication, we were none 
the less that Mr. Burritt sent it forth without comment or oppo- 
sition. Io the Horih and South, of December 25th, we are 
hnppy to find a leader of more tLan one column in length, in 
reply to Mr. Kinney's proposition, which, if space allowed, we 
would transfer to our journal. It stalea objections to the sdheme 
as follows : 

1. At uvoring too much in principle and sentiment of the 
M white man, and party” doctrine. 

2. That it would be quit* out of place for the North to swesp 
off tb« coloted race from their midst, inasmuch as they weie 
chiefly the guilty parties in sweeping the coast of Africa of the 
slaves whose ohildien are now here.

3. Impracticable : No such measure cm be ordered or exe- 
cuted. The sentiment of the North would not now tolerate 
suoh laws — and this sentiment is becoming all the time more 
humane. 

Vie heartily endorse the argument of Mr. Burritt so far as 
our own, and wish the holders of such views ae Mr. Kinney's 
may all meet as able opponents. Let colonisation go no farther 
than the spontaneous desire of bettering their condition or of 
doing good may indnoe individuals to volunteer to emigrate. 

We entirely dissent from Mr. Burritt, however, in the opinion 
which he puts forth se follows :

spectable colored persons of New-York to Liberia, and will take 
several missionaries to the ooxa^. 

Tbe Commercial Company of colored men, to whom no re- 
ferred in our December Number, is makieg progress, and have 
a prospect of taking with them an iron steamer. On the first 
of May, the noble Paeket, M. C. Stevens, will sail from Balli- 
■ore, and with her fine accommodations, and from the growing 
■forest about Africa among tbe Northern colored people, we an- 
ticipate she will go full.

If the free Slates swept Africa of her population, and inflicted 
upon her all the erils and wrongs so graphically set forth by 
Mr. Burritt why can they not “ be persuaded to enact a bill 
offering to pay the passage of such persons of color as might be 
disposed to emigrate to Afrioa of their own free will V’ 

Surely the claim of simple justice, such ae this would be, 
ought not to be denied.

Tbe reel ground of refusal to enact anoh laws, hitherto, has 
been the conuction, that the mass of tbe free colored population 
not only did not desire to go back, but were unwilling that any 
should bn aided.

ing Secretary of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions. 

A pamphlet bearing tha abovs title, “ republished from the 
Pnnc* km Repertory," hu been bended to ne by u friend, with 
a request that it may be noticed in tbe CWntrartoa Journal. 

Vie must confess to onr surprise at some portions of the essay, 
while its general object of awakening a deeper interest in African 
Missions bu onr most hearty approval. " 

After briefly alluding to the magnitude of -the field ita 

numerous population — the difficulties and dangers of the work, 
and the importance of the queutione he is to diaouss, the author 
statee them u follows :

Here we make our fii^t complaint of Vhe author. While he 
hu not staled what plan is now punned, he deman£| to know 
whether any other plan can be punuad. As we u Defers tend the 
history of the tfforU and plant of our Church, colonisation was 
the first plan adopted by it for reaching Africa with the Gospel. 
In the year 1810, -the General Assembly paaaed a resolution, 
recommending the Colonisation Society to the prayers and bene- 
fae lions of all its Church, not only u calculated to benefit the 
free colored emigrants, but aa aa instrument to break down the 
slave-trade, and a means of diffusing tha Gospel in Afrioa. And 
often, eince it begrfn to send white missionaries, it hu reiterated 
the ume sentiment. 

Another plan proposed, and now being attempted by Di. Liv- 
ingstone, ie to awaken a spirit of industry among the Borotce 
negroes of the upper valley of the Zambesi*, by encouraging tbe. 
culture of cotton, and thus preventing the slave-trade. Again, 
in this country and in Africa, several institutions have been en- 
dowed or planned, to educate and train young colored men for 
the btntfit of Africa especially. At the very tbreshbold ol bis 
disoussion, the author was bound to have defined bis meaning, 
and let his reader definitely know to what pish he referred in 
hie question. 

Again, we objeqt to his mingling so many questions together 
us are contained in the quotation above made. The answer of 
one of these questions is not necessarily an answir to all or any 
other. 

Who ever, for instance, made an affirmative reply to this 
question : " Are they (white men) to be exonerated from doirg 
anp thing in this work, because it is attended with hardships and 
perils ?” No Christian can claim exemption from the woik, on 
account simply of hardships. Every Christ! >n would scout such 
au idea. Yet it does not follow but that, for many reto.oi.a, 
colored men may be employed- in this woik chit fly. While men 
may judge that the millions of Chins, and Tartary, and Tmkey, 
and Persia have a prior and higher eleim, while so many of tbe 
African race already converted might be better employed in 
Africa. 

But let us heir Mr. Wilson answer hie own question*. First, 
be says “ The colon's ition scheme cannot do it.” This Is a 
clear proposition, aod yet it is manifest Mr. Wilson mistakes its 
scope. AU he says in explanation and support of it refers aim- 
ply to Liberia. Wo object to this line of argument that it is 
quite too narrow. 

Liberia does not exhaust the colonix ition scheme, any more 
than the feeble Missions at Corisco and Gaboon exhaust the 
Missionary scheme. Both schemes are capable of indefinite ex- 
tension. If Liberia has no harbors, other Christian colonies can 
be located which will have them. If it is small, it can be en- 
larged. In one word, Yor ubs, Gaboon, Coritc), and many other 
points, might advantageously be colonised, greatly to tbe ad- 
vantage of the work of Christian Missions. To prote or assume 
the weakness of Liberia, docs not sustain Mr. Wilson's proposi- 
tion M announced. 

We have, however, a yot greater objection to th; remarks 
made in support of this proposition. We think they most un- 
justly and mistakenly exaggerate the weakness and defects of 
Liberia and ita population. For instanoe, he states the namber 
of natives with whom they are brought to contact at 100,000. 
We have no doubt 500,000 is much nearer the correct number. 

His description of the Missionary is altogether too high-wrought 
Ha quite overlooks the Scripture idea, that God useth the weak 
things of this world to confound the mighty. If none are fit for 
missionaries but such ss are competent to do the work be aaeigna, 

I fear not many even white men esn be found. But Mr. Wilson 
well knows that, as sooo as he himself arrived in Africa to do the 
missionary wotk, he formed a school of fifteen native boya, to 
train aa teachert and miteiouanet. He did not expect them to 
be competent to meet the highest work. Could he not just as 
well, and with much more of health and strength, have taught 
a class of colored youth at Oxford, Pennsylvania, who would 
have been quite free from the superstitious and heathen social 
influences which the youth he trained necessarily felt f 

And If Liberian* are so utterly incompetent, why is every 
laborer there, with but one exoeption, taken from Liberia!* Who 
is Father Simon Harrie ♦ Who is Elward Blydea ! >Who is 
Brskine 1 Who is McDonough ? 

The Gospel ministry it arduous enough to tax tha powers of 
an angel, bat God chose the fishermen of Galilee, aa better in- 
atrumenU than the wisest Pharisee. 

But not content with this charge of general incompetence, Mr. 
Wilson, is if fearing that tome credit should remain for Liberia, 
crowns his work of depreciation as foiiotrt :

The Myfeionsry So ielies would do well to 
devote {their chitf attention to the heaihin, and devolve more 
the burthen of eusUiuiag their educational and religions ii.sti 
Irons upon the Liberians th to they have hitherto done. Tb 
have in some htsUncea inflicted an injury by over kindness. \ 
have no doubt that, as in firmer year*, Anthony Williams, Kf' 
Johnson, Collin Teage, John Ueevy, Lot Cary, and many oil 
preached the Gospel with eucces*, without any salary from to 
•ionvry Bauds— so row, many others would continue to pr«e 
the Gospel, if their missionary stipends were withdrawn.

What arc we to understand by ” an idea often entertained, 
but hitherto without nttr decided succeta ?” 8uco?u is predi- 
cated of efforts, not of idea*. If, M we suppose, the writer ah 
leges that many attempts to establish seminaries io ibis country , 
to train colored missionaries for Abies, have been without mo 
cess, we ask for information aa to when, and where. 

Leaving this vague statement, the Ashmun Institute at Ox- 
ford, Pennsylvania, U referred to as “ promising much more en- 
oouragiog results.” Here, again, the author perplexes us. To 
what other results does he refer, with which to compare these 
of the Ashmun Iusiitue ? If we raid farther, even these 
"promising results” include " no very esily or promising results 
so far as Africa is concerned.” Whit results then ara so pr«i 
ising? Why some "blessiog to the black population of thir 
country, if its founders’ plans are carried out." 

It would puxxle a Philadelphia lawyer to reconcile' these sen 
Uncos with one another, or with the feels. One would suppeme 
that the Institute was chiefly and primarily intended to train 
young men for this country. This ie not the fact. On the con 
trary, our memory is very distinct that in lbs circular of tbe 
oommittee, who were appointed hy the New-Caslle Presbytery 
to obtun a charter and funds for the Ashmun Institute, “ pro- 
viding preachers and teachers-for the colored population in our 
own oountry is the seoondary and least important view of their 
plan — while their first, the grand idea was to prepare aa agency 
for evangelising Africa. And practically is not this already the 
roaolt T Ara not the two young urea lately licensed by the New- 
castle Presbytery, ea the first fruiu of the Ashmun Institute aad 
earnests of iU future, looking to Afriotas their great field of . 
labor 1 Yea, is not ooe of them from Liberia for the purpoxe of 
being educated for African missionary work ? Mr. Wilson is mis 
taken in ita early result, and iaiimvtea erroneously the objects 
iSf its found* ra. ^ 

Nor do we agree to the implied assumption, that for the work 
of translations and results of scholarly learning, whites alone are 
or can be oompoteat, or that enough oolorad youth can be trained 
for the fold. At the Fourah Bay Institute, Sierra Leone, there 
ara a number of promising African youth training for mwetooary 
work, wirn ara exercised in reading the Greek, Arabic, and He- 
brew, and reported quite proficient. 

Tbe Alexander iiigh-achiol, at Monravia, Liberia, is now 
fought by a black man, Mr. Edward lily den, whose foresee 
tenoher, Rev. D. A. Wilsoo, remarked of him, that he <wmb ■ 
fine eritioal Greek and Lario scholar, and had developed a re- 
markable genius for languages. If one African has, ia a few 
yean, made suoh. attain aural* under teachers— whoa* ill health 
often inter upted their labors, and has finally forced them to a ra 
luctaat abandonment of the field, what reason have we to doebr 
that haodrada of eoiored young men can be trained at Oxford- of 
equal talent aad promise, who would' bo competent for any 
proper foreign missionary work ? We know none. We heartily 
wish that our Presbyterian Churches would look up pioue 
oolorad youth, aod at once place a class of fifty in thi* Institute 
with a direct view to the vent field so well described by tbe 
author. 

O* another point in the extract above made we take issue with 
the author : "Colored men, brought up and tducaitd ia thin 
oountry, are liable to tbe same cannelure in passing through the 
pro see s of eoniimetion in Africa, that white men ate.” 

We Nndereinnd the author to aaerrt. that colored men jet— 
to Afrioa from the United .Statee eneouater danger of das 
tfually ae muck ae white men.

A letter from Bishop Weeks 
hiving been left utfinished nt the time of his death, gives a 
ntphio picture of the work of the Mission, nnd of his own Chris- 
tian spirit. It was dated Akropong, February, 1867 : 

On Christmas Day, and the day after, soon after breakfast, the 
ommuuicants and pandidates from Ake nnd the other, churches 
in and near Ahbeokuta, men nnd women, and. their children, bc- 
ttt to nssemk'e, to pay their respects to us.

I had visited him once or twice before, and had conversation 
will) him. I few minutes after, I went to teo him, and found 
him laboring under great uneasinesa and pain. He appeared to 
have a thorough conviotion of the vanity of idols, aod of the 
need of pardoh as a lost and helplesa creature in the sight, of 
God. Ho told me that he had shaken off his confidence in Ifa, 
etc , since some years before, and would have professed Ids faith 
of lire book religion since then, bad it not been for the combina- 
tion the Ogboni made to kill him should he venture it. But 
since the return of Dasalu he had commenced coming to church 
agaiD. Though laboring under great weakness, his countensnce 
was composed. 1 asked him several questions, which he answered 
satisfactorily. Having explained to him the depravity and con- 
dition of our fallen nature, and the need of pardon, the nature 
and benefit of baptism, and found that ho placed his entire reli 
ance on the mercy of God through Christ, as a helpless creature, 
and determined to dio with Ilia name in his mouth, or, while 
alive, to call upon or look to noue but Him, I could not deny 
him the privilege. Ibualu having collected together some of 
our member* who wero piescnt at home, about twelve of them 
in number formed our little congregation. A while cloth being, 
spread cu the table iu the piazza, there tho ordinance was per- 
formed, and I baptized him by the uame of Simeon. The cere- 
mony being over, we all kuelt down, and ! committed his soul 
to God, with whom ho had entered into covenant by baptism. 

Mr. Buckloy thus takes advantage of his Manchester experi- 
ence in cotton business :

It was truly effecting and interesting to be told hy one nud 
mother from among these Christian groups, who had been lib- 
rated by our Government, nud located for a time in Sierra 
Leone, but who hxd now tetuir.cd to fatherland, several of them 
to embrace their dear parent or parents, or relatives nnd fiietds

day-school" — ** You, sir, instructed me in ,the Christian religion,

My dear friend, the Rev. C. T. Frey, had far more of these 
touching i e-cognitions than mjself, as the meinbcis of the Yoruba 
iiibe were more numerous iu and near NYa.etloo, Mr. Frey's sta- 
tion, than any other part of the colony. Many a lime, during 
my residence iu St. Thomas’, I, imbeth, did I cherish iho secret 
desiie to pay a visit to Ahbeokuta ; yet not daring to hope to 
have it gratified, and how far less that I should be here perform- 
ng the holy duties of chief pastor of Christ’s flock ! 

Marvellous ate Thy ways, O Thou King of sainta ! ’ 

Mr. Townsend thus describes the general slate of his district, 
■September 26, 1867:

Mr. Townsend notices the first attempt of the converts to send 
the Gospel to their heathen countrymen : 

A} ril 13. — Met the communicauU this morning about making 
i collection, and to choose one of their number to send out as 
tlveir messenger to teach some of the kAlben who are destitute 
>f the Gospel. Tney retq» uded liber ally to my appeal, and col- 
ve ed enough to pay nu agent for live month*. It was also 
Agreed that thetr ageut should be sent to Alawe, a small town 
Where them ire always a number of strangers gathered together 
fr.iru lhadau, Ijeye, and place, bejoud. It U a small beginning. 
We look to the Lord to increase our means *»d gtv* a bleatug 
to our feeble efforts. 

The Rev. C. A. Gollmer describes another feature of 
oaatoral work in the native church at Abbeoketa : 


On our way wo had to pass the house of the chief trader of 
Ikenku. We called to see him. Ho received us in a very kind 
manner, gave us kola nut, and said lie was glad wo had called. 

I noticed that ho had a largo quantity of cotton packed, and ap- 
parently ready for sending off. He, seeing that I was uolicing 
if, asked me if it was not good to tell cotton. I told him it was 
a good and hoi est way of trading, and was much belter than 
dealing in slaves, no thin b. g«n to tell of the time when he 
lived at Whydah, at Badsgry, and Lagos, and dealt in slaves. 
“ Then,” ho said, “ we thought the Portuguese yere our best 
friends, because they bought the slaves from us, and gave us 
plenty of money, rum, and brandy, etc. But, by and by, the 
English sent ships, which took the Portuguese thips.and slaves. 
Thru they gave up buying, and left us. Now, we thought, every 
thing is going wrong with us, and the English are our enemies. 
Evtry thing became very dear. After a timo tbo English came 
nnd told u* they wished to do us good. We did not believe 
them, for wo thought they were our enemies ; but now they 
have been with us a long lime, and we havo proved them to he 
our best friends.” ‘ In this strain he went on for some time. 
After having spoken to liim of those things that pertain to the 
soul's evcrlastiug welfare, and urged him lo partake of the spirit- 
ual as well at the temporal advantages which the English had 
placed in hit reach, I returned home.

It has, also, been the means of helping me in tho lan- 
guage, directing, xs I have done for a greater put of tho time, 
tho men engaged in the work, who cannot speak Englith, and 
bringing me into contact with people whom otherwise I should 
not have seen. 


receive the value of it, when told, in a return of Manehnter and 
other English goods. Mr. Clegg bat stated that be has received 
above 150,00.0 pounds of clean cotton, which baa been sold at a 
good price in Mancheater; besides various other African pro 
ductioas. About 160 cotton gins have been sold to the natives. 
The whole of these transactions are conducted by natives. The 
superintendent of the Industrial Institution in Abbeokula, is Mr. 
Henry Robbio, who was brought over from Sierra Leone, and 
trained for the work by Mr. Oiegg, at Manchester, at the expense 
of the Afrioan Native-Agency Committee. The following ex- 
tract from one of his communisalions will show that he has not 
merged bis character as an agent of a Missionary Society in hie 
commercial relations. Writing under the date 1st August, 1867,

Amidst all my temporal labora, I lose no opportunity in speak- 
ing to tha people about tha salvation of their souls,' at you will 
sen by an incident or two in the report. Though I am a layman 
in the Miision, yet I do not consider ipyself one whoee duty is 
so limited as not to assist in the spreading of the Goepel, when 
I have the chance of doing ao. , I consider the extension of the 
oauae of God, especially in this my country, in every respect my 
bounden duty, and, by God's help, rest assured that I am not 
behind those who are directly employed as teachers of the Gos- 
pel. With regard to Sunday school*, if there is any one who la 
interested in them, I am one. The industrial boys are all stay- 
ing with me at the same house, and are, I believe, very com- 
fortable. I endeavor always to tesch them, pot only of things 
profitable to their bodies, but alto to their souls ; showing them, 


at the tame' lime, the wohhleasness of every instruction they 


mAy receive, without first seeking the kingdom of God and 
righteousness. They every morning attend the early prayers at 
church (conduoted by the schoolmaster) ; commence their busi- 
ness every day at half past six o'clock ; night school* four days 
in the week, at seven o'clock P. M., by the schoolmaster ; resid- 
ing of the Holy Scriptures, and prayers at home, every evening, 


just at nine o’clock. I pray and trust that God will bleu us To 
our spiritual and temporal labor, and enable us to continue: the 


sowing of the good seed until the evening.

There ere, besides many other large towns towards the east 
paying tribute to Ibadan, which are wai^jig for us. 

There was of late a high cfficer elected in Ibadan, who haa 
vary much influence pport the chiefs and the people, and be in 
very kind to us. He teems to me- to be more intelligent than 
most of the chjefi. I was astonished at his remarks eboet our 
work, when I visited birp the first time. Ha promised to utc all 
his influence in order to promote oUr work

OYO, HOY’ A I. RESIDENCE. 

This out-sUtion is important as the residence of the Yoruba 
king, whoce supremacy is acknowledged hy all the kings of the 
different Yoiuba tribes, as Ahbeokuta, Ijaye, Ibadan, Illorin, etc. 
Mr. Townsend thus describes a visit he paid to Oyo in June 
last : — v 

June 22. -r— Started for Oyo, and arrived safe. Kept service 
on the 2 1st. Next day we visited the king, Mrs. Townsend with 
me. to give our present in person. We refused to allow our 
host lo give it privately. The Ten Commandments were read 
to the king, which he said be would receive. We bad much 
conversation aboul-lhe desirableness of lawful commerce. He 
was rather , surprised to hear that cotton waa a valuable article 
of trade. He wished to have a cotton gin, as also did Are, at 
Ijwye. 

June 26. — We fixed upon a large piece of ground on the 
southeast side of the town as a site for a station ; it is on the 
highest part of a hill, the ground sloping down from it to a 
brook, on the opposite side of which is another hill, on which 
the town is chiefly built. This morning I sent all our carriers 
to the bush to cut materials for a house, and some laborers that 
I hired to clear the ground. 

July. — We are trying to get a house erected at Oyo ; I hope 
lo put things in such a tram as will enable the visitor to carry 
the work on. At present I feel it necessary to use all my time 
upon this place and Iiein, without going further. I shall, how- 
ever, be free, I hope in my own mind, lo embrace what openings 
a good Providence may afford, and teceive wisdom and graoe to 
do wbat God would have me do in this matter ; but at present 


feel inclined lo try to get ihese tao places established aa ata- 
lions, before liking another step in advance. 


NOHMAI. SCHOOL. 


The Noimal School haa been under the care of a European, 
Mr. Ktrkbam, who was instiucted in Highbury Training College. 
11 k hat suffered severely from ill health, and was obliged at the 
close of the year to return to England. Tha number of pupih 
bss been smull ; and the want of vernacular books of education 
his necessarily impeded their progress. 


INDVSTKt AL IKbTITt T10N — COTTON. 

Theie is attaehed to the Normal School at Ahbeokuta an In- 
duitrial Institution, in which .the pupils are instructed in the 
cleaning and packing of cotton for the English markets ; and in 
which various branches of ctrpeotering aod the repairing of 
machinery are exercised. This establishment will shortly be 
come self-supporting. The capital and cost of machinery haa 
been provided independently of the fun le of the Society, chiefly 
through the liberality of Thomas Clegg, E>q , of Manchester, 
who bss Ub\ed most zealously and disinterestedly to induce the 
lives of fries to engage in lawful commerce, especially cotton, 
it&lesd of kidnapping and selling each other into slavery. Tbe 
success of these measures, during the last yaar, haa far exceeded 
the e xpeetalions of those most interested in thu enterprise. The | 
native chiefs have come forward zealously to cultivata cotton : 
they have learned to clean it at the Industrial Institution, and 
Lava afttrwarda bought and wotked cotton gins at home.

1 1th, making a very quick passage of less than twenty-three days 
under canvas. 

She landed but 200 of the poor r (.captives at Monrovia, hav- 
ing lost 7 1 by death on the passage. These poor victims of an 
illegal trade teem to have been received on board the Niagara 
emaciated and nearly dying. By some overaight the fresh meat, 
vegetable and light provisions, suitable to tbeir state of health, 
were not provided. It was found, too, that to place so many 
between decks, suffering as they were, would endanger the health 
of the crew, and they were therefore kept on deck, protected 
from the col I storms only by a canvas extended over them. 
We do not doubt that President Buchanan designed to carry 
out the laws in the most bum-ne manner, and that there may 
have been reaioni imperative for utii g a national vessel, and that 
hi* action desmvs ami baa the hearty giatitude of the friend* 
of tha Colonization enterprise, and of all opposed to a renewal of 
the slave trade.

On the 21»t of December, 1810, Mr. Mercer, then a mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates of Virginia, in anticipation of 
the meeting in Washington lor the formation of thia Society, 
moved resolutions, which, with little opposition, pasted both 
Houses of the Legislature of that State, authorizing the Gov- 
ernor to call u|>on the General Government for aid in procur- 
ing, in Africa or elsewhere, a territory which might prove an 
asylum to tucii free people < f color, of Virginia, as might choose 
to make it theii home, and to such slaves as masters might please 
to emancipate, that its advantages might become theirs.. 

For the three suhstquent years he devoted himself almost 
exclusively to the objects of this Society; aided by his personal 
• influence and efforts, ihu collection of funds in Baltimore for tbe 
exploration of the African ceaat, by Messrs. Mills and Bt hobss, 
the first ag. nii of the Society, and as a Representative in Con- 
gress, from the State of Virginia, effectually contributed to *e 
cure that Legislation in regard to recaptured Africans, whioh 
as liberally and wifely iulerpietrd by Mr. Monroe, then Presi- 
dent, led to that mu'uil coope ration between the Government I 
and this Society, which resulted in the establishment of the Col

Of the emigrants, ninety were landed at Cape Mount ; seven 
at Monrovia ; ten at Bassa ; eight at Cape Palmas, while forty- 
eight proceeded, without delay, to tho interior settlement of 
Carey aburg. 

In a tabular statement in the last Report, were given the States 
from which these emigrants esme, and the names of the benevo- 
lent pereoos to whom oo large a portion of them were indebtad 
for the right of freedom. 

Of the two expeditions of this year, the first left Baltimore on 
the 1st of May, with one hundred and eight emigrants, and ar 
rived at Cape Mount on the 8th, and at Moarovia on the 18th 
of June. 

Tbe second sailed from the same city, November 1, with fifty- 
three emigrants, and from thia laat, intelligence has not yet bean

Let 
more intelligent Liberians visit the United States.

Tho American Colonisilion Society have sever* 1 large and 
commodious receptacles for colonisU and captives in various 
parts of Liberia. The one in Monrovia is ample for the itwo 
bundled negroes delivered, and is hsndsomely located at the 
head of “ Broad way on a black horublend rock two hundred 
feet high, ovt Broking Stockton creek and 8t. Paul river. The 
Society have expended considerable sums of money in preparing 
for the reception of such cargoes, and are represented by intelli- 
gent and good mett as agents and physicians. There ia reason 
to believe that they will take good care of the Echo's people ; 
-yet a little watching will do no harm, ns many complain that 
the Society keep nearly all of the money in America, and thud 
them goods only. This is doubtless exaggerated ; for no one 
can enter any part of the Republic of Liberia without being for- 
cibly impressed with the mighty changes which this little vol- 
untary society bave made in that benighted land, and without 
blet»ing its founders and supporters lor having effectually re- 
deemed six hundted miles of coast, of the former favorite slaving 
ground, from the curse of the slave-trade. Effectually, I aay,

The llavtian people are strong) v hubued with the apiritof lib- 
erty, and nave struggled pemvenogly. a ad at tim.es sanguinar- 
ily, to. qbtain and preserve it Yet, from twelve yean of resi- 
dence among them, I hint found them possessed naturally of a 
mild and inoffensive character. They are very considerably 
mixed up with European blood, and, in common with the other in-

self. The Liberian* are at the mercy of every intruder, and 
wholly powerless to enforce their own excellent law* on this 
gulling subject.

igrated to Liberia, was seised by one of the chiefs, and sold to

S ’iven with him. liy some chance he made hi* eicape, but un- 
ortunately again fell into the hands of one of those kidnapping 


chiefs, and was kept in irons for aix months, until a good buyer 
turned up, who, by a singular coincidence, proved to be the 
svme agent to whom he had been previously sold. The appear- 
ance ot the man’s legs, where the iron had eaten into the bone, 
presetted a horrifying spectacle. 

Monrovia is a city of tbnfe thousand inhabitants; a popula- 
tion as virtuous, orderly, and well conducted aa can be found in 
any country. The city is not healthily located, and hence bear* 
but littly of that impress of prosperity which is everywhere dis- 
cernible throughout other portions of the Republic. I made a 
short visit up the fine St. Paul river: The first few miles are 

coveted with a low, dense growth of mangrove*, from which the 
moat noxou* effluvia arise, generating intermittvnta, and, 
coupled ri**’ "vnse*. producing **'•<•1* dreaded 

malignant African fever. 1 lie statement*, however, which we 
have regarding /those diseases are ridiculously exaggerated. 
Generally speaking, the fever ia simply an endemic, malar ioui 
intermittent, of a t) pe by no means as deleterious or of half so 
rapid a culmination as the congestive fever of the Missouri river 
bottoms. 

Beyond seven miles, however, the country becomes high and 
rolling on both banks, affording good water sad healthful drain- 
age, while it is covered with rich and very productive soil over a 
substratum of ferruginous sandstone, and, in plaoee, hornblcnd, 
in which lime largely predominate*. I inspected the banks closely 


for twenty miles, and passed through some large and flourishing 
coffee and sugar estates, and through flelda of very good oorn. 


1 examined two large steam sugar-mills, made in Brooklyn. 
One of them is erected at the expense of the Government, and 
grinds corn, and manufactures sugar and molasses, and makes 
oorn meal, on shares with the people. The eane ia of an ex- 


cellent quality. JThe coffee-tree bear* a large berry, and far 


more profusely than any that I have teen in Braail. One man, 
Mr. Hooper, a protege of our lamented Downing, has eighteen 
thousand trees ip bearing. But aa money, especially specie, i* 
scarce in the country, he told ae that he would be able to gath- 
er from only five or six thousand trees, thus losing many thou 
sand dollar:), a. the coffee is exceedingly high-priced, and read- 
ily command* twenty eenU per pound in Monrovia. . 

lb* river u most dentely populated. The whole district is 
high and healthy. At Caldwell, New Georgia, Clay Ashland, 
Louisiana, and (he many other fhmriahitfa settlements which I 
passed, the settlers stem to be thrifty and happy, notwithstand- 
ing s< Yt-rnl tribes of colonists complain of caste, and say that the 
Virginians are ‘'most too high-headed, and are all the time 
claiming that they are the <ju ility of Liberia.” I aaw beyond 
these tvu'emenu the low rangi x of mountains, stretching away 
to the Si uth, on the first bench of which the Society have a large 
acclimatir g hospital and farm, called Careyaburg. Scarcely any 
of the colojiisi* remain in Monrovia, but nearly all proceeded 
to tli’s place, or to Roberiaport, at Cape Mount. Liberia ia evi- 
dently advancing, aud if she can be protected by Christendom 
from the outrages which Frauce is praolisiug on her, and which 
cause nine-tenths of the interior wars that weaken her, she will 
MpiJIy assume it -position of much interest to ut sod the world, 
in trade aa well aa in the progress of civilisation. I have 
nowhere else seen a place on earth so well fitted for Ike hopeful 
deve ! opuent of the colored man a* Liberia.

more and more intolerable, until even the ignorant master, pre- 
viously the chief reliance of Boulouque, became fatigued with tbe 
oppression, and their coniequent poverty. Tbe wiser head* con- 
sulted cautiously ; plant were carefully laid ; the Christian prin- 
ciple of forbearance, humanity — the spirit of preservation rather 


landed at the oily of Uonaivea, with four men in citiaeaa’ dress, 
and called upon the ciliaena to join with him in proclaiming the 
Republio. This oall was met with such a speedy and generous 
response, that the authorities toon found themselves under the 
necessity of yielding to the popular will ; and without firing a 
gun, in a few hours, all waa settled in the new order, and the 
edicts of the Republio were being carried by swift courier* to all 


the different provinces of the Department* of the Ariibonito 
and of the North, all of which, in the course of one week, peaoe 


fully declared for the Republic, and all the political prisoner* 
were act at liberty. 

In the meantime, Boulouque and hi* satellite* at Port-au-Prince 
were venting their apite upon all au#]>ected of having any ajm 
pathy with the revolutionary movement. The prison waa 
crowded with the beat citixeoi. Even women and children 
were not exempt ; and tbe wife and family of Gen. Geffrard were | 1 
obliged to suffer the same humiliation ; and, bad it not been JgLP 
the energetio t Boris ol tbe foreign consuls, many lives inuiF evi- ' 
dently have been sacrificed. Souloque went out with a consid- 


erable force, to quell what he called an insurrection, and the 


pillage and murder of the Republicans was promised as a re- 
wattf to all who ahould prove faithful in this emergency. The 
two force* met near St. Marc, where, had it- not been for the 
Christian spirit and wise statesmanship of Gen. Geffrard, a ter- 
rible destruction of life must have ensued. It waa a favorite 
idea with him to avoid the shedding of blood, and accomplish a 
moral revolution, the spontaneous outburstiog sod free expres- 


sion of lh# will of the people. Usviog imbued bis army with 
the same spirit of moderation, he succeeded in renting Boulouque 
and his fore##, with only oo# man killed on either side, and 4 


few wounded. The Republican forces then made their way to 
Pori au Prlnoe, where, on the morning of the lsth Inst., they 
entered, and proclaimed the Republio, without firing a gun. So 
great was the joy of the citiaqpa that they almost thought them- 
selves under the enchantment of a dream. It waa ca that very 
day that a boat of ciliaena were to be murdered and pillaged by 
order of Boulouque, who, at the hour be had fixed lor the de- 
struction of so many, waa obliged himself to seek protection on 
board an English man-of-war, and was forced to acknowledge 


the geuerosity of the President, in allowing him to esoape from 
fury af an 


ivy af an outraged, but now free people. 

Guided, evidently, by the Divine hand, as President Geffrard 
-himself confesses, so quietly did he and the northern army enter 
and Ukc possession of the forts and arsenal, that nearly the 
whole population were awoke from sleep by the simultaneous 
cry, going up from every street and quarter of the town, “Vive 
la liberie I Vive IVgslite I Vive Is republique d’Usytil Vive 
President Gi ffrard I” 

Even Boulouque was aroused from sleep by the animating 
sound of this cry, a thousand times repealed, sent up most en- 
ergetically by near two thousand prisoner* just then released 
from their bond*. Tbe joy and astonishment of the people were 
unbounded, and up to tbit time, they can give no other reason 
for such an extraordinary deliverance, than that which the Pres 
ideal him elf baa given, vis : " It is the hand of the Lord I”

Gentlemen Another year i* added to the history of this 
great and noble enterprise. Like previous years, it has beea one 
of labor sud toil, embarrassment, and suoces*. Such is the expe- 
rience of every good cause, sustained and carried forward by pri- 
vate charity ana individual exertion ; but evidenou of paat pro- 
gress, sud a reasonable hope of final triumph, are strong incen 
tive* to perseverance in the way of well-doing. ' 

Our country has continued to feel the effects of the commercial 
pressure of 1857 — in oonaeqmtnce of which there has been, as 
was to he expected, a falling off in the reoeipta of most, if not all, 
of our Benevolent Aeaooiations. The laet bae teen a peculiarly 
hard year for ui — to some of our friend*, ony of great discour- 
agement. 

Other oatues, besides stringency in the money market, have 
operated much to our disadvantage. Tne slanders against the 
Liberian Government, whiclf have been set on foot and hurried 
on through the land, have done much to prejudice the public 
mind, and Weaken confidyboe in the cause. The distrust and 
alienation thus created have been in a measure removed ; but 
very many minds aie still affected by them, eimplv for the want 
of information. It it not easy for truth to overtake a falsehood 
when the means of conveyance of the latter are denied to the 
former. This, 1 am sorry to tay, has been the oase in this regard. 
Papers ready enough to lake up and propagate these slanderous 
reports have been slow to notice their refutation. 

The very able -tnd timely letter of the President of tlria Soci- 
ety to Senator Hammond oouiaina all that need be sud bn the 
aubjaot ; and we cannot tetter serve the cause than to give that 
document, in tome form, a wide oire.ulattoa. It ahould be read 
by thousand* whom it will never reach unless special pains be 
taken to put it into their hands. 

Again, it seems to me to be a matter of importance for ua to 
inquire, whether anything can be done to ioepase the receipts 
of the Society ; whether the working of our machinery in the 
Agency departments may not be made more productive. 

1 do not propose now to go into a discussion of this question 
in all it* tearing*, but rat he to make a few suggestion*. 

The funds ol the Soeiety, except in case of legao es, must be 
obtained principally by personal solicitation. Comparatively few 
people will remember to bestow their charities if not called upon 
to do so., Thia work must be performed by collecting qgi-nta. 
Plate collection* iu churohes and public contributions, where 
they can be had, are very well, as far as they go, but little can 
be hoped for in thia way. It b-comu, then, a question of great 
practical importance — Ant* many collecting agents shall be em- 
ployed! To multiply the number and not increase the income 
of the Sooieiy, would brted policy. There may be rare oaves 
to justify the expense of sustaining an agent for a time, whose 
aenices return very little money ; but three are only exceptions 
to the general rule. The oommunity ntu«l have evidence that 
agents are profitable, or they will give sparingly, or not at all. 

There are multitudes of cheerful givers, who wait for an op- 
portunity to contribute to thia cause, and the question it, how 
•ball suoh persons be reached ? One way is, to form town or 
district Societies on the- principle of each member paying an- 
nually jn given eum, to some person appointed by each Sooieiy 
to receive it. \ 

Another way is to employ Individuals in the communities 
where they severally reside, to tell upon persons for their sub- 
scrip lioo* without I or nr log such societies. . 

Iu every plaoe worth the effort, a suitable person might be 
obtained for a trifling c omp ensa ti on, if not ns a gratuity, to spend 
a day or two, as the ones might be, in this behalf. Thu* hue-

While they would not be diepoeed to 
discourage the proposed aeillement of the New Jersey Society, 
they are yet muoh impressed with the importance of ao fortify- 
ing the settlements at RuberUport, Baaaa, Sinou, and^ape Pal- 
““i *b to enable those settled at these points to pioU-el tbem- 
•el vet from outrage and iujury, whether from native ohiefa, who 
to guilty their cupidity by violating the laws of tbc Re- 
publio, or from Lading parties on the ooaat, animated by similar 
motive*. They would thus strengthen the hands of the Liberian 
Hilhorities in the noble woik of resisting such ouuagea aa ware 

t tempted by the officer* of tha Regina Cali, and thereby pul 

an end to the slave-trade iu disguise, as they bad previously 
dona when carried on under iu proper name.

The portion of the Annual Report referred to the Committee 
on Auxtlinriee, ia in the following word* : 

“ It ia much to be desired that eonae method should te da- 
viand by tb* But* Societies, which would enable them more ef- 
feetonlly to aid the pecuniary resources and invigorate tbe 
operations of this Society. They occnpy the Sutra where 
wealth abounds, and where benevolent institution* generally are 
well sustained. Applications by this SooUty to vhe eiuaern of 
thran Stains BMMt te isnde through the Bote Someite* ; sod 
through item, the public naturally auppoa«, donatwoe to the 
Parent Society will te made. It will be tor the officers of these

Tte difficulty here briefly suggested deserves a more extend- 


The delegates of tte State Societies form a powerful, aad 
oommualy a controlling element in dua Board. Tney oome 
hers anunaify, aad prescribe what the Parent 8«u*'; 
shall do, aad ietet it shall not. -They someLmra fied 
very heavy burden*, and lay them an iu shoulder*. Tne taste 
which they impose cannot be performed without * large amount 
of lands. A* reasonable umk -master a, they ought to ua to it 
that tte funds are furnished, or at t***t tbat tbe Parent So- 
ciety ia St liberty to obtain them. Ph*ra»'h. hi marl', did not 
forbid hia Hebrew servant* to get straw where they conld 
find it 

The auxlliartei, by their delegate*, next forbid the Parcel 
Society to solicit funds where they may moat readily be ob- 
tained, in those " State* where wealth abouodc, and e litre be- 
nevolent inetitttUoos generally are well sustained ” The aui 
ilinrim reserve to themeeivra the exclusive right t» solicit fund* 
in those States.

But, teAteiUrtftov.-tue* of tte •uxtiiariea, soiiu-iimV 1 If 
pend nearly 'all the fund* they oollect on separate ohjrot* of 
their own, paying over, about tho eed of each year, jual enough 
to secure a representation in thii Board ; and thu. me Parent 
Society is deprived of the aid which it needs, sod might other- 
wiae BJhtve Irom itarfrtends in such States. 

In the operation of this arrangement, there ia sometimes an 
additional elameiU of unfairness. In each of these States, the 
Parent Society baa fneods who de-ire to give for the promotion 
of ite objects, but who would give less, or nothing, to be expend- 
ed on separate plans of the State Society. Snob friend* some- 
times tend their donations directly to tbe treasury at Washing- 
ton ; but oiteaer, probably, they give to the State Society, con- 
•idering it as only an agency for the conveyance of their dona- 
tions to tbn Parent Society. But thea^ donations, when once 
in the treaauryof the auxiliary, arc expended on iu arparate ob- 
jects, and never ranch the destination for which the donors in- 
tended them. This is praetioaliy unfair to tha donoih, a* well 
as U> the Parent Sooiety. 

This evil, your Committea are aware, ia aomr times made to 
appear greater than it is. State Societies, by previous agree- 
ment or requrat, expend a part of their funds fur the Parent 
Sooiety, in executing iu tasks ; thus saving the trouble of send- 
ing tbe money to Washington and back again, and often much 
other trouble besides. Sometimes they procure donations and 
bequests, which are paid diteolly to the Parent Society at 
Washington, without the ceremony of passtng through the 
treasury of the auxiliary ; and then a tabular statement is pa- 
tented to this Board, giving those auxiliaries credit lor only suck 
•uma aa have past ed , in easfa, through their treraurira luio the 
treasury of the Parent Society. Such aettemenu injuriously 
misrepresent the auxiliaries to which 'they relate. Yet, after all 
due allowance ou this account, tbe difficulty is of aenou* magni- 
tude, and, in the words of the Report referred to us, “ it is 
muoh to be desired that some method ahould b* devised” for 


It is not difficult to devise auch a method ; but, as the Report 
implies, ite execution must depend on the pleasure of the State 
Societies. If they would only abstain from all separate action, 
not previously agreed upon in this Board, or authorised by the 
Executive Committee, and employ their whole power in assisting 
the Parent Society to perform the tasks which they impose 
jA the difficulty would be at ao end. They might still 
their separate action, but it would ooostat in doing an 
aaa>goed part of tte general work ; sod the part assigned would 
always te with their own consent, and uau -lly of their own 
»ugg ration. Tte woik thus don* by them would as “ effectu- 

ally aid the pecuniary resources and invigorate the operations 
Of thia Society," aa if tte dollara expeudod on it hdfeteeu paid 
‘-to its treasury, aad out again. 

Your Committee awe no good reason why tha auxiliaries 
should object against thia remedy. If a new project, really 
worthv to be executed, ahould auggrat itself to nay of them, 
tha KieMiive Commute* would almost always give it their 
seasonable sanction. If that sanction should te withheld, it 
would seldom te any great ewl to wait till they can ooaault their 
brethren, assembled m this Board of Director*. If both the 
Committee and tte Director* refuse their sanction, tbe auxiliary 
may well distrust iu own wisdom. If, however, after all, it 
teem bound lu duty to proceed, U eannot r e asonably obj-ct to 
proceeding be an inc epee drat Society, and not an aa auxiliary.

AFRICA* COLONISATION fM VEILED, 

U>an:it the above title, Mr. Edwaid Ruffin, of Virginia, has 
attempted to destroy confidence in Colonisation, and show the 
hopeless inferiority of the African race. 

Mr Ruffin's pamphlet, in that part discussing agriculture, is 
very natural, and as he says, ahows up Liberian agricultural 
duslry ns ludicrously small in 1843. Liberia, in 1843, was just 
arising from a most depressed condition, growing out of the 
Society's misfortunes, and the fierce assaults of enemies Fn Ame- 
rica, :«.<1 wars among the native tribes. Everything felt tbe tad 
tll.i t of these discouragements. 

Wo will not seek to ward off from the Liberians the entire 
blame thus r» Acted on them, to the dishonor of their race, and 
shame of their frier da ; yet several considerations may be taken 
into account, to mitigate censure, and in some measure, restore 
their cridit. 

1. The first settlement planted in Afric i was about five years 
after the Colonisation Society was formed, and it was so feeble 
as necessarily to be placed on a rocky proniontory, for secuiity 
ag iinst native kings, made jealous by slave-traders, fearing il 
the settl. nient was permanent, their favorite treffio would be up- 
ro- -ted. They soon found that commerce was much more profit- 
aid • to ll cui than agriculture ; the natives could furnish rice at 
htlf n cent a pound, and other food at proportionate prioes. 

To carry on commerce, ship building, and all the trades need- 
ful in a commercial community, were requisite. Hence, few 
^ colonists did more at cultivation than to have « a Urge garden* 
aud au acre or two of out-lots. 

The fn. nils of Colonintion early offered bounties to farmers ; 
but ll ter a short trial at Caldwell and Millsburgb, it was found 
th it cot-old*, pi tintains, and sweet potatoes, Jrc., could be raised 
iu *ueh quantities on a few acres, as to glut the market, and re- 
main un-old. 

There was neither capital, machinery, nor skill to mske sugar ; 
and it soon bee tine apparent that, ao long as the colonists were 
a sin 'll community compared to the natives, they could command 
bett* r wages at labor connected with commerce, than in raising 
raw provisions. Liberia did not become a farming community 
on this account. 

Again, Liberia has fine lands ; but the best and most fertile are 
not on the tea shore. So long, however, as the slave trade on 
the north and to the east of their settlement, kept the nations 
at war, us it did, more or less, down to 1840, many colonists 
were too timid to venture far from the coast. Mr. Ruffin will 
understand by contrasting the Virginia sea coast with the valley 
lands, what we mean. 

And yet again, as early as 1838, the attacks of the Abolition 
Socieiitshad so injured Colonization ; and the people of Virginia, 
as well as others, indicated so little care for it, that the wealihieat 
me’C'banU and citizens of Liberia were afraid that the whole 
thing would be dropped, and were unwilling to invest their money 
in farms, which, at any day, might have to be abandoned, and thus 
be worthless. 1 knew one Liberian in 1839, who had emigrated 
from' Virginia, whose property was worth 826,000’ in oash, and 
stone war. houses, and small vessels, who gave this reason to the 
writer, for refusiog to begin with a coffee or sugar farm, i. e., the 
fear that tbe Abol lion movement would cause the scheme to bn 
abandoned, and he, in thpt ease, wished to remove to Stem 
Leone. ■

A* Liberia bad only a very limited coast jurisdiction, 
and English American, French and Herman, traded all around 
them, tbs colonial merchant* found tl more profitable and 
convenient often to buy and sell outside of Government juris 
diction, and thus avoid payment of duties. 

Toe importation* which he quote* were article!- of luxury — 
much of them used by missionaries, or sold to supply cesattog 
vessels, or of the national squadrons. If Mr. Ruffin will tahe 
his own'figures, and work by the rule of proportions,' ai 
pare Liberian commerce with that of tbe United States, ha may 
he surprised. He quotes population at 2890, and imports at 
1167,820. The population of the United States may now be 
stated at 30.000,000 The sum to be eo«put?d, la , a* Liberia 
population is to tbe United States population, so Libane imports 
to the United States, ®r in figures, as 2390 : JO, 000,000 
$167,820, to $1^76,000,000. It thus appears that tbe Liberianjl 
importations in 1848 ware over five times as great *» the im-'j 
portatiou of tbe United States iu 1868, ia proportion to .popula- 

1t is well known to all familiar with African trade, that the 
profits on importations aversge fifty per oent., and on exporta- 
tions as much, which will giro us the following r> suits :

“ on exportations, , . . } of 123,694 — $61,847

givjiog a profit to Liberia on her business, of $140,767, or divid- 
ing the sum among tha inhabitants, 2390, gives us about $69 
to each inhabitant 
* It ia' well to stimulate people to industry, and to enoourage 
agriculture, in proper circumetanoee; but we ought not by com- 
parisons of cases not parallel, to oeal discredit upon those who, 
in adversity, are straggling for a better condition. 

There are other points in this pamphlet which we intend to 
take time to consider and remark upon hereafter; 


REV. T. J. ■OWEN. 

Wk find, in the Charleston -Mercury, a criticism upon Mr. 
Bowen's plans for building up Christian civilisation in the Niger 
Valley, conceived in what appears to us an over-captious 
spirit. The writer proposes to expose the folly, the inconsist- 
ency, and the madoeaa of the scheme; but after carefully reading 
bis criticism, we cannot find any auoh exposure of folly — much 
leas, anything bearing the appearance of madness. 

By the reeulta already apparent at 8ierira, Leone and Liberia, 
Mr. Bowen was justified in believing that settlumenta of Amerioau 
free colored men in Yoruba and Nuffie would be highly benefi- 
cial. 

Tbe writer surely will not pretend that Yoruba, with many 
cities larger than any in South Carolina, with government well 
administered, and commerce conducted on a scale requiring 
twelve and fifteen hundred beasta of burthen in a single caravan, 
baa no place (or a Consul Genera). 

England has a Consul General at Lagoa, and a commerce 
ihere of millions per annum ; why the Uoiled Statea cannot 
have a similar officer, does not appear to us. The single ciiy 
of lllorin, in Yoruba, has nearly the number of people, and quite 
as much wealth as all the 'Indian nation of Paraguay, in South 
America ; yet to this latter Government we have not only sent 
a Consul, Mr. Hopkins, but lately a squadron, and Minister 
Bowlin,. and made a commercial treaty. Are half a million 
laxy South American Indian^ of more importance than five mil- 
lions of industrious negroes iu Yoruba or Nuffie ? 

It is possible that the writer in the Mtrtnry has no special de- 
sire to see the Niger 'river closed sgaiost the slave-trade, and 
hence is, in the abstract, opposed to Mr. Bowen's plans and 

ma. 

We aay, let all the coaat of Afrioa be lined with aettlementa of 
returned descendants of Africa, and thus a barrier be raised, 
through which tbe man-stealer of pagan Africa cannot meet the 
piratioal slave-trader from America, whether the latter hail from 
Cuba, or New-Yoik, or any port intermediate. 

tOHIIOS MISSION. 

In the Fbreiyn Mittionary, for April, we find Reports from 
two Missionary Stations on Coriaco Island, under date, October I, 
1868, reviewing the previous year. 

Tub Uoodi Station. — Reports Rev. T. S. Ogden, and 
Mrs. Ogden,, and also a na.ive assistant, named Suka>jo, 

Mr. Ogden had, with the tmeeption of a /«w attack t of ftvtr, 
not been seriously interrupted in his work. 

The chapel at Ugobi having been blown down in 1867, 
preaching waa held at three village#, vis. : at Imungoa every 
Ssbbatb, and the other two on alternate Sabbatha. A school 
was kept up at Ugobi, which hindered pastoral and misaioa- 
ary visitation. The attendance at preaching waa amall ; at the 
large towns from 16 to 80, and at the smaller towns from lOlo 
20 attended, moetly from motives of policy. 

The people have little sense of tio. The people, in a measure, 
observe tbe Sabbath, but keep their alaves at work all day, and 
not unfrequently devote Sabbath evenings to fishir* or dancing. 
Non# have openly renounced their evil ways, after several years 
preaching, but those connected with the Mission. 

The people are wedded to their heathenish practice and su- 
perstitions, and the missionary daily realises, more atM more, 
the depth of ignorance and tin ia which they are iuiV No 
conversions or additions to the church are mentioned, a'td the 
number of the scholars ia not given. God’s promwo 1% the 
itrength of the missionary's heart. 

9. Alonso Station.— Rev. C. Da Heer, missionary, had nol 
been hindered from his work one day during the whole yea r. 
He had preiohed twice, and held a 8 ibbath school, every Sab- 
bath. Beside# the scholar*, sometimes nearly 100 natives from 
the town attended preaching, bat ordinarily, not more than 80 
or 40. Some earn# af

lion, and nearly every night people from the natiee town st- 
arted. 

As the fruit of his labors, three young 
as a workman at the Mission, aud two of the oldest scholars — 
have united with the church. Mr. De Heer eays : •* It ife a joy, 
wRneaa such a seen*, sod much more to have been in- 
sir unseats) la guiding thorn into the path of salvation." 

Under date of Dee. 16, 1868, Mr. Do Hefcr writes of ii 
inf interest in the evening prayer-meetings. From di 
village* tbe people oome up at night to hear the word ; frequently 
the house ia crowded. The young converts, jCw in number, take 
pari, and the people hear, to their owa language, of God's 
wonderful works among them. 

At the monthly concert iu Deoember, the house waa full. 
The native interpreter undertook to lead to prayer ; his heart 
seemed to be full, and while on his knees he burnt into tear*. 

A young man oame the next morstog from the native village, 
to ask their prayers for his salvation.

Out lateat African letters are dated Coriaco, Dec. 19th, and 
M rnrovia, Jan. 4th. The totter mention* the safe arrival of Mr. 
James at Monrovia, on the 24th of Deoember, haring sailed 
firm Baltimore on tbe 6lh of November. He had a severe at- 
tack of luog fever on the voyage, which threatened 
Ualullv at ooe time, but his valuable life waa mercifully spared. 
I Mr: Williams speaks of his own continued good health, and says 


that bis field of labor never seemed eo important or to cheering 
as at present. Much interest has been p wakened to the churches 
in Monrovia of tote, in behalf of the surrounding heathen pop 
ulatioo, and Sabbath -schools have b*< reorganised in several na- 
tive village*. Mr. Williams mentioos, also, that to one of the 
native villages, where he had recently been preaching, the town 
\felickt had been publicly destroyed, by th* unanimous consent 
of the people, expressing a decided coorictioa on thsir part of 
the superior importance of the Goapet. Our Coriaoo totter men- 
tion* that no further disturbance had been experienced at the 
hands of the Spaniards. In relation to the spiritual prospects 
of the Mission, the same letter states : “ W* are still encourago ‘ 
in our missionary work. Our next quarterly oommunion is ap 
preaching, when there will be two or more admitted to the 
church, according to oar present’ expectation. We have formed 
the inquirers at each of the stations into a catechumen class, 
which Mr. Ogden meets at Evangaaimba once a week.” 

SXTSAOT or A Lirrsa THOU UR. WILLI AUa, JANUARY 4, 1869. 

I WROTt to you yesterday by thesehooner Exchange for Balti- 
more. 1 write to you an abstract to send by Dr. McGill’s vessel 
to Palmas, to go thence by steamer, which you are aware only 
•tops there now, but we hope ere long an arrangement will be j 
effected, by which the steamer will atop at both places. The 
Niagara brought roe no letters from yourself or home. You* 
last was dated September 87th, and was received by the Novem 
her steamer. Uuole Simon baa nearly completed a nice little 
thatched sohoolbouae, to receive the Congo boys you have au- 
thorised us to take. I feel grateful to you for the provision the 
Board hat made in this respect. An unusual inlereatin then# 
live* is aow being felt by the citizens, especially of Monrovia, 
and God seems present, blessing tbe means used for their ben- 
efit. A system of Sabbath-school instruction, and regular preach 
ing of the Gospel, at all the native towns, has been to operation for 
some time past The poor natives are beginning to appreciate this 
iuierest, and to feel that Liberiane are now, indeed, earing for 
their souls. The field is more than ever white for the harvest, 
and yet the laborer#, alas, how few ! I believe that the people 
of Liberia are more than ever ready to welcome white miaaion- 
«riet among them, and to receive, with gratiinde, any laborer*, 
having in view their own elevation, and that of the natives 
around. 

Brother W„ can you not peranad* or turn the attention of some 
of the dear brethren of tbe graduatieg claeses of onr Seminarist 
to this field ? Do you not think God meant it to be ooouptod ? 
Li t our brethren know that il i* a heathen fi-ld, with poor, per- 
ishing heathen all around, and far into the heart of Afrioa be 
yood us. See how God ia smiling upon the labors of our brethren 
and sisters at Palmas and Cavslls, The rioh, ripe fruit is beiog 
gathered in fragrant dusters. I have some touching totters from 
neatben children and adults in that field; that I wish I could art 
down and read to my brethren and friends. And why should 
not a sufficient number oome out to join me here, laboring with 
ua in. the Lord ? Then will the ohief barrier to our progress be 


removed, in there being always left in the field to carry on the 
work, a sufficient number, when one or more, in God's provi- 
dence, are oalled home to reeruit. 


LETTER FROM REV. U. L. IBVHOtIR, 

Tina earnest and aelf-aaorifioing missionary writes, under date 
of December 17, 1868, “Ttiat he had lately returaed from an 
interior exploration to the Kong Mountains, a diatenoe of three 
hundred and seventy-nine miles from Monrovia ; that he had set- 
tled difficulties between two kings, instructing them in tbe friendly 
and cordial exchange of written contracts of eternal peace." 

Mr. Seymour was absent from his station eight months, and 
will soon give his observations to the publio. Mr. 8eymour, in a 
truly apostolic spirit, has established a Mission about ooe hund- 
red miles interior, depending upon his own exertions mainly for 
support. He is very anxious that the Liberian mis ’ 
should engage in esmeat, faithful labors, with fatih and prayer, 
among the heathen tribes of the interior. He urges the Liberi- 
an church to beoome self-sustaining, the missionaries to hasten 
to the interior, so that the aborigines within and beyond the Re- 
"'tblio may rejoice. He adds :

He wa* alao, no 
doubt, the largest contributor in proportion to his means, on 
either side the Atlantic, besides tbe daily charities of his wife to 
th* poorer members of your communion. 

Although I am eat diepoetd to set * high estimate even on 
wall merited.litorary obituaries, “ the tottered u< o or moaurro-nUl 
stone," yet I oaooot Ant express a hope that the eminent virtues 
and long tried aod faithful services of Mr. 'McGill will m«*t 
with that acknowledgment at your band*, or from the Executive 
of your Society, that they deserve, and that will be so gratifying 
to his friends aod family, the survivors of whom, although not one 
of your Church, have yet considered lira interests of your Mission, 
and their brother's agegry ia it, almost as their own, both m a 
matter of pride aod principle.

A like duty has been imposed upon ui, from time to time, 
for many yean past, but none which baa aff.mted us so deeply 
aa the present. Our sorrow, on like occasions, has been mainly 
for the loss which Liberia has susuioed. Now, in addition, we 
mourn the loss of a much valued and long tried fri-nd. 

Twenty-seven years since, we firat saw Mr. Mot 15, then a 
stripling of tome sixteen yearn, juat returning at the ead of a 


a large body of Mandiogoes. from a residence of several months 
at Po Boro, the eapital of King Boauwato’s dominions, where 
he bad managed somewhat extensive mercantile operations, in a 
manner that would have done credit to the ablest man iu Libe- 
ria. In tbe quiet modest boy before us, we could icweely re- 
cognise the teaseller and adrenturer into the Condo country. 

V Soon after attainieg his majority, Mr. McGill established 
himself Ss a oommiseion- merchant at Monrovia, under the firm 
of MaoGill Brothers. He was subsequently appointed secular or 
finanoial agent of the Methodiat Mission in Liberia. The duties 
of this office were not only very onerous and responsible, disburs- 
ing aa be did, upon an average^ $20,000 per annum, but re- 
quired a man of great prudence, address, and unblemished re 
puts, in whom everv member of the Miasion could have perfect 
ooafidenoe. For the past twenty year*, he has been our confi- 
dential correspondent, as commission- merchant, to whom w, at 
one time, made consignments of merchandise on our own ac- 
count ; afterwards, aa agent of tha Chesapeake and Libe it 
Trading Company, the affairs of which he had in charge duriog 
the six yean of its active existence ; and sinoe,ia connection with 
bin brothers aa partanra, he has acted as agent for tbe Colonisa- 
tion ahip, M. C. Stevens.

XUIORATIOIC. 

Tbe Sooiety was disappointed of a large number of emigrants, 
which they had been led to expect, by a decision of the Courts 
of Viigiuia reversing previous decisions, and refusing to sustain 
a will by which a master of slaves bad -left them free, if they 
chute to go free. The Court denied tbat a slave could choae 
libtriy, snd tbry Were retained in bondage. The number ac- 
tually emigialing were smaller than in any year since 1844, be- 
ing only 105. # 

In the eleven year* from 1848 to 1868, inclutive, 6328 emi- 
grant* have been tent out by the Colonisation Sooiety. Of whom 
3185 were i him. ti paled ; 207 redeemed by themiei vts or others ; 
1021 born free — average number nearly 600 per annum. 

We have reason to suppose, from present appearances, 'that 
hereafter a much larger proportion of emigrants will be of the 
free-born c'aes. 

Tbe noble packet Mary Caroline Stevens, which bas oapacity, 
by making two voysgea, to convey 000 per annum, did not have 
oue quailer htr capacity occupied by emigrant* — while tbe ex- 
pen*e of tailing the ve**el i* nearly aa much a* if the went full. 
Increasing freight each way helped to meet the heavy expenie 
of tailing to large a ship, and encouraged the Society to continue 
her as a regular packet for another year, hcpii g for a larger emi- 
gration.* 

The protpeota of larger ^migration from the Free State* it dit- 
cussed, aud considered promising.

EDUCATION AXD TUB FRKSI. 

The effort* of the Sooiety to advance tbe standard of educa- 
tion— to support promising .your Libariana to learn needful 
mechanical arte, and pursue medical, legal, and theological stn- 
die*, are mentioned. aa having produoed results very gratifying.

W. B. Wkdowood regretted that tha Interesting re- 
jmark* we had just beard from the Chair had not been listened 
to by a larger audience, but h* # wua consoled by the idea tbat 
what was uttered and bad bsen uttered here, wa* not heard 
alone by the ear, but that through the infiuenee of the prate 
there was a silent language speaking to the mill tons) repeating 
what was uttered here only to thousand*. He recollected, com* 
year-.’ ago, reading an account of a celebration held at Monrovia 
in Liberia, and among other senti meats offend, and on whieb 
speeches were made, was the foQowtag: ‘* 111 * wheels of 
Colonixvtion — may they roll on, and roll over nil opposition, un- 


til they roll home ail the scattered son* of Afrioa." Aud he 
| moat cordially, and undoubtedly every ooe present cordially re- 
sponded to this sentiment. But when, he asked, did these 
wheels of Colonisation begin to roll? About forty years ago, in 
1820, a little' colony, consisting only of eighty ooloniats, under 
lb* direction of two or three AgenU of the Oolonixstion 8ociety, 
and of the Government of the United Slatea, left this port for 
Li he»)a. It haa ever been tbe boast of that people, the Jews, 
who were once in a" bouse of bondage," that though. their fathers 
were sojt urnert in Egypt for the apace of four hundred and thirty 
years, at the expiration of four hundred and thirty yous on 
the telf tame day, God brought them out of their house of bon- 
dage. And it will hereafter be, when the Afrioana shall look 
back lo their bondage in America, their praise and their boast, 
that at the expiration of two hundred years, and in the self 
same year they began to return to the land of their fathers. 

We were told ourenterpriae was attended wi^|| gieat destruc- 
tion of human life by dieeaeea which prevail on the Continent of 
Afrioa ; which to a certain extent wa* t^e fact, hut when we com 
pare tbe licknee* and disease which haa attended that colony, 
with that which attended the early aettlement of the colonies on 
this Continent, it sinks into comparative ineignifioanoe. The 
little colony tbat was established at Plymouth, on the same year 
that the alavee were brought to Jamestown and sold, before three 
montha had passed, and before one member of that Hula cojpny 
had plucked ooe flower from the earth, forty-on* of the number — 
and they only numbered one hundred and one— forty-one 
wi/fe'aleeping in the earth, including the Governor and other 
merphers bf hie family. And when w* look to Jamestown, we find 
that of the aettlement that was mads there, out of the first one 
hueAmd who landed, ninety died in a period of six montha ; and at 
a subsequent period when there were five hundred emigrants at 
Jamestown, four hundred and thirty died in n period of six 
montha; and when nine thousand ooloniats had taken up their 
residence there and in the surroundiog villages, but eighteen 
hundred survived. 

In t. new colonist, new settlements, and new countries, it is to 
be expected that there will be disease, and deaths. That litlje 
colony which started from here, was guided by the skill of a manf 
particularly adapted to that particular mission. , He was a n«- 
live of Maas., probably a descendant of the Pilgrims, educated 
at Cambridge, an t ffloer in the War of 181ft, a lawyer by pro- 
fession in his early career, a devoted Christian and Sabbath- 
school teacher, and the last year that he spent here in America, 
he collected into Sabbath-school* at least two thousand scholar*, 
and was afterwards ordained a deacon in the Episoopa! Church. 
And had any of ns, when seeing him leaving this shore, told him 
it was almost sure death to go out with this oolony to Liberia, he 
would have replied, “ T go ,« Africa to din He wa."', 

and landed on the Itland of Sherbro, and the colony was imme- 
diately attacked by the fever, and the AgenU who were asso- 
ciated with him fell in a very few daya by the hand of death. 
He saw a large number of the emigrant* who accompanied him 
alto fall by the hand of death ; but, as though it were the design 
of Providence that he should not be buried upon that island, but 
that the Continent itself should become honored hy being the de- 
pository of his ashes, he left about the lime he waeattaoked with 
fever, and after spending a day and a night in an open boat, ar- 
rived on the Continent, and in a few daya after died among 
tlrangerr, and was there buried. 

Although the leaders had fallen, there were other* ready to 
step in immediately and occupy their plaeee; end after a short 
struggle the colony succeeded in getting a foothold on the Con- 
tinent, and getting hold of a cerUin amount of tarritory. Tha 
little colony was transput ltd from the Island to the Ci 
and after remaining there hut a thoit time, the turronndiag tribes 
ascertained that they bad come there for the pnrpoee, if poeei- 
ble, of placing their foot on the accursed alave- trade, and destroy- 
ing the alave faotoriee. 

And wbat was the raault? They gathered together a large 
force — at least, eight hundred chosen warriors — from the various 
Iribta. There were but thirty-three of the colonials at that 
who were capable of doing military duty. They were tuddeoly 
attacked-; snd then followed a desperate conflict for life. It 
Dsu d not long ; hut the usult was, that by a special interposition 
of Providence, they, were sustained in that position, and those 
eight hundred warriors were driven back, and pul to flight. But 
auothsr stuck, a few daya afUr, waa made hy an equal cumber, 
and they were again repulsed. They were expecting n 
attack, and in the night th* alarm waa given, and one of their 
cannons was fired . A vest el tailing along lb* const — an English 
man of- war — hoard that signal gun, came into port, and found 
that tha litt la colony waa out of ammunition, out of prorUotm, 
and then dpon a imall allowance; and with that g 
which ia common to tha English baart, they readily furnished 
that little colony with food and ammunition ; and lift a young 
midshipman, by the name of Gordon, with ten other men, to as- 
sist them in defending their position. 

But how strange it appears when we kern the sequel 1 Hat be- 
fore three weeks passed away, midshipman Gordon lay calomb*d 
within that colony, and seven of the ton men who war* left with 
him . But from that beginniag, th* oolony him gon* on to pro- 
per ; and haa tucoeeded beyond th* foodent e xpectntkm. New 
it hna b*com* n power upon earth.

Such are tome of the n suite, and we may tay, the moat im- 
portant results, which have come from Colonisation, and from the 
Missions in Africa. But there are other multi of much import- 
ance. In addition to lining the coast for more than fits hun- 
dred miles, and breaking up every,alavefactory tW whole length 
of that coast, they are, alto, exlendit g their influt noe back into 
the country, and preventing qnerrela among the metal tribes; 
exercising such an influence over them, tbat after a ahert period 
of time has elapsed, they com* to these coloukt, and aay “ We 
will enbmit the matter in dispute to you ; we will no longet shed 
each other's blood, hot will come to y ou, and submit tbe matter 
to your superior wisdom ; and we will abide jour dtcieiaa.’' By 
thi* means they are extending iltii it. Hut net over the native 
tribes; and the time is not far disUiit when we ahall tee Btatee 
growing up there : Republican StaUa, Christian States, enlight- 
ened and civilised States, more rapidly / than ever on this 
Continent ; because tha material is all there. All tbat is neces- 
sary, ia to go amongst these children, and give them an educa- 
tion. Send out cur teacher* by thousands, and Una of thou- 
sands, and teach them, by all means, the Urgusge now spoken ia 
Liberia, the language spoken here, and in England— and aa wa 
taaeh them tbat language, teach them the principles of Govcta- • 
ment, and of ChiWtianily. Teach them to worship the oi ly true 
God. He bad very -great faith in tbe result which is to flow from 
Colonisation, in connection with the missionary eel* tptite on the 
coaat of Africa ; but be would not occupy more of th« time this 
evening, aa aevesal other vpeakera were present.

will be safe. But until this is done, we ate not safe. 

The mortality which had befallen our Association for the past year 
had already been alluded to, and he waa reminded to night that a 
year ago— almost a year sgo — on the 1 1th of May, 1068, we aa- 
aembltd here, and another occupied the chair. A few years ago, 
we had a President of this Association whom we all .loved. The 
offioe became vaoant hy hi* death, and when the question was 
aaked, in the Board of Managers, who should fill it, some one sug- 
gested that th* name should stand precisely as it Urea stood ; and 
that tha aoo should occupy the place mad* vacant by tbe death of 
tha father, which received uaanimout approbation ; and the son 
was elected, and for several year* presided over the deliberation* 
pYhe Society, and at the close of the Anniversary, a year ago, waa 
re-elected for tbe coming year ; and after this re election we eaw 
him pea* out from this ohurch supporting his aged mother, who 
waa clinging to bis arm. Just one week from that hour, on the 
of the 18tlf of May, our President left na forever. The 
lingered behind for a faw days, and she also parsed 
away. This Society have never had more ardent friends than 
were found in that father, and mother, and aou. We mourn our 
loaa ; but our loss ia their gain. We can almost imagine that we 
hear the soft whispering of angels from the spirit-land, saying to 
ua to-night, N Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord from 
henceforth ;’’ and we lieten, and w* hear the reply : “ Yea, that 
they may rot from their labor*, sad tlu ir works do follow them." 

The Hon. J. D. Jonxsox (colored), a resident of Libe- 
ria, at preaent on a business ririt to this country, was then in- 
troduced to tha audienee. He fell a high honor in haring the 
privilege of (tending before so large an audience, and only re- 
gretted to eey that he bed not the ability to apeak to them aa 
he should. Bat he thought it might be well, ae there were a 
great many discussion* going on aa to which waa really moat 
oondneiva to tha interest of the colored man, tha Anti slavery 
8 ciety, or (he Colonisation Sooiety. He lived here thirty five 
yean, under Anti slavery inflaenoe, and he went from th* 
United States, not hy tin persuasion of any Colonisation influ- 
ence, for he wee brought up to look on the schema aa ooe very 
hateful to their influence— ooe rather to their injury than bene- 
fit ; and whenever tha matter was named to him, from that pre- ' 
jwdice, ha said nothing about it. But when he aaw all tbe play- 
mates be had hart riling up all round him, be felt that It was 
very oeoemary in order to get tbo good will of the people, to 
give tangible evidence of hie capability to rievato himself. For 
this purpose he labored h*» many yean in many branches of 
buameee, but he still found aomethiog kept him in mm position.

The season of dur National Liberty has been long considered 
a snitatie occasion on which, by our free-will offering*, to aid In 
conferring ita precious and priceless boca upon poor Africa. 

Her children on her own\»oil are a prey to the despoiler and 
the savage despot ; and even in our own land, of which we are so 
proud, and in. the States where no persona) bondage is allowed — 
they do not practicdly realise the condition of. true social (liberty. 
Political snd legislative theories do not control social customs, 
nor even political rights, iu a tangible shape. What avails it for 
a man to be told before the law of the Bute you are equal, when, 
in fact, society debars him from holding political and civil officer. 

It is buLary apparent, and not a substantial and enjoyable 
privilege 

Our forfaihers brought him here without his consent, In bonds ; 
shall we refuse the paltry sum needed to convey him to Liberia 
and real freedom, when he seeks our aid I 

If the churches and friend* who f*vor this cause wjli re 
their thank-offering* for their own liberty, by n collection on or 
nesr the Fourth of July, for the Colonisation Society, it will, we 
believe, be an acceptable gift in the eight of the God of justice 
and mercy, and surely for no other oaute can n collection be 
more appropriate. 

The Coloniistioo 8 ociety has determined, if practicable, to 
diminish iu eipeose for Agencies, snd it oan only do this if sus- 
tained by the co operation of pastors. We appeal to them to 
remember this cause, for which nearly all the churches have 
avowed their friendship, and to aid whioh, Conferences, Synods, 
and Presbyteries have passed many resolutions. 


THE DARK MESBI AND HER EMIGRANTS. 

Ok several occasions within eight years' past; companies of] 
emigrant*, varying in number from eight or ten to thirty five, 
have left the port of New York, for Liberia. 

A small portion of these were New-Yorkers — the others com- 
ing front New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, and Maasa- 
chuutts. 

The bark Mendi, which tailed from New-York on Tuesday, May 
24th. had a total company of forty-five colored persons destined 
for on African home. Among these were merchants, mechanics, 
farrni r*. and nearly all were of New-York, several among the 
most respecttble chti of New-Yoik's colored population. 

They did not go as exiles— nor as yielding to any oppression 
. —but sm *etkir* after personal advantages, or after opportunities 
of Christian usefulness. The interest manifested in them by 
relatives and friend*, attested to their high worth. We never 
wilnrtied more tendernes between separating friends, nor deeper 
enthusiasm among a company of adventurers. 

The bark Meodi was not chartered by the Colonisation So- 
eitty, ss was The Lamartine, but by n firm of ooiored man, long 
resided in this city, Messrs. John D. Johnson, Joseph H. Tur- 
pin A- Charles B. Dunbar, who have formed a co-partnership 
hr African trade, and lake out a large oargo of goods, of over 
$20,000 in value. 

The emigrant passengers were all on deck— the cabin of the 
batk being eiWnded forward to the main mast. We have ncvei 
seen a vessel better adapted to carry second-cabin passengers 
than the Mendi. The names, age*, religions, professions, oc- 
cupations, Ac, as far as conld be ascertained are a* follows:

At this moment three veoeelg ere on their way to Liberia— 
one from N«w-Orleeoa, conveying thirty slaves of Mr. John Mo- 
Donqdgh's K.We — to liberty aod Liberia, 

Qoe from Baltimore, affording a passage for one hundred and 
fifty three *m grams, chiefly emanoipaled slave*, but partly con- 
sitting of iutetkigent free colored men from Pennsylvania. And 
from New York, the batk Mendi, the departure of whioh w* 
referred to in another oolumn, conveying forty-five intelligent 
free colored men— nearly alt from this State. 

Over two hundred will thus speedily be added to the popula- 
tion of Liberia, snd increis* both its material nod moral power. 

This h * larger number than the total of last year's emigra- 
tion ; and we anticipate that they are but the vanguard of a 
large company soon to follow. 

Many prayers for their safety and usefulness will follow these 
leeeogers of civilian tioo, oo their distant voyage ; and their de- 
parture cannot fail to awaken the inquiry ia many remaining 
hera— Why do we tarry ! Why do w* net selsa the rich in- 
heritance, and enter upon the noble mission set before us by 4 kind 
Provideao* I 


By the same arrival, we received specimen* of the carpeting, 
and plain o Tloa cloth, exhibited, last December, at the National 
Fair — the manifestation of oapaeity for furnishing' valuable ool- 
ton, raw or manufactured. 

A specimen examined by the manufacturer* of Lowell, was 
pronounced worth 12 i cent* a pound, although somewhat dis- 
colored. 

P reddest Benson forwarded a specimen of a fine yellow dye, 
id to give n brilliant color almost unequalled. The value of 
thia is being subjected to proper teats in this eiiy. Th* friends 
of Liberia may in the aboi|e items fiud ground for much encour- 
agement in this work ; and bur enterprising ooiored men, s strong 
v* for emigrati on to the lb-public of Liberia. 


It floats in th* harbor of New-York over a vassal bearing the 
Nationality of Liberia. This ia the first instaao* of the kind on 
record. 

The Eusebia N. Roy, so named after the daughter of iu own- 
er, a merchant of Liberia, was formerly the American brig George 
T. Ackerly. She was purchased by Mr. Roy two years ago, 
and hat made two successful voyages. Before leaving the coeat of 
Afrioa thia spring, she received papers from th* Liberim Repub- 
lie, and changed her nationality. 

To those who love to see the development of Liberia this ia 
vary gratifying ; but, after all, it is somawhat costly. We mean 
by that, that though Liberia is an offshoot of our nation — and it 
planting our forms of Government in Africa — and though it ia 
no fault of her Government that the is not in treaty with the 
Government of the United Ststes. yet under this technical defect 
| of having no treaty, her vessels and her produots are met with 
discriminate duties, very unjust and damaging. 

Liberian vessels pay higher tonnage duties, and Liberia sugar 
brought in tuoh vessel* pays higher duties than if brought in 
Erglith, or Dutch, or Spanish vessels. Is this right ? Ought 
not our laws to be modified, and rather favor than discourage the 
incipient enterprise of the young Republic. 


Tats work goee bravely oo. Not to speak of Dr. Livingstone, 
and Mr. Burtoo, on th* Eastern Coast— the former up the Ztm- 
besi and to Lake Nyaaai, and the latter along the latitude of 
Zaailhar to the Southern Sources of the Nile, nor of the Sun- 
(earn oo th* Nigar, of whoa* asoent far up that river wa may 
shortly hear, we have others nearer home. 

Th* Liberia Herald contains a series of article* giving the 
results of so Exploration made from May to December, 1868, 
from Monrovia, Liberia, several hundred miles interior, by Georg* 
L. Seymour, formerly of Hartford, Connecticut. 

The country and people described by him are very interest- 
ing. If anythiog could excite the ambition of our ooiored pop- 
ulation, one would suppose the poesaeaion of tueh a oountry 
their own would do it. If space permits, w* intend 
to give portions of 8 ejmour‘t Journal to our readers. 

A new Exploration to b* made ia Yoruba, and Nufia, hat 
just bean commenced by two colored men of th* United States— 
Mr. Robert Campbell, aod Dr. Martin R. DaJaoay.

Dr. Dslaesy leaves with the purpose of learning and re 
poriiag the tael facts as they exist in Africa, and, with th* hop* 
of hereafter aiding th* Aftiotn Civil isttioa Soaiety, to found n 
new nation near the river Niger. We understand that h* earrie* 
with him full instructions as to th* points of information oo 
which that Soc’aly desires him to report.

LETTERS FROM LIRBRIA. 

Government House, Monrovia, Feb. 21 st, 1860. 
Rav. aad Dtaa 8 ta\— I am ia reoeipt of your favor of th# 
80th October, and hard perused it with much pleasure. I hare 
also read the note from the Rtv. J. Tracy to you, intimating the 
propriety of farther explanations of the latter part of my note of 
December 4, 1867, to Ospt. Brmoa. Ia reply to whieh, I beg to 
**y, that the word “ privilege,” mentioned in th* latter part of 
of that note, meant nothing more than, aa ha had oomplied with 
th* law by entering hit vestal as a lawful eoaatwiaa trader, h* 
had the privilege of proeeeuting his burins** as tuob, conforma- 
bly to our laws, including the hire of voluntary laborer* ; aad that 
though I had thus written to him to caution him of evil* that 
might arise, owiog to tha well-known character and disposition 
of the natives, yet this ctntioo waa not intended to order him 
from our coast, and thus deprive him of the privilege the law, 
both Statute and Conventional, gaarranteed to him. Thia it 
all that was meant. Please say to Mr. Tracy, that ha, Ospt 
Simon, did not recaiv* any license, or aa mech as ore tingle line 
oi writing from me, ia authorixstioa of tha proaacaUon of his en- 
terprise, or for nay other parpoee. Nor did he receive from 
the Collector of Customs anything different from what U usually 
given to all lawful ooastwis* traders.

Suyar cans is now being cultivated to an ex- 
tent it never has been before— by the tent, twenties, snd even 
fifty acres in t» plot, which, if properly harvested and made up, 
will yield many thousand pounds of sugar, and many thousand 
gallons of the best, syrup. Sugar, syrup, coffee, and ooooa must 
eventually be the staple article of export from Liberia, and I 
hope our farmers will, in future, find a good market in jopr 
country. You knd your countrymen have aided and encouraged 
them to go to the soil for their support, and they hare done eo ; 
now help them to c >naume what they have made, over and above 
what they can find market for at home.

EMIURANTI TOR LIBERIA. 

Tux Colonisation ship, Mary Caroline Stevtua, Captain James 
Lynchburgh, was towed out of the harbor at noon yesterday bt th.- 
tug-boat Lionrei, preparatory to her sailing on her fouith voyage 
to Liberia. Aa stated in the editioa of yesterday, there are one 
hundred and fifty emigrants, from various section* of our oountry. 
At half past ten o’clock the religious services usually held on the 
departure of the ship was commenced by the Rev. Andrew B. 
Cross, who with a few brief remarks gave out the hymn : 

“From Gr*«Utld'« ley uouaula*," Ac. 

which .was aung with much feeling by the emigrant*, and n large 
ooofipurie 6i irienda of the oauae, who were scrambled on board 
of the vessel, which waa moored at Kerr's wharf. Portions ol 
the 40th Pialm and the 35th chapter uf I*»inh were lead by Mr 1 
Croa* after which short and appropriate add res ei were drlivered 
by the Rev. Dr. Smith, of the Second Presbyterian Church, and 
R?l ®y ru * Dickron, of the Wratmi: ster C urch. The Rrv. 
Gideon II. Day, of the Seamrn’s Union Bulbi l, led the congrega- 
tion in prayer. The services were concluded with singing the 
Doxology, and the pronouncing of the Benediction by the Rev 
P. D. Lipxoomb, General Agent of the Cilonixstiou 8ooiety. 

After a few minutes had eltpsed, Mr. Or. a* fatroduoed, sue 
•aively, Revs. James Amos, Armi.ted Miller, Hud Thoma* 
Amos, who are going out aa missionaries, under the auspices of 
the PrrsbytetUu denomination, who delivered abort practical ad 
dresses, in which they manifested a strong devotion to the cause 
which they hsve espoused. The Rev. Janies N Brown, Presi 
ding Elder of the Afrioan Methodist Episcopal Bethel Churob, 
alto made a short addrea* of encouiagement t > the emigrants 
William Crane, Esq., delivered tome pertinent remarks on the 
occasion, in which he alluded to the origin of the eoterpri**, 
““ thirty-nine vear previous. The service* throughout were 
interesting oharaotar. After the eon elution of tbe addresses, 
the emigrants shook bunds with their friend* on the vessel, and 
also on the wharf, there being a large concourse of both raxea 
and oolor, among whom were a number of membets of various 
religious denominations. The preparations being completed, the 
vessel waa taken in tow'by the tug, and departed amid the plaud 
its of those assembled.

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LIBERIA, A PILLAR TO JEHOVAH. 

V. A SERMON 
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. Wasaaw, N. T. 

In that day .ball there M aa altar to the Lord la tha tulJst of the land of E|ypt< 
and a pillar at the border thereof to the Lord."— Hatan alx. 1*. 

Palestine is not the only though it be in many respects the 
principal country to which the finger of prophecy points. As 
one of the lards often snd expressly designated in the'propheti- 
oaI writings appesrs Egypt, “ the Isnd of the Pyramids,” favor- 
nbly known in early times at “ the cradle” of science and of the 
arts— the nursery of literature and theology. In the prophecy 
of Itaith we find it honored with special and frequent recogni- 
tion. It it mentioned distinctly, and at length, in the chapter 
from which the text is taken. 

And since the land of the Nil# Is, in a sense, the ete of Af- 
rica, much thnt is predicated of it may be presumed to relate tq 
other portions of that long benighted continent, 'it can scarcely 
be doubted that tbiy wider application of predictions, on their 
face spec ifically Egyptian, is both admissible and folly justified — 
if not, indeed, ptimarily de«igned. 

The descriptive* wbioh the Prophet her* employs allude mani- 
festly to the institutions, language, and usages of the Hebrew 
patriarchs, arid are very appiopiiate as proclaiming the intro- 
duction of the true religion into thnt pagan country, the substitu 
tion of the worship of the living God for the grovelling practices 
of idolatry, the subsequent benign effect upon both the internal 
condition and the external prosperity of that land, as well as 
upon its international relations with other countries. Terms arc 
here used which indicate a moat happy change in the habits, in 
the speech, in the observances, and in the whole exterior life of 
that benighted land ; a blessed social, commercial, civil, and 
religious revolution among its idolatrous inhabitants. 

The Prophet had been dencuncing against Egypt heavy cal- 
amities and judgments. In this passage h'e gives a happier 
shading to his predictions. From foretelling doom be glides into 
promise. 

•• In that fay” he adds, i. e., in the timea cf the Messiah, 
“ shall five cities in the land cf Egypt speak the language of 
Canaan nod swear to the Lord of hosts ; one shall be called the 
city of destruction.” That i*, fin- out of six or five-sixths of the 
cities of that pagan country sl.sll renounce heathenism and em- 
brace the tiud religion. The lu^gc proportion of the population 
shall tarn Christian ; they shall become familiar with the sacred 
Scriptures, the inspired books of the Hebrews, and shall learn 
to invoke the holy name of the living God. Mention La made of 
Me oath, or religion tteearirg, aa a part j of Christian worship. 
The idea is that their idols being abandoned, these converts 
from paganish* shall boldly avow their faith In Jehovah. Ur 
their legitimate use of the oath they will express their cdhsatofa 
to the true God, and their resolution never to apoetatise from tie 
Lord whom the Jews revered. Or, by the oath we may here 
understand the whole of rtligioua worship or homage. The 
pred lotion, therefore, it that these pagans shall become converts 
to the Christian faith — worshippers of Jehovah. And the one 
unconverted city, f.e, the infidel minority, the unbelieving rem- 
nant of (bo inhabitants, shall be devoted to destruction. 

In the next ver»e, cited as the text, the prophecy is extended 
by the introduction of other embleaae of the true religion. 
“ There shall be,” it is said, “ an altar to the Lord in the midst 
of the land of Egypt, and a pillar at the border thereof to tbe 
Lord.” That is, in tbe very s>at of the kingdom, in the heart 
of the land (as indicative of the very deep and general hold 
which Christianity shall there gala), there will be erected the 
rooet significant emblem of the true faith, tub alt a a, either ne 
a memorial, or ae suggestive of the Scriptural doetriee of the 
atonement, and of the offering up of epiritual sacri fi ce s . And 
there too, on the border or extreme boundary, then ehall riee 
a fair column, boldly inscribed to Jehovah- recalling the historic 
pillara which the piety of Hebrew Patrisrehe reared to their cov- 
enant God, and vicing with the far-faaaed obclkks and other 
monuments of that land, noted for, and often designated by, ito 
venerable pyramids and similar colossal struct wee. 

As much as to say— that land, from centre to circumference, 
shall be ooncccfuted, not as aforetime to false gods, hut to Je- 
hovah the only living and true Daily. Christian ardiesmem and 
.toms shall stand there, as a conspicuous pillar— the fieri and 
^ert noticea b le object to the truce Mar entering the country , fl** 
idea Is, that the doctrines of the Gospel shall bo pohttely pew 
leased, its practices generally adopted, Ite piteripise widely dU- 


a* take led, and its heartbeat institution* incorporated in the 
whole machinery of the State/ Sc that the indications of piety 
•hall be general, and It shell be known far rad wide that that 
ones heathen country is part of Christendom. Thus there will 
be many s pillar on the border thereof, to he raid -Egypt’s con- 
version unto God ; even as the flag at the mast-head declares 
the nationality of a swift-winged ship. 

But not to detain upon exposition, let us prowted to the appli 
oalioo of this prophecy to the amplified sniiaccsutmofalcd sense 
already explained, Let ue understand, th«» that this glorious 
prediction is as yet largely unfulfilled, but U process of aeoom- 
plivhment ; and that it k not te be limited strictly to the loeal 
confines of Egypt proper, as contracted within modern bounda- 
ries. Indeed, may we not snfcly presume that the prophecy k 
pertinent to adjacent lands, and to a kindred race ? With thk 
understanding, we can esteem It as referring, at least indirectly, 
to those portions of Northern and Western Africa, where the" 
alter of the Christian religion has been set up, and the standard 
of cmUsation has been already planted, and where a most prom- 
ising foothold has been gained by the pioneer missionary, nod 
through Aertfactive agency of a Christian colonisation. 

Why may we not look hopefully to that vigorous Christian 
republic, and to those prosperous Mission stations, which, lining 
the western coasts of Africi, are so full of promise, not only to 
besotted Egypt, but to the entire continent, with its native and 
ita exiled sons 1 Are they not destined to bear an important: 
part in the farther fulfillment of thk animating prediction; 
“ There ehall be alter to tbe Lord in that land, and a pillar at the 
border thereof to the Lord ?” Assuredly these missionary and 
colon iiiog enterprises of the Christian Chureh in this century 
hate accomplished something invaluable Inwards the evangel- 
iistion and exaltation of degraded Africa and her wasted scatter- 
ed and deeply injured eons. 

There the altar of the Christian religion find* a place in the 
hearts, in the families, and in the eanotuaries of a long debated 
and oppressed people ; and thenoe, ae from n prolific fountain, 
multiplying streams of happiest influence here begun to flow, 
to gladden God’s heritage in Africa. And u to the prospective 
influence of these felicitous beginnings, who coo foresee them— 
who oan put bounds thereto ? Who so unfriendly as to stay 
this tide of advancing good f Have we not every reason to be- 
lieve thst thk initial stream of graoe will gradually deepen and 
widen, flowing faster and farther until all redeemed Africa shall 
stretch out her hands unto God ? 

' The establishment of a Christian republic on the coast of Af- 
rica does, therefore, really aeem like thk very prophetic. pillar, 
foretold by IaaUh as certain to be erected on the borders of 
Egypt. It is surely a column of fairer pi ©portions and of loftier 
height, and more remotely ooaepicuous than any of Egypt's nat- 
ural or arlifioial monuments. Tbe gracoful obelisks and pyr- 
amids of that land, towering heavenwards in nil (heir grandeur, 
and bearing on their summits undying memories, and the record 
of ancient wonders, are not ao noble aa that imperishable pil- 
lar. 

Part of Africa U already part of Christendom. Columns, 
commemorative and aigoifioant of thk foot are disocrnible from 
afar. Christian institutions there established, Christian church- 
es, Christian men and women, and ministers of the everlasting 
Gospel, a Christian government in aueceeaful operation and no 
longer now a doubtful experiment — all these and kindred influ- 
ences constitute n beautiful monument for Africa, n pillar on 
the border of Egypt, inscribed with the name of the true God, 
declarative cf Afrioa’s regeneration, and prophetio of her future 
exaltation — aa indestructible memorial to the King of kings. 

And if the hirst Napoleon, in hia African campaign, eonld 
halt atthe base of Egyptian pyramids, and pointing to (heir 
lofty plonsclescould incite in hk comrades an invincible enthu- 
siasm and thirst for martial glory, by Ids eloquent outburst : — 
Solditrt ! forty ccnturiee rutiny on tkoe* eummite art watching 
you from their giddy height — so may we, pausing in view of 
thk graceful Christian pillar erected on the Western Const of 
Africa by the Indefatigable and sealoua toil of noble men and 
women, rensw our hopea, and refresh our faith, by tha Inspiring 
reflection, that all the unborn ctnturitt of Africa' t coming glory 
.teem to be cradled there. 

And especially k thk a suitable exercbe lor American Ohria- 
tiana at suoh a lesson and on sneh n day as thk, so intimately 
associated with all that we call dear— both aa Ohrktiaas holding 
to the faith of a risen Jesus, and as patriots breathing tha filial 
spirit of Columbia's sons. On thk day that saw the Lord arise, 
on this (to nemr) the natal day of our national existence, we do 
well to rejoice at whaterer conspires to the glory of an nsoeaded 
Lord, or to the well-being of an endeared conalry. For thk 
rising pillar both betoken* the growing empire of Prince Emanu- 
el, and is auspicious of incalculable good, as well to titfi 
eitiseos of America as to the children of Africa, bond and 
free. 

How well dose it oonsist with the entire analcgy of the elime 
dealings, that, out of the gigantio wrongs whkh the African 
race ha* so long sustained (some of whkh have been self im* 
posed hr suktdnl hands, and some at the hands of wicked men 
of otheruatioes.) there should >s dedaoed h^ the mysterious 
operetkms of aa over-ruling Dfa vl d sare, na unspeakable and 
lasting blessing I It is the wont of” Him who doeth all things 
wen," to bring good out of evil.

a S.VOUATU AT FKSETOWX, / 

Next morniDg tbe bright tan of an Oetobar Sublutfc rhvealed 
the tlouriabing city of Freetowa ; resting on the northern part 
of tbe high ridge called Sierra Leone, and stretching along tha 
shore a mile aad a half. Tbe blue bilk still mantled to tbe 
mhta of morning, the deep rad sombre raifeys now changing 
witb tbe silvery tight to more cheerful hue*, the solemn formic 
and tbe silent shore, tbe msjmtio river in it* nobelaa* flow, tb* 
r artless bay unruffled by an oar, the qubt oily and tb* cheer- 
ful fields, all seemed conscious that a boly day had come, a day 
of rant and ailent adoration. Tbe music of tbe church bells car- 
ried us far over the wave, aad w* mingled unseen in tba worship 
of our own hearths aad nllare ; but another gtonoe, aad tb* toll 
cotton woods on tha beach, the graceful paJms waving in tb* 
light wind, of the hillside, tbe clustering cocbanut tries which 
shade the streets of the city, reminded us that we were in the 
climes of the sun ; in Afrioa, savage Africa, but Afrioa waking 
up with a smile on her faoe to weloome the blessings of tbe 
Coristbu Sabbatb. 

I went ashore in the first boat, rad landing at n substantial 
stone pier, accepted the services of a well- dressed negro, who 
proposed to " show Matsa Kapting anywhere for a sixpence,” and 
t 'trued my steps tb find a Methodist Church. A few scoonds’ 
wait brought us to tbe heart of tha city, where, in tba oentre of 
a square, stands s- large stone church in tbe Gothic style, whioh 
may be considered as the cathedral of the place. “Di* dt 
church ob Hlnglsnd," said my guide, and with tbe hope that 
bis sixpence was gained, proposed that I should go to church 
there, assuring me that they had “ mighty wood white people 
preaching, Kapting, and plenty prayera!” I was struck with 
the aise and neat appearance of the house, end the cleanliness of 
the streets. The bouses of «H« Government official* are large 
and w&V .i« various publio buildings, but betides 

bueae there are a great number of brick, stone, and frame 
house*, occupied by natives, which display taste rad meant;, 
and from these down to tbe huts of wattle work, daubed with 
mud and thatched with palm grass, the tame attention to order 
and cleanliness was manifest, in an extraordtoary degrec for an 
African town. The suburbs arc occupied by thousands of these 
but*, attaobed to each of which there is generally a small gar 
den, and among them cocoanut trace, affording both fruit and
